ANNUAL  MEETING 


OF   THE 


BUFFALO  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  was 
held  in  their  rooms  last  evening.  The  retiring  President, 
William  D.  Fobes,  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  large 
attendance.  The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by 
the  Secretary,  Dr.  Leon  F.  Harvey,  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  report  of  the  Board  of 
Managers :

1884,  Jan.  1,  To  balance  in  treasury $8,798 .  20 

1884,  Dec.  31,  To  receipts  for  the  year 262 .  24 

Amount  in  treasury,  Permanent  Fund $9,060.44 

In  addition  to  the  above  amount  now  on  hand,  the  society 
will  ultimately  receive  about  $5,000  from  legacies,  the  generous 
gifts  of  deceased  citizens ;  thus  ensuring  the  permanence  of 
our  growing  and  flourishing  institution. 

INCREASE  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

During  the  year  1884  there  were  added  to  the  library  by 
gift  1,071  volumes,  126  periodicals  and  530  pamphlets. 

The  whole  number  of  bound  volumes  in  the  library  at  the 
end  of  the  year  was  7,789,  including  duplicates,  and  of  unbound 
pamphlets  6,361. 

The  most  noteworthy  gift  of  the  past  year  was  received  from 
the  Hon.  Jonathan  Scoville,  of  133  volumes,  miscellaneous 
historical  books  and  one  atlas. 

MANUSCRIPTS. 

This  collection,  though  not  large,  contains  many  records 
possessing  great  historical  value.  We  have  108  single  and  iS 
bound  volumes  of  manuscripts,  not  including  autograph  letters 
or  correspondence.  One  addition  for  the  year,  elegantly  bound 
and  full  of  interest,  entitled  "  The  Confederacy  of  the  Iroquois," 
by  the  late  Hon.  Thomas  H.  Maxwell,  of  Elmira,  N.  V..  pre- 
sented by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Harriet  Maxwell  Converse,  of 
New  York  City. 

NEWSPAPER     DEPARTMENT. 

The  daily  and  Sunday  Times  for  1883  in  two  bound  volumes. 
A  complete  file  of  the  daily  Commercial  Advertiser,  the  C 
the  Express,  the  Times,   the  Telegraph,   the  Chamber  ej    . 
merce  Journal  and  Exhibition  Reporter,  and  the  Sunday  Truth, 
for   1884,  have  been  added    to    this   department,  besides    i;> 
miscellaneous  newspapers,  containing  biographical  and  histori- 


cal  sketches.  The  bound  newspapers,  daily  and  weekly,  num- 
ber, including  duplicates,  517  volumes.  The  number  of 
unbound  volumes  is  12. 

MAPS,     CHARTS     AND     ATLASES. 

We  have  in  the  library  97  boundary  maps,  28  of  them  are 
on  rollers;  363  miscellaneous  (printed  and  manuscript),  62  are 
on  rollers  and  the  balance  in  sheets ;  47  pocket  maps  and  2 
large  volumes  of  miscellaneous,  74  government  coast  surveys, 
60  charts  of  the  northwestern  lakes  and  River  St.  Lawrence, 
2  charts  of  universal  history  and  7  atlases.  All  the  maps  and 
charts  not  on  rollers  are  carefully  arranged  in  portfolios, 
numbered  and  indexed.  Valuable  contributions  to  this  depart- 
ment were  received  from  the  Hon.  Jonathan  Scoville,  the  Hon. 
William  F.  Rogers,  William  B.  Rochester,  Paymaster-General 
United  States  Army,  Maurice  Kingsley,  Willard  Glazier,  Miss 
Grace  E.  Bird  and  Miss  Mary  S.  Cotton. 

PORTRAITS     IN     OIL. 

This  collection  now  amounts  to  fifty-eight.  Five  were  added 
during  the  year,  all  of  them  fine  works  of  art  and  of  the  most 
distinguished  citizens  of  our  state.  One  of  ex-President  Mar- 
tin Van  Buren,  presented  by  Mrs.  James  G.  Dickie ;  one  of  the 
late  Rev.  John  C.  Lord,  D.  D.,  presented  by  Mrs.  William  C. 
Sherwood;  three  were  presented  by  Mrs.  M.  E.  Richmond  of 
Batavia,  N.  Y.,  widow  of  Dean  Richmond,  namely,  ex-Governor 
Horatio  Seymour,  the  late  Hon.  Erastus  Corning  and  Edwin 
Croswell,  late  of  Albany.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the 
present  year  may  witness  many  accessions  to  this  important 
department. 

PHOTOGRAPHS,     PICTURES,     ETC. 

The  number  of  photographs  of  large  imperial  size  is  i;_: 
crayon,  pastel  and  India  ink,  34;  photographs  of  a  smaller 
size  in  albums,  78 1 ;  in  groups  or  collections,  89;  daguerreo- 
types of  cabinet  size,  24;  plates,  portraits,  views  o\  scenery 
and  buildings,  etc.,  in  portfolios,  properly  indexed.  [Si;   mis- 


cellaneous  pictures  and  documents  framed,  119.  Six  portraits 
in  frame  were  gifts  to  this  collection  in  the  past  year,  viz. : 
One  of  our  President,  Wm.  Dana  Fobes,  presented  by  him- 
self; one  of  the  late  Asher  P.  Nichols,  presented  by  his 
wife;  one  of  Mrs.  Frederick  B.  Merrill,  nee  Sophia  Ransom, 
deceased,  the  first  white  child  born  in  Buffalo,  February,  1798. 
The  portrait  is  a  copy  of  the  original  oil  painting  presented  to 
the  Common  Council  in  1850,  which  was  afterwards  burned  ;  it 
was  presented  by  Mrs.  Lewis  L.  Stevens  ;  one  of  Dr.  Franklin 
Ransom,  presented  by  Mrs.  Mary  R.  Turney  ;  one  of  the  late 
James  R.  Bentley,  presented  by  Wm.  S.  Sage,  and  one  of  our 
Corresponding  Secretary,  presented  by  himself. 

RELICS    OF    THE    PAST. 

Large  additions  to  these  memorials  have  been  made  since 
our  last  report.  The  case  of  relics  from  the  battle-fields  of 
Gettysburg  and  Antietam,  and  the  defences  of  Washington, 
presented  by  the  late  Julius  E.  Francis,  add  peculiar  value  to 
our  collection.  Many  contributions  of  an  important  character 
have  also  been  made  to  our  cabinets  of  autographs,  manuscripts, 
coins  and  currency.  We  may  add  in  this  connection  that  it  is 
intimated  in  the  Waterloo  Observer  of  the  10th  ult  that  when 
the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  move  into  their  new  quarters 
their  rooms  may  possibly  be  enriched  by  the  addition  to  this 
department  of  a  choice  collection  of  historical  Indian  relics. 
displayed  in  appropriate  cases,  and  prominently  marked  as  the 
"  F.  H.  Furniss  Collection." 

BUSTS. 

We  have  six  busts,  a  small  but  interesting  collection,  two  of 
which  were  gifts  to  the  library  in  the  past  year.  One  of  the 
Hon.  E.  G.  Spaulding,  presented  by  himself,  the  other  of  the 
late  Col.'  William  A.  Bird,  presented  by  his  daughter,  Mis^ 
Grace  E. 

The  society  is  the  depository  of  many  valuable  manuscripts 
besides  those  enumerated,  Indian  relics,  battle-Hags,  trophies 
and  mementoes  of  the  recent  war,  and  many  other  articles  too 
numerous  for  detailed  description. 


OBITUARY     RECORD. 

This  commences  in  1811,  and  has  been  brought  down  to  the 
present  time.  Eleven  hundred  and  twenty-nine  names  of  citi- 
zens of  Erie  County  were  added  during  1884,  of  the  age  of 
twenty  years  old  and  upward.  This  society,  as  well  as  our 
country,  has  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  Orsamus  H. 
Marshall,  in  July  last.  He  was  one  of  the  founders  of  our 
society,  and  its  president  in  1870,  and  always  greatly  interested 
in  its  prosperity.  His  researches  and  contributions  to  the  his- 
torical literature  of  our  country  have  placed  him  in  the  front 
rank  of  ethnologists,  especially  as  to  matters  connected  with 
the  aborigines. 

MARRIAGE    RECORD. 

From  the  same  period  this  embraces  all  the  marriages  which 
have  been  announced  in  the  Buffalo  papers.  Eight  hundred 
and  seventy-eight  were  reported  during  the  past  year  and  have 
been  entered  upon  our  record  alphabetically,  under  the  sur- 
name of  each  party. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

During  the  year  six  life,  twenty-four  resident  and  eight 
corresponding  members  were  added  to  the  society,  and  the 
following-named  members  have  died:  John  V.  TitTt,  James 
Aigin,  John  Allen,  Jr.,  O.  H.  Marshall,  John  D.  Shepard.  Hon. 
Charles  James  Folger,  Uriel  Driggs,  C.  C.  Bristol,  Thompson 
Hersee. 

The  membership  roll  shows  two  hundred  and  seventy-three 
resident  (including  sixty-five  life),  three  hundred  and  sixty-six 
corresponding  and  thirty-one  honorary. 

CLUB    MEETINGS. 

The  first  and  only  club  meeting  held  last  winter  was  at  the 
home  of  William  C.  Bryant,  February  18,  at  which  a  paper 
was  read,  by  Mr.  L.  G.  Sellstedt,  on  the  late  Dr.  \V.  K.  Scott. 
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These  meetings  have    been   helpful    to  the  society,  and    I 
branch  of  the  society's  work  should  be  revived. 

The  most  noteworthy  events  in  the  history  of  the  society  for 
the  past  year  have  been  the  opening  of  the  rooms  Friday 
evenings,  last  winter  and  spring,  to  the  general  public.  This 
was  done  with  a  view  to  popularize  the  society  and,  if  possible, 
increase  its  membership.  Our  register  shows  more  visitors  to 
the  rooms  in  1S84  than  for  the  twenty  years  previous.  Of  this 
large  number  many  were  searchers  for  historic  truth,  and  the 
library  has  throughout  the  year  been  a  scene  of  activity.  As 
it  has  always  been  our  purpose  to  collect  and  to  render  accessible 
to  the  public  the  material  for  history,  they  availed  themselves 
of  it,  and  obtained  from  script  or  volume  the  information 
sought.  And  those  who  came  to  inspect  our  collection  of 
books,  maps,  pictures  and  relics,  found  no  pleasanter  way  of 
getting  acquainted  with  the  most  famous  facts  of  the  history 
of  our  city  and  of  our  home. 

THE    FILLMORE    LIBRARY. 

The  settlement  of  the  will  contest  of  Caroline  C.  Fillmore, 
deceased,  by  the  executor  in  April  last,  put  our  society  in 
possession  of  the  valuable  library  given  to  it  by  that  distin- 
guished lady  over  two  years  ago,  consisting  of  six  hundred  and 
forty-three  volumes  miscellaneous  books,  sixty-nine  magazines 
and  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  pamphlets,  mostly  ot  a 
literary  character.  Nearly  every  book  contains  the  autograph 
of  that  estimable  lady.  This  library  has  been  placed  in  a 
temporary  case  and  set  apart  from  our  collection. 

In  our  new  quarters  it  will  occupy  an  alcove  and  have  our 
special  care  for  the  memories  that  cluster  around  it. 

THE    YOUNG    MEN'S    ASSOCIATION. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  we  report  an  arrangement  with  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Young  Men's  Association  in  April 
last,  by  which  the  Historical  Society  is  to  have  the  occupancy 
of  five  rooms  in  the  third  story  of  their  projected  building  for 
twenty-five  years,  free  of  rent.     This  will  be  a  saving  to  this 


society  of  $400  per  year,  the  rent  we  now  pay,  and   in   the 
aggregate  of  $10,000. 

These  rooms  will  be  divided  by  arches  or  sliding  doors,  as 
the  society  may  direct,  and  will  give  us  9.444  square  feet  of 
space,  or  nearly  three  times  the  space  we  now  occupy. 

RED    JACKET. 

The  re-interment  of  the  remains  of  Red  Jacket  and  other 
distinguished  Indian   chiefs,  and  the  last  council  of  the  S 
Nations,    under   the  auspices  of  our   society,  were  the  most 
memorable  events  in  the  history-  of  the  American  Indians  in 
Western  New  York  and  Canada.     The  Senecas  (in  which  Red 
Jacket  was  so  conspicuous  a  figure)  were  once  at  the  head  of 
that  powerful  confederacy,  called  by  the  French  "Iroqu: 
and    known   by  the  Americans  under  the  name  of  the  ■   - 
Nations."     From  the  earliest   settlement  of  this  country  the 
Indian  has  drunk  of  the  bitter  cup  of  injustice.     Hunted  from 
river  to  river,  from  forest  to   forest,  he   arrives  at  the  close  of 
two  centuries  of  struggles,  fatigues  and  misery,  poor  and  be- 
reaved of  all.     For  many  years  this  society  has   taken  a  deep 
interest  in  this  departing  nation,  and  it  has  been  its  purpose  to 
obtain  and  remove  from  neglected  graves  the  remains  of  these 
great    chiefs    to   a  place    of  security   in   our   beautiful   Fcr 
Lawn,  and  erect  a  monument  that  would  not  only  be  a  credit 
to  this  society  and  our  great  city,  but  a  memorial  to  the  tribe 
that  produced  and  reared  so  many  statesmen,  orators  and  war- 
riors of  whom  any  nation  might  well  be  proud. 

It  affords  us  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  labor  of 
love  has.  in  part,  been  crowned  with  success.  A  beautiful  lot 
in  a  sightly  place  was  generously  donated  by  the  Forest  Lawn 
Cemetery  Association,  and,  on  the  ninth  of  October  last,  the 
remains  of  the  mighty  chiefs  were  re-interred  with  impo- 
ceremonies.  Granite  head-stones  have  been  placed  at  their 
graves,  and  a  substantial  foundation  for  the  proposed  monu- 
ment laid,  and  we  have  faith  to  believe  that  our  public-spirited 
citizens,  notwithstanding  the  many  claims  that  are  made  upon 
them,  will  esteem  it  a  privilege  as   well   as  pleasure  to  ki:: 
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co-operate  with  us  in  the  completion  of  the  monument  at  an 
early  day. 

The  committee  appointed  to  prepare  a  memorial  volume, 
have  given  it  to  the  press  and  ordered  two  thousand  copies  to 
be  printed. 

A  list  of  all  gifts  to  the  library  and  to  the  cabinets,  is  added 
to  this  report. 

The  report  was  unanimously  adopted,  and,  on  motion  of  Mr. 
Bryant,  it  was  resolved  to  print  seven  hundred  and  fifty  copies 
thereof. 

A  committee,  consisting  of  William  C.  Bryant,  Dr.  A.  T. 
Chester  and  E.  S.  Hawley,  nominated  the  following  gentle- 
men to  serve  as  officers  during  the  ensuing  year,  and  they  were 
duly  elected : 

President — William  H.  H.  Newman. 

Vice-President — James  Sheldon. 

Corresponding  Secretary,  Librarian  and  Treasurer — George 
G.  Barnum. 

Recording  Secretary — Dr.  Leon  F.  Harvey. 

Councillors — William  D.  Fobes,  William  C.  Bryant,  Thomas 
B.  French,  George  W.  Townsend,  Charles   B.  Germain.   ( 
Besser,  Rev.  A.  T?  Chester,  Gen,  John  C.  Graves,  Hon.  James 
M.  Smith,  Maurice  Kingsley,  J.  H.  Tilden,  Rev.  Samson  Falk, 
Emmor  Haines,  William  K.  Allen  and  Elias  S.  Hawley. 

In  this  connection  Judge  Sheldon  took  occasion  to  remark 
that  since  President  Fillmore  held  the  office  during  several 
consecutive  years,  it  has  been  the  rule  o(  the  society  not  to 
re-elect  the  presiding  officer.  Mr.  Newman  held  the  office  o\ 
president  a  few  years  ago,  but  was  then  unfortunate  in  his 
relations  with  the  librarian.  Being  a  man  who  had  the  inter- 
ests of  the  society  deeply  at  heart,  the  judge  thought  they 
were  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  election  ot  a  man  ot  Mr. 
Newman's  wealth,  standing  and  position  in  the  community. 
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Mr.  Bryant  offered  the  following  resolution: 

Resolved,  That  the  most  cordial  thanks  of  this  society  are  due  and 
are  hereby  tendered  to  our  retiring  President,  William  Dana  Fobes, 
for  the  faithful,  conscientious  and  able  manner  in  which  he  has 
administered  the  duties  of  his  office  during  his  official  term,  and 
that  this  society  takes  pleasure  in  recording  the  fact  that,  entering 
upon  his  presidential  duties  at  a  most  depressing  and  critical  period 
in  the  history  of  this  organization,  Mr.  Fobes'  term  has  been  sig- 
nalized by  a  marked  revival  of  interest  and  progress  in  all  its 
departments. 

In  supporting  the  motion,  Mr.  Bryant  remarked  that  after 
the  loss  of  Mr.  Fillmore  and  other  old  pillars  of  the  societv. 
its  affairs  had  suffered  a  decline,  but  a  new  era  of  prosperity 
had  dawned  under  Mr.  Fobes"  regime,  and  his  faithful  and  reg- 
ular attendance  and  unwavering  enthusiasm  had  infused  new 
zeal  into  their  organization.  Mr.  Bryant  put  the  motion, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Mr.  Fobes,  in  vacating  the  chair,  thanked  the  gentlemen 
assembled  for  the  kind  mention  that  had  been  made  of  his 
name,  but  he  thought  that  the  progress  made  by  the  society 
was  due  quite  as  much  to  the  labors  of  his  associates  as  to 
any  efforts  of  his  own.  He  referred,  especially,  to  the  great 
and  unremitting  labor  of  their  Corresponding  Secretary.  Mr. 
Barnum.  During  the  past  year  many  thousands  of  valuable 
books  had  come  under  their  notice,  all  o\~  which  they  could 
have  wished  to  place  upon  their  shelves.  They  had,  however, 
been  obliged  to  resist  all  such  temptations  and  not  a  single 
volume  had  been  added  to  their  library  by  way  ot  purchase, 
their  great  aim  being  to  keep  out  o(  debt.  The  same  reasons 
that  governed  them  in  this  regard  had  prevented  the 
ing  out  of  many  improvements  in  the  rooms  that  seemed 
absolutely  necessary.     They  had  confined  themselves  to  those 
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necessities  that  were    imperative    for  the    accommodation    of 
visitors. 

Judge  Sheldon,  as  Vice-President,  then  took  the  chair,  in 
the  unavoidable  absence  of  Mr.  Newman  who  is  out  of  town. 
The  opening  address  of  the  newly  elected  President  was,  for 
this  reason,  deferred. 

This  being  all  the  business,  a  motion  for  adjournment  was 
agreed.

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Soci- 
ety was  held  in  their  rooms  on  the  evening  of  the  12th 
of  January,  1886.  William  H.  H.  Newman,  the  retiring 
President,  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  large  at- 
tendance. The  minutes  of  last  annual  meeting  were  read 
by  the  Secretary  and  approved.

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THE     LIBRARY. 

During  the  year  1885  there  were  added  to  the  Lib- 
rary 448  Volumes,  27  Periodicals  and  309  Pamphlets. 
Of  the  above  works  all  were  donated  except  four  volumes,

The  whole  number  of  bound  volumes  in  the  Library 
at  the  end  of  the  year  was  8,237,  including  duplicates, 
and  of  unbound  pamphlets,  6,670. 

The  oldest  book  in  the  collection  was  published  in 
London  in  1599. 

The  increase  of  the  Library  has  been  very  satisfac- 
tory. Each  successive  year  brings  with  it  rare  and  val- 
uable additions  to  our  collection. 

MANUSCRIPTS. 

Since  the  last  report  our  Manuscript  Collection  has 
received  several  valuable  accessions. 

The  Hon.  Henry  C.  Van  Schaack,  of  Manlius,  N.  Y., 
sends  us  a  carefully  written  paper  on  "  Reminiscences  of 
a  Four  Years'  Residence  on  the  Niagara  Frontier,  from 
1823  to  1827." 

Bruce  J.  Stephens,  of  Madison,  Wis.,  contributes  a 
"Journal  of  the  Expedition  of  General  Sullivan  against 
the  Senecas  in  1779,  by  his  Great  Grandfather,  Major 
John  Burrows." 

Major  G.  L.  Heaton,  of  Silver  Creek,  N.  Y.,  presents 
us  with  a  very  interesting  history  of  the  famous  "  Big 
Black  Walnut  Tree/'  found  near  that  village,  December, 
1814. 

Elijah  Knight,  of  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  donates  a 
valuable  and  especially  interesting  paper  on  his  "Early 
Recollections  of  Erie  County  and  Western  New  York." 

From  Henry  D.  Ewell  we  have  received  a  history 
of  the  town  of  Alden,  by  his  father,  the  late  Ervin  11. 
Ewell,  covering  a  period  of  sixty-six  years,  beginning 
with  the  first  settler  in  18 10. 

D.  R.  Bacon,  of  Le  Roy,  Genesee  Co.,  X.  Y..  pre- 
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sented  an  interesting  paper  on  the  Fossilized  Leaves, 
found  in  a  quarry  at  Mumford,  N.  Y.,  of  which  the  church 
in  that  place  was  built  in  1875,  and  of  the  geological 
features  of  the  section  of  country  where  the  same  was 
found. 

The  Society  now  possesses  1 14  single  and  22  bound 
volumes  of  the  Manuscripts,  not  including  autograph  let- 
ters, correspondence,  or  many  papers  that  have  beer- 
published. 

A  large  number  of  these  are  ready  for  publication 
when  funds  can  be  obtained. 

The  oldest  Manuscript  Volume  in  the  collection  was 
beautifully  written  in  Antique  German  in  1 5  76. 

PORTRAITS    IN     OIL. 

Our  Portrait  Gallery  which  adorns  the  walls  of  the 
Library  has  secured  some  valuable  additions,  increasing 
the  number  to  61. 

Andrew  Simson,  the  photographer,  presents  us 
with  a  very  fine  portrait  of  the  late  Rev.  Edward  Inger- 
soll,  D.  D.,  painted  from  life  by  Pease,  in  1 860. 

James  C.  Beecher,  Esq.,  contributes  one  of  Capt.  E. 
P.  Dorr,  deceased,  a  fine  work  of  art,  painted  in  Hong 
Kong,  China. 

And  the  late  James  Smith  bequeathed  a  portrait  of 
himself,  life  size,  and  a  valuable  oil  painting  of  the  St. 
Andrew's  Supper,  held  at  American  Hall  in  1843. 

Our  collection  of  early  BurTalonians  is  already  a  very 
interesting  and  notable  one,  and  our  Society  should  make 
a  special  effort  to  secure  more  of  the  old  pioneers  and 
public  men  of  our  city,  who  were,  or  who  still  are,  the 
builders  and  life  of  Buffalo. 

Ample  accommodation  will  be  assigned  to  this  branch 
of  our  collection  in  the  new  apartments  we  expect  to  oc- 
cupy in  the  Young  Men's  Association  building.

AUTOGRAPHS. 

These  comprise  three  volumes  of  Autograph  Let 
of  distinguished  personages,  and  one  volume  autographs 
of  early  Settlers  and  Pioneers  of  Western  New  York. 

Several  very  interesting  and  valuable  additions  have 
been  made  to  this  collection  of  the  Society. 

fames  Richmond,  of  Toronto.  Ont.,  presents  an  auto- 
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graph  letter  written  by  the  Countess  Margaret  Bellinger 
during  the  siege  of  Paris,  1870.  It  is  addressed  to  Capt. 
Pole,  Aberwaith,  Wales.  It  is  written  on  paper  about 
four  by  six  inches.  On  the  first  two  pages  of  which  is 
printed  the  Commune  paper  of  that  day.  The  letter  *-as 
sent  by  balloon  post,  the  only  mode  of  communication 
with  the  outside  world  for  Paris  at  that  time. 

William  B.  Rochester,  Paymaster-General  U.  S. 
Army,  Washington,  donates  a  most  valuable  historic  curi- 
osity and  relic  of  the  war  of  the  Rebellion,  being  two 
autograph  endorsements  of  Abraham  Lincoln.  It  was 
in  the  case  of  Captain  de  Bourry,  a  distinguished  Aus- 
trian officer,  and  contains  two  of  President  Lincoln's 
pointed  notes  relative  to  payment  for  the  officer's  services, 
so  illustrative  of  his  sense  of  right  and  justice.  This 
document  is  handsomely  framed,  and  is  a  very  valuable 
addition  to  the  collection  of  the  Society. 

James  Sweeney  of  this  city  sent  us  from  New  Hamp- 
shire, autographs  of  Francis  Long  and  Maurice  Connell, 
two  of  the  survivors  of  the  Greely  Arctic  Expedition. 
Connell  is  the  one  that  was  taken  up  for  dead. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

Our  collection  of  Newspapers  has  become  an  im- 
portant feature  of  our  Library. 

During  the  past  year  there  have  been  added  to  this 
department  133  volumes;  of  this  number  97  volumes 
were  the  noble  gift  of  George  L.  Squier. 

Complete/  files  of  the  Buffalo  Daily  Express,  the 
Commercial  Advertiser,  the  Times,  the  Sunday  Truth,  the 
Voice  and  the  Telegraph  for  1S85,  have  been  regularly 
sent  to  us,  and  are  the  generous  gifts  of  the  publishers. 

We  have  received  by  purchase,  the  Daily  Co 
and "the  Sunday  Neios^  for   1885,  besides  117  miscellane- 
ous  newspapers  containing   Biographical   and  Historical 
sketches. 

All  our   newspapers  have  been  bound    as  soon  as 
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volumes  are  completed,  and  placed  on  file  in  the  Library 
room  of  the  Society. 

The  bound  newspapers,  daily  and  weekly,  number 
(including  duplicates)  682  volumes. 

The  number  of  unbound  volumes  is  48.  We  feel 
proud  of  our  newspaper  collection.  As  material  for  his- 
tory, we  cannot  fully  estimate  their  value.  They  form 
almost  the  only  record  of  innumerable  facts  and  passing 
events  that  are  not  preserved  in  any  other  shape,  and 
during  the  past  year  have  been  consulted  oftener  than 
any  other  department  of  our  Library,  as  they  reach  back 
to  the  issue  of  the  first  paper  in  this  city  and  vicinity. 

We  ask  our  friends  who  may  possess  old  files  to  be- 
stow them  upon  the  Society.

This 
collection  is  one  of  the  most  valuable  in  our  cabinet. 

A  fine  Bronze  Medal,  elegantly  mounted,  commemo- 
rating the  Centennial  celebration  of  the  evacuation  of  New 
York  by  the  British,  and  the  erection  of  the  statue  of 
Washington  in  Wall  street,  from  General  John  Cochrane, 
New  York  city.

VISITORS. 

During  the  past  year  the  rooms  of  the  Society  have 
been  open  to  visitors  regularly,  wkh  the  exception  of  three 
weeks  for  a/vacation  in  August  last,  and  the  register  shows 
the  aggregate  record  of  autographs  to  be  755. 

Many  came  to  examine  our  collection  of  historical 
curiosities  and  objects  of  interest,  and  the  general  ex- 
pression was  one  of  satisfaction  and  surprise. 

The  relics  and  reminders  of  early  Buffalo  were  to 
them  perhaps  of  greatest  interest. 

Some  came  to  express  their  interest  in  the  work  01 
the  Society,  and  honored  themselves  and  the  Society  by 
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making  application  for  membership.  Some  came  to 
present  the  Society  with  a  book,  picture  or  relic,  and  thus 
show  their  good  will  by  contributing  to  its  collections  ; 
and  others  to  seek  historical  information.  To  this  class 
the  collection  gathered  here  has  proved  to  be  of  a  high 
educational  value,  beyond  the  gratification  of  mere  curi- 
osity. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  visitors  is 
ample  evidence  of  a  growing  appreciation  of  the  advant- 
ages of  our  Society. 

A  very  interesting  feature  of  the  register  is  the  nu- 
merous Indian  names  recorded  in  it,  with  their  interpreta- 
tion, many  of  them  being  very  beautiful  and  significant. 

Among  them  we  find  descendants  of  the  great 
aboriginal  tribes,  who  so  lately  peopled  all  this  fair  land, 
and  have  left  nothing  behind  them  but  melodious  narms  ; 
the  greater  number  are  almost  extinct,  and  are  now  limited 
to  a  few  families* 

The  period  will  soon  come  when  the  autographs  of 
these  doomed  children  of  nature  will  be  gazed  at  with 
mournful  interest. 

MEETINGS. 

During  the  year  1885  one  annual  meeting,  eleven 
monthly,  and  three  special  meetings  were  held. 

Much  interest  has  been  manifested  at  these  meetings

The  Buffalo  Historical  Society  having  learned  of  the  recent 
death  of  the  Honorable  George  VV.  Clinton,  desire  through  its 
Board  of  Managers  to  express  in  this  memorial  its  sense  of  the 
great  loss  the  Society  and  our  community  have  sustained,  and  to 
extend  the  sympathies  of  its  members  to  the  tamilv  ot  the  deceased. 

During  the  active  years  of  his  residence  in  Buffalo  he  was  one 
of  the  most  earnest  members  of  the  Society,  fully  appreciating  the 
laudable  work   for   which   it    was  organized,  and  contributing   by 
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personal  exertion  and  influence  to  the  gathering  and  preserving  the 
historical  records  of  our  city  and  vicinity. 

His  contributions  of  papers,  especially  of  biographical  sketches, 
have  been  invaluable,  and  the  influence  of  his  name  and  character 
exerted  on  behalf  of  our  interests  has  ever  been  freely  given  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  Society.

NEW  YORK  STATE  RESERVATION,  NIAGARA  FALLS. 

In  generous  consideration  of  our  position  as  the 
more  immediate  custodians  of  the  history  of  this  portion 
of  our  State,  the  Commissioners  of  the  New  York  State 
Reservation,  and  the  Niagara  Falls  Committee  of  arrange- 
ments  for  the  celebration  of  the  opening  of  the  State 
Park  at  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y ,  invited  our  Society  to  send 
a  committee  to  participate  in  the  exercises  of  July  15th, 

1885. 

In  response  thereto  the  following  named  gentlemen 
were  delegated  as  your  representatives  : 

William  H.  H.  Newman,  president;  Hon.  James  Sheldon, 
vice-president  ;  Dr.  Leon  F.  Harvey,  recording  secretary  ;  George

Sprague,  the  Hon.  fames  O.  Putnam,  the  Hon.  James  NT.  Smith. 
William  C.  Bryant,  the  Rev.  A.  T.  Chester,  D.  D.,  the  Hon.  K.  S. 
Hawley,  General  John  C.  Graves,  William  K.  Allen,  Thomas  1>. 
French,  George  XV.  Townsend,  Jared  H.  Tilden,  Ernraor  Haines. 
Otto  Besser,  Charles  1>.  Germain,  Gerhard  Lang. 
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We  were  thus  identified  with  an  important  event  in 
the  history  of  our  State. 

Vour  delegation  improved  the  opportunity  to  call 
upon  his  Excellency,  Governor  Hill,  in  behalf  of  our 
Society,  at  his  parlors  in  the  International  Hotel,  at  Ni- 
agara Falls,  and  through  our  Vice-President,  the  Hon. 
James  Sheldon,  Chief  Judge  of  the  Superior  Court,  to 
present  to  the  Governor  the  following  address : 

Governor  Hill. —  The  Buffalo  Historical  Society  have  deemed 
it  appropriate  to  present  to  the  Executive  of  the  State  of  New  York 
an  expression  of  their  sense  of  the  significance  of  the  event  which 
has  assembled  the  people  here  this  day.  The  cataract  of  Niagara, 
known  through  all  civilization  as  earth's  grandest  natural  wonder, 
is  to  be  restored  to  its  first  estate  of  primal  simplicity  and  natural 
beauty,  as  its  shores  appeared  to  the  aborigines  of  the  forest,  and. 
placed  under  the  care  of  the  State,  henceforth  to  be  with  its  sur- 
roundings forever  free  to  all  the  world.  Never  before  was  a  work 
of  this  character  originated  and  accomplished  by  a  democracy.  It 
may  have  been  by  the  will  of  autocrats  or  emperors,  as  representa- 
tives of  monarchy,  but  it  was  reserved  for  the  people  of  the  sove- 
reign State  of  New  York,  as  a  democracy  truly  representing  our 
free  institutions,  to  stand  foremost  in  the  glorious  work  so  happily 
accomplished.  Our  free  people  have  ever  been  prodigal  in  works  ot 
patriotism,  and  in  benevolent  and  educational  enterprises  tending 
to  the  amelioration  and  improvement  of  humanity;  but  never  before 
has  a  democracy  so  freely  imposed  the  burden  of  taxation  upon 
the  whole  commonwealth,  for  the  mere  ideal,  the  sentiment  of  the 
beautiful.  The  civilized  world  will  honor  our  State  and  our  people 
for  this  work  and  the  sacrifices  it  involves.  The  men  who  have 
labored  for  it  will  ever  be  remembered  in  history,  and  your  own 
part,  performed  as  the  Executive,  will  never  be  forgotten. 

We  therefore  desire,  in  this  formal  manner,  to  unite  with  al! 
others  in  extending  the  congratulations  of  this  Society,  to  yourselt 
and  to  the  people,  feeling  assured  that  a  new  dignity  and  a  new 
honor  have  been  conferred  upon  the  Republic. 

The  Governor  replied  as  follows : 
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Gentlemen. — The  importance  of  the  celebration  in  which  we 
are  to-day  participating,  is  appreciated  by  none  more  than  the  offi- 
cials of  our  own  great  State.  They  are  nearly  all  here  in  person  to 
testify  by  their  presence  their  deep  interest  in  the  success  of  the 
great  undertaking,  which  is  now  an  accomplished  fact,  and  which 
will  render  this  day  most  significant  in  the  future  history  of  our 
country. 

The  preservation  of  the  magnificent  scenery  surrounding  Nia- 
gara Falls,  accomplished  by  the  liberality  and  action  of  the  State 
itself,  is  an  event  which  marks  a  new  epoch  in  our  progress.  The 
self-imposed  burden,  which  must  be  met  by  taxation,  will  be  cheer- 
fully borne  by. the  people.  It  may  be  a  contribution  in  behalf  of 
mere  sentiment,  but  love  of  the  beautiful  in  nature  is  as  deep  and 
abiding  with  the  people  as  their  love  of  country.  No  enterprise 
ever  had  higher  aims  or  nobler  aspirations  than  the  one  here  con- 
ceived for  the  restoration  to  its  original  state,  of  Nature's  grandest 
gift  to  man — the  world-renowned  and  only  Falls  of  Niagara. 

You  have  seen  fit  in  your  address  to  suggest  that  the  part  per- 
formed by  me  as  Chief  Executive  of  the  State,  will  not  soon  be 
forgotten.  Permit  me  to  say  in  reply,  that  I  neither  claim  nor  do 
I  expect  or  desire  any  special  credit  for  my  action.  I  simply  did 
my  duty.  Mine  was  the  fortunate  opportunity  to  be  of  service  to 
the  State,  and  to  officially  aid  a  most  laudable  enterprise,  but  I  re- 
flected the  people's  will  when  I  approved  the  measure  which  their 
representatives  had  passed  with  such  unanimity. 

It  may  be  further  stated  as  a  part  of  the  secret  or  unwritten 
history  of  this  measure  that  while  it  was  before  me  awaiting  execu- 
tive action,  there  never  was  a  moment  when  I  doubted  the  propriety 
or  desirability  of  the  project  for  the  purchase  of  the  surroundings 
of  Niagara  Falls  and  their  preservation  for  the  people.  The  con- 
stitutionality of  some  of  the  details  of  the  bill  was  at  first  a  matter 
of  serious  doubt  in  my  mind,  and  there  was  a  question  whether  the 
expenditure  which  it  authorized  should  not  have  been  submitted  to 
the  people  for  their  action,  it  being  for  an  object  outside  or  beyond 
the  ordinary  purposes  of  government,  but  by  reason  of  ihe  impor- 
tant interests  involved,  and  the  benign  and  lofty  purposes  sought 
to  be  attained  and  the  disastrous  results  of  adverse   action,  I   gave 
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the  measure  the  benefit  of  my  doubts  upon  these  points  and  cor- 
dially approved  it,  regarding  it  as  one  of  the  most  satisfactory  acts 
of  my  administration.  The  people  approve  it  to-day  and  will  con- 
tinue to  approve  it  as  time  rolls  on. 

Our  country  is  just  beginning  to  appreciate  this  great  work  of 
nature.  The  foreign  visitor  upon  first  landing  upon  our  shores 
generally  inquires  the  route  to  Niagara  Falls,  and  they  are  the  first 
object  of  curiosity  which  he  visits  in  this  country.  Its  fame  has 
spread  throughout  the  earth.  The  picture  of  this  great  cataract 
adorns  nearly  every  public  building  in  the  old  world,  as  well  as 
countless  private  galleries  and  residences.  The  greatest  artists 
have  not  half  portrayed  its  grandeur,  and  neither  tongue  nor  pen 
can  justly  describe  its  majestic  beauties. 

I  desire  to  reciprocate  the  congratulations  which  you  tender 
upon  this  occasion,  and  to  express  the  sense  of  obligation  which  is 
felt  by  all  the  promoters  of  Ihis  enterprise  to  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society  for  the  constant  friendship  which  it  has  exhibited,  and  the 
valuable  and  disinterested  aid  which  it  has  rendered  to  the  project 
from  its  very  inception  to  the  present  hour,  and  for  all  which  lex- 
tend  to  you  the  thanks  of  the  State. 

Thanking  you  for  the  honor  which  you  do  me  by  this  unex- 
pected visit  and  the  courteous  presentation  of  your  most  admirable 
address,  permit  me  in  conclusion  to  indulge  the  hope  that  the  fur- 
ther and  formal  exercises  which  have  been  arranged  for  the  day 
may  prove  equally  agreeable  and  interesting  as  well  as  redound  to 
the  honor  and  credit  of  the  State. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  Board  have  much  reason  to  feel  pleased  with 
the  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  the  Society 
during  the  past  year.  The  steady  growth  and  improve- 
ment of  all  its  collections  inspire  us  with  new  hop^s  and 
high  encouragements,  and  we  predict  for  the  Society,  on 
its  removal  to  the  new  apartments  in  the  Young  Men's 
Library  Building,  a  career  of  greater  prosperity  and  use- 
fulness than  it  has  hitherto  attained. 

A  list  of  all  gifts   to    the  Library  and  other    collec- 
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tions  of  the  Society  is   added  to    this  report,  and  we   ex- 
press our  gratitude  to  all  the  generous  donors. 

The  report  was  unanimously  accepted  and  adopted, 
and  on  motion  of  Dr.  A.  T.  Chester  it  was  resolved  to 
print  a  thousand  copies. 

Gen.  John  C.  Graves  moved  that  a  nominating  com- 
mittee of  seven  be  appointed  by  the  chair.  The  Presi- 
dent appointed  the  following-named  gentlemen  as  such 
committee  :  Gen.  John  C.  Graves,  Hon.  E.  S.  Hawley, 
William  C.  Bryant,  Dr.  A.  T.Chester,  Geo.W.  Townsend, 
Emmor  Haines,  and  George  G.  Barnum.

Hon.  E.  S.  Hawley  moved  that  the  Society  proceed 
to  ballot,  first  for  President,  Vice-President  and  the  Sec- 
retaries, and  afterwards  for  Councillors,  all  of  whom  were 
unanimously  elected. 

The  retiring  President  read  his  address : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  : 

The  brief  record  of  another  year  in  the  history  of  our  Society 
has  closed  since  you  we're  pleased  to  confer  upon  me  the  highest 
position  in  the  care  and  supervision  of  its  affairs.  Absence  from 
the  city  at  the  time  of  your  last  annual  meeting   prevented    an    ao 
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knowledgment  of  the  marked  honor  then  conferred.  I  most  heartily 
thank  you  for  this  favor  and  evidence  of  your  confidence  and 
esteem. 

The  wisdom  of  departing  from  your  one-term  rule  I  fear  has 
not  been  fully  established,  nor  has  it  shown  results  as  favorable  to 
the  material  interests  of  the  Society  as  you  may  have  anticipated. 

The  past  year's  record,  though  not  replete  with  events  and 
results  as  important  as  could  be  desired,  is  not  without  some  evi- 
dence of  usefulness. 

We  believe  our  Society  fully  retains  its  hold  upon  the  favor 
and  confidence  of  the  community.  With  its  present  prominence, 
as  a  Historical  Society,  well  sustained,  it  must  continue  to  be 
acknowledged  as  creditable  to  our  city  and  State.  Each  succeed- 
ing year  finds  its  means  for  serving  the  public  increased,  its  position 
more  assured,  and  better  grounded  as  an  institution  destined  to  last 
long  after  the  present  generation  has  passed  away,  and  lives  only 
in  memory,  and  as  a  part  of  recorded  history. 

The  full  report  of  your  Board  gives  so  complete  an  out  line  of 
the  year's  doings  that  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  supplement  it.  In 
review  I  need  only  to  glance  at  a  few  of  the  more  important  items. 

The  publication  previously  directed  giving  an  account  oi  the 
Red  Jacket  obsequies  was  issued  early  in  the  year  and  forwarded  to 
our  exchanges.  In  return  we  have  many  words  of  commendation. 
and  encouraging  evidence  of  the  favor  with  which  this  volume  was 
received. 

The  subscription  to  the  Red  Jacket  Monument  Fund  has  not 
been  pressed.  A  further  appeal  to  the  generous  public  awaits  the 
action  of  our  successors  in  office.  The  small  nucleus  of  this  fund 
should  serve  as  a  continual  reminder. 

At  an  early  day  we  hope  to  see  this  object  again  presented  in 
an  earnest  and  successful  call  upon  our  citizens,  which  will  com- 
plete the  undertaking  and  place  a  suitable  monument  upon  the 
foundation  already  prepared.  This  act  of  tardy  justice  to  the  mem- 
ory of  the  red  men,  we  trust  will  not  be  longer  delayed.  The 
coming  year  should  see  the  work  completed. 

During  the  year  our  Permanent  Fund  has  received  the  addition 
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of  £1,000  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Thomas  C.  Reilly,  and  also 
£1,000  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  Caroline  C.  Fillmore,  the 
widow  of  Ex. -President  Millard  Fillmore,  who  was  the  first  Presi- 
dent of  our  Society. 

The  courteous  recognition  of  our  Society  in  connection  with 
the  occasion,  and  its  representation  at  the  opening  exercises  of  the 
New  York  State  Reservation,  at  Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  July  15, 
1885,  is  worthy  of  more  than  a  passing  notice.  The  importance  of 
this  event,  in  the  history  of  our  State  and  country  cannot  be  over- 
estimated. Its  results  and  consequent  blessings  to  the  world 
through  the  long  future,  will  stand  as  enduring  evidence  of  the 
generosity  of  our  State  and  people.  Their  liberal  consideration 
for  the  sentiment  and  enjoyment  of  the  millions  who  will  succeed 
us,  will  not  fail  to  receive  just  commendation.  It  will  mark  an  era 
in  history.  A  time  when  men  lived  not  alone  for  the  day,  nor  for 
self,  but  for  the  good  of  mankind  through  all  the  ages.  It  will  stand 
a  noble  example  to  future  generations.  All  honor  to  those  who 
projected  and  carried  out  a  work  so  magnificent  in  design,  and  se- 
cured to  the  world  a  "  Free  Niagara."  The  address  of  Judge  Shel- 
don in  behalf  of  our  Society  to  Governor  Hill,  and  the  Governor's 
answer  on  this  occasion,  both  included  in  our  annual  report,  im- 
part a  special  interest  to  that  paper.  They  are  in  admirable  harmo- 
ny with  the  undertaking,  and  the  grand  ideal  monument  of  a  State's 
munificence  as  well  as  the  beautiful  sentiment  embodied  in  its  con- 
summation. 

Our  records  preserve  an  account  of  the  exercises  and  celebra- 
tion at  Niagara  Falls. 

We  hoped  that  the  publication  of  our  papers  would  be  resumed 
during  the  past  year;  though"  frequently  under  consideration  the 
work  has  been  postponed.  The  liberal  contribution  from  many 
kindred  societies  of  their  periodicals  is  constantly  adding  invaluable 
material  to  our  library. 

This  reminds  us  of  the  importance  of  resuming  our  publica- 
tions as  soon  as  possible,  in  order  that  we  may  reciprocate  the 
favors  received,  and  at  the  same  time  establish  a  claim  to  further 
similar  accessions,  while  we  would  extend  the  usefulness  ot  our  So- 
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ciety  by  disseminating  the  historical  material  we  possess,  and  are 
continually  acquiring. 

During  its  earlier  days  the  frequent  social  club  meetings,  with 
the  papers  read  and  discussed,  did  much  to  popularize  our  Societv. 
A  revival  of  these  gatherings  can  hardly  fail  of  like  results  at  the 
present  time. 

These  club  meetings  will  be  resumed  very  soon.  Several  in- 
teresting papers  have  been  offered,  and  a  few  places  have  been 
secured  for  the  readings.  Those  who  are  willing  to  open  their 
houses  for  this  purpose  are  asked  to  inform  the  committee  on  club 
meetings. 

Allow  me  to  suggest,  for  your  consideration,  the  advisability 
of  an  annual  dinner,  in  commemoration  of  some  event  of  intere-t 
connected  with  the  early  history  of  our  city.  This  might  be  found 
acceptable  as  a  substitute  for  the  Old  Settlers'  Festival,  so  popular  a 
few  years  since. 

It  is  due  to  our  worthy  corresponding  secretary  and  librarian 
that  I  should  say  a  word  in  commendation  of  his  faithful  and  untir- 
ing devotion  to  the  duties  of  his  office.  I  have  also  to  add  my 
acknowledgment  of  the  courteous  assistance  and  generous  support 
received  from  him  in  common  with  the  other  gentlemen  associated 
with  me  in  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  our  Society. 

Our  librarian  has  been  actively  engage  I  cataloguing,  classify- 
ing and  getting  in  better  shape  for  reference  the  large  volume  of 
material  collected  during  the  past  and  previous  years.  The  de- 
mands upon  his  time  in  discharge  of  these  duties,  and  from  the 
numerous  visitors  to  our  rooms,  have  left  him  few  leisure  moments. 

The  call  for  an  assistant  librarian  cannot  be  delayed  longer 
than  the  date  of  removal  to  the  new  rooms. 

Provision  should  soon  be  made  to  meet  the  expense  of  fitting 
up  and  removing  to  our  new  quarters.  While  our  exemption  from 
payment  of  rent  will  then  show  a  reduction  in  this  direction,  other 
increased  expenditures  will  doubtless  more  than  equal  this  saving 
and  show  cost  of  maintenance  in  the  future  forger  than  heretofore. 

During  the  past  year  another  of  the  founders  of  this  Society 
has  passed  away. N  The  Hon.  George  W.  Clinton  was  one  of  its 
earliest  and   most  active  friends,  a   man  of  commanding  presence, 
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of  marked  abilities,  and  prominent  among  the  best  known  men  of 
our  State.  . 

The  organizers  of  this  and  the  other  permanent  institutions 
were  largely  the  men  of  mark  in  the  earlier  history  of  our  city. 
They  evinced  a  lively  interest  and  pride  in  providing  for  its  future 
and  preserving  the  records  of  the  past.  When  our  population  was 
comparatively  small  it  would  appear  that  each  individual  felt  more 
keenly  his  obligations  to  the  community  where  he  resided,  and  the 
importance  of  personal  effort  in  furtherance  of  all  objects  and  in- 
terests bearing  upon  the  public  welfare.  We  fear  there  is  in  this 
day  too  much  of  the  tendency  in  our  larger  cities  for  each  one  to 
leave  matters  of  public  and  general  interest  to  the  care  of  others. 

Each  year  death  and  re  novals  have  made  a  large  draft  upon 
our  numbeis  ;  their  places  have  been  but  partially  filled.  It  is,  per- 
haps, natural,  and  generally  the  case,  that  comparatively  little 
interest  is  taken  by  most  people  in  local  history  until  after  middle 
life,  except  as  their  attention  is  called  to  it  by  some  special  occa- 
sion or  matters  of  personal  concern. 

The  objects  and  needs  of  this  Society  with  its  claims,  and  its 
important  bearing  upon  the  direct  interest  of  all  of  our  citizens  do 
not  appear  to  be  as  generally  appreciated  as  they  should.  Would 
that  we  could  emphasize  this  fact,  with  results  following  that  would 
remove  all  occasion  for  similar  allusion  hereafter. 

The  friends  of  the  Society  have  no  little  cause  for  satisfaction 
in  reviewing  the  past.  In  order  to  secure  permanence  to  results 
already  accomplished,  it  is  wiser  to  anticipate  and  provide  for  the 
needs  of  the  future  than  to  idly  congratulate  ourselves  upon  past 
achievements.  We  have,  therefore,  thought  best  to  refer  to  some 
of  the  needs  of  this  institution  as  they  appear  to  us. 

It  is  of  the  highest  importance  that  our  numbers  be  largely  in- 
creased.     We  ne^d  the  material  aid  this  would  give  us. 

To  make  our  work  a  full  success,  we  require  an  accession  of 
not  less  than  1,000  paying  members.  We  hope  that  upon  removal 
to  more  pleasant  quarters  a  vigorous  effort  will  be  made  to  swell  the 
number  associated  with  us  to  the  greatest  proportions,  and  that 
many  of  the  ladies  of  the  city  will  avail  themselves  of  the  opportun- 
ity to  become  members. 
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We  should  have  enrolled  on   this   list  all   the  younger  active 
citizens  with  those  of  more  advanced  years  and  leisure.      The     i 
of  its  records  and  volumes  for  reference  should  secure    it   the  name 
of  every  attorney  of  the  city,  with  all  teachers  and  business  men. 

We  must  depend  upon  income  from  annual  dues  to  meet  ex- 
penditures. The  Permanent  Fund  needs  fo  be  largely  increased. 
It  must  be  held  sacred  as  an  endowment;  the  income  only  should 
be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  valuable  historical  works,  such  as  can- 
not be  secured  otherwise.  It  is  imperative  that  no  encroachment 
be  made  upon  this  fund.  We  cannot  expect  many  large  donations 
or  bequests  unless  the  donors  can  be  assured  that  their  contribu- 
tions will  not  be  frittered  away  in  current  expenses  and  the  organiza- 
tion be  liable  to  ultimately  become  extinct.  When  the  public 
more  fully  realize  the  fact  that  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  is  an 
institution  founded  to  last  into  the  far  future,  with  funds  - 
held  to  secure  its  perpetuity,  we  may  expect  more  numerous  and 
munificent  bequests  and  contributions  to  both  permanent  and 
general  fund. 

At  some  future  day  we  hope  to  see  the  Society  domiciled  in  a 
commodious  and  substantial  structure  of  its  own,  with  income 
ample  to  provide  for  all  of  its  wants.  In  the  meantime  we  can 
only  improve  our  opportunities,  and  make  it  worthy  the  support 
and  contributions  necessary  to  secure  this  end. 

Many  appear  to  consider  ours  as  a  public  institution,  with  its 
records  free  to  all,  and  ask  the  privileges  it  offers,  without  enrolling 
themselves  as  members,  or  in  any  way  contributing  to  its  support. 
We  would  gladly  make  it  free  were  it  practicable  to  do  so. 

We  welcome  all  strangers  visiting  our  city.  Cheerfully  we 
extend  the  occasional  free  use  of  our  facilities  for  reference  and 
genera  information.  The  stubborn,  cold,  matter-of-fact  exj  l 
that  constantly  confront  us,  require  that  we  should  provide  the  only 
satisfactory  means  :s  yet  discovered  to  cancel  such  demands  of  dol- 
lars and  cents. 

Without    aid    from  the  State   or    city,    and    dependent 
annual  dues  and  contributions  from  our   citizens,  we  are   from  ne- 
cessity obliged  to  expect  that  those,  who  find  occasion  to  enjoy  the

benefits  it  offers,  should  assist  in  contributing  to   its   maintenance. 

The  constant  use  of  its  records  and  other  volumes  for  refer- 
ence affords  the  best  evidence  of  its  practical  utility.  With  the 
natural  increase  of  such  volumes  and  other  valuable  possessions  in 
its  line  of  work,  and  aided  by  a  liberal  support,  its  ability  to  serve 
the  public  requirements  of  the  future   can  hardly  be  overestimated. 

It  should  be  enabled  to  procure  not  only  our  own  local  recc 
but  also  the  general  history  of  our  State  and  country,  as  well  as  that 
of  the  whole   world,    which   is   rapidly   becoming   more   united  in 
common  aims  and  interests,  as  in  one  great  confederacy  of  nations. 

We  would  urge  all  of  our  older  residents  to  assist  in  filling  out 
the  unwritten  pages  of  the  early  history  of  our  city  and  of  Western 
New  York.  Much  that  may  be  accessible  to  them,  with  the  rich 
treasure  of  historical  facts,  associated  and  stored  with  their  early 
recollections,  will  otherwise  pass  from  memory  in  a  few  years.  Let 
all,  as  they  have  opportunity,  contribute  to  make  more  perfect  the 
records  of  the  past,  with  those  of  the  present  day. 

The  removal  to  the  beautiful  structure  of  the  Young  Men's  As- 
sociation will  involve  no  little  labor  and  expense  in  getting  all 
things  properly  and  conveniently  arranged. 

Many  accessions  will  then  be  made  to  our  collection.  Some 
of  much  value  have- been  promised  ;  others  will  be  drawn  out  by 
reason  of  the  improved  means  of  caring  for  them. 

There  is  not  necessarily  a  value  in  everything  old  :  yet  often  a 
greater  worth  and  interest  than  may  at  first  appear.  It  is  not  de- 
sirable to  fill  our  rooms  with  matters  of  little  or  no  historic  inter- 
est. Furniture  of  the  olden  times,  and  other  elics,  except  as  they 
possess  such  value,  would  hardly  enrich  our  collection. 

Many  of  our  citizens  hold  invaluable  material  identified  with 
our  early  history.  Could  we  secure  such  treasures,  they  would  fill 
up  a  large  portion  of  our  available  space. 

During  the  year  a  few  portraits  have  !>een  added  to  our  gal- 
lery. We  should  possess  a  greater  number  ot  the  portraits  of 
prominent  citizens  of  our  city,  State  and  country,  also  of  photo- 
graphs, lithographs,  maps  and  pictures  of  interest,  with  all  local 
and  general  historical  publications  and  papers,  old  and  new.  We 
shall  prize  all  such  acquisitions. 
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A  special  effort  should  be  made   to    procure    such  accessions 
during  the  com     :     .  .  - 

It  is  generally   more   gratifying    to    contemplate    the    bright 
prospects  of  the  future    than  to    review  the    limited    results   of   a 
past  year.      Such  is  the  satisfaction   we    derive    in    the   con 
anticipation  that  our  successors  in  office  will  profit  by  our  short' 
comings  and  omissions,  and    that    it  will    be    manifest    in 
wise  and  more  vigorous  efforts  in  furtherance  of  all  its  important 

interests. 

The  imperfect  and  omitted  work    of  any  administration  al- 
ways leaves  open  a  more    marked    opportunity  for    successc 
control  to  crown   their    own   labors  with    results    by  contrast  the 
more  evident,   and  which  cannot  fail  of  just  appreciation. 

The  opportunities  of    the    present    day,  for    service    in    this 
line  of  work,  were  never  before  equa  Ic 

The   press    is   the    great  conservator  of  history.     Newspapers 
are     the    historians    of    each    day  .    like    daily  encyclopedias    of 
gathered  facts,  and  in  common   with  all    history,  necessarily  not 
wholly  extrr.pt  from  error.     A  garnered  harvest  does  not  er. 
labor.     It  secures  the  r  pened  grain  for    future    use    or    de*. 
ment.     Perfection   is  not  spontaneous  :  it  is  not  an  element  n 
to  this  world. 

In  days  ere  the  wire  flashed  each  item  of  news  to  all  ear 
millions  :  or  the  printer  stood  ready  to   give  enduring   impress  to 
each  important  event    or  vital    thought — many  a  jewel    must 
fallen   to  the    earth,  soon  to  be  lost  to  man  forever.     Evm    now 
with  all  the  means  at  hand,   many   of  the   grandest  truths    of 
history    soon  fall  into    comparative    obscurity,    and  are  lia 
jecome  lost  to  the  future,  except  as  they  are  rescued  through  or- 
ganized   means  or  individual  effort.     The   leaves  from   the 
nearly  as  innumerable  as  the  flakes  of  a  winter's  snow-storm,    re- 
quire a  systematic  classification,  arrangement  and  organized  ■ 
forpresen      g  and    placing  them   in  convenient  shape  for   refer- 
ence.    This  is  important,  if  they  of  the  future  would  know  a 
of  the  men  and  works  of  the  past,  profit  by  their  experience 
take  up  the  battle    where    preceding  generations   lay   down 
weapons. 
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History  never  repeats.  Each  day  holds  its  individuality;  is 
independent  of  its  predecessors,  tills  its  own  mission,  teaches  its 
lesson — may  be.  Its  morn  dawns  upon  an  unwritten  page,  it  fills 
out  its  measured  hours,  and  dies,  to  live  forever  in  record,  and 
cast  its  ray  of  light  over  the  future.  The  men  of  the  day  write 
out  its  history,  in  their  words,  works  and  experience.  Its  guiding 
lines  of  good,  like  the  concentrated  rays  from  the  locomotive 
headlight,  may  be  traced  along  the  track  beyond,  in  silvery  lines 
marking  its  true  and  parallel  way  far  ahead,  through  the  dark- 
ness of  the  ever  nearing  future,  all  unlike  the  distorted  lightning- 
like flashes  of  erratic  inexperience,  that  so  often  may  dazzle  for  an 
instant,  then  die  away,  and  serve  but  to  intensify  a  deeper  dark- 
ness. The  world's  affairs  are  run  with  speed,  and  often  into  the 
darker  hours.  They  need  all  the  light  that  may  be  borrowed  from 
the  past. 

History  is  the  common  inheritance  of  all,  with  its  treasures 
garnered  through  the  ages-  Man's  obligations  to  the  past,  for  its 
contributions  to  the  present  age,  may  be  best  discharged  by  wise 
service   in  the  interests  of  the  future. 

All  history  must  depend  on  local  history  for  its  base  and 
support.  Each  important  center  should  have  its  storehouse  of 
home  and  general  history.  The  evident  needs  of  the  world  should 
require  no  special  appeal. 

Thoughtful  recognition  of  the  wants  and  happiness  of  the 
future  results  from  motives  with  the  highest  aim.  A  wise  and 
liberal  discharge  of  such  duties  will  command  the  admiration  of 
mankind.  Each  toiler  in  the  human  hive  may  live  to  bless,  and 
dying  yet  live  on  to  bless  the  more  in  works  enduring.  The  world 
offers  no  higher  fame  that  mortal  may  aspire  to,  than  that  of  an 
honored  name  on  the  roll  of  its  public  benefactors. 

May  the  noble  deeds  of  a  host  of  such  honored  ones  ever- 
more keep  bright  our  city's  fair  tame. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bryant,  seconded  by  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Chester,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  tendered  to  the  retir- 
ing President  for  rhe  ability  and  fidelity  with  which  he 
had  discharged  his  duties,  and  also  for  the  instructive  ad- 
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dress  to  which  they  had  listened  with  so  much  pleasure. 
Carried. 

Hon.  E.  S.  Hawley  and  Dr.  A.  T.  Chester  were  ap- 
pointed to  conduct  the  President-elect  to  the  chair. 

Judge  Sheldon  in  his  address  thanked  the  members 
for  an  honor  which  he  had  now  received    a  second  time. 

In  view  of  the  work  before  them  he  only  wished  the 
honor  had  fallen  upon  some  one  more  deserving  than 
himself.  Looking  back  on  the  past,  he  traced  the  growth 
of  their  increased  prosperity  and  influence,  which  he 
trusted  and  believed  to  be  destined  to  go  on  through  the 
coming  years. 

With  melancholy  feelings  he  recalled  the  forms  of 
Fillmore,  Rogers,  Hall,  Marshall,  Greene,  Allen,  the 
Fathers  of  the  Society,  and  others  now  passed  away,  and 
whose  portraits  adorned  the  wTalls.  Nevertheless  he  was 
pleased  to  think  that  the  work  was  destined  to  live  and 
flourish,  it  being  already  known  and  valued  as  one  ot  the 
best  managed  institutions  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 

The  Hon.  E.  S.  Hawley  moved  that  the  Addresses 
of  the. retiring  and  incoming  Presidents  be  put  in  the  re- 
port of  Board  of  Managers.     Carried. 

Gen.  Graves  suggested  that  it  might  be  well  to  pub- 
lish with  the  Annual  Report,  one  of  our  valuable  papers 
when  we  send  it  out. 

Hon.  E.  S.  Hawley  moved  that  Gen.  Graves'  sugges- 
tion be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Managers.     Carried. 

Gen.  Graves  approved  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  New- 
man, with  reference  to  an  annual  banquet,  and  moved  it 
be  referred  fo  the  Board  of  Managers.     Carried. 

The   Hon.    E.  S,  Hawi.ky    moved  that  a  Standing 
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Committee  be  appointed,  on  genealogical  collections  or 
family  history.     Carried. 

Mr.  Newman  spoke  of  the  matter  of  moving  to  New 
Rooms,  and  moved  that  the  subscribers  to  the  fund  to 
defray  the  expenses,  incident  to  removal  be  entitled  to 
Life  membership  on  payment  of  Fifty  Dollars  or  over, 
and  to  receive  new  members  for  one  year  for  a  subscrip- 
tion of  Five  Dollars.     Carried. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

APPENDIX. 


Historical  Sketch  of  New  York  State  Reser- 
vation at  Niagara. 


In  the  summer  of  1878,  Lucius  Robinson,  then  Governor  of 
New  York,  had  a  casual  conversation  with  Lord  Dufferin,  who  was 
at  that  time  Governor-General  of  Canada,  which  he  deemed  so  im- 
portant that,  in  the  following  January,  he  embodied  its  purport  in 
his  annual  message  to  the  Legislature.  Lord  Dufferin  in  this  inter- 
view reiterated  views  that  had  been  cropping  out  in  periodical  and 
newspaper  literature  for  a  decade  previous,  that  had  been  expressed 
by  many  distinguished  visitors  to  the  Falls  during  that  interval, 
and  that  were  quite  generally  shared  in  by  old  and  public-spirited 
residents  of  Western  New  York.  That  an  international  park,  en- 
closing a  suitable  space  on  each  side  of  the  river  from  which  all 
profanation. and  mutilation  of  the  natural  beauties  of  the  landscape 
and  all  the  annoyances  and  vexations  which  were  giving  rise  to  so 
much  complaint  should  be  removed,  was  the  only  salvation  of 
Niagara.  Subsequently,  and  before  Gov.  Robinson's  message  was 
transmitted  to  the  Legislature,  Lord  Dufferin  called  the  attention 
of  the  Government  of  Ontario  to  the  matter,  and  recommended  co- 
operation with  New  York.  Gov.  Robinson's  message  suggested  that 
in  case  a  commission  was  appointed  from  Ontario,  New  York 
should  create  a  corresponding  and  co-operating  body.  The  Com- 
missioners of  the  State  Survey  constituted  the  Commission  named. 
By  joint  resolution  of  the  Legislature  of  1879  they  were  ''directed 
to  enquire,  consider,  and  report  what,  if  any,  measures  it  may  be 
expedient  for  the  State  to  adopt  for  carrying  out  the  suggestions 
contained  in  the  annual  message  of  the  Governor,  with  respect  to 
Niagara  Falls."  The  Commissioners  were  also  authorized  to  con- 
fer with  any  similar  persons  representing  the  Dominion  of  Canada 
or  the  Province  of  Ontario,  i(  making  a  similar  enquiry  or  con- 
templating measures  for  a  similar  purpose." 
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The  Commissioners'  report  was  transmitted  to  the  Legislature 
on  March  22d,  1880. 

Gov.  Cornell  sent  to  the  Legislature  with  the  report  of  the 
Commissioners  of  the  State  Survey,  a  remarkable  memorial  asking 
for  the  enfranchisement  of  Niagara,  which  had  been  addressed  in 
duplicate  to  the  Governor-General  of  Canada  and  the  Governor  of 
New  York  by  about  600  of  the  most  eminent  men  of  the  United 
States,  Canada  and  Great  Britain.  Among  the  signers  of  the 
memorial  were  Vice-President  Wheeler,  the  entire  Bench  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  Senators  of  the  United 
States,  and  Admiral  of  the  Navy,  members  of  Congress,  members 
of  the  British  and  Canadian  Parliaments,  Prof.  Max  Mueller,  Sri 
John  Lubbock,  Thomas  Carlyle,  John  Ruskin,  Emerson,  Long- 
fellow, Whittier,  Lowell,  Holmes,  Palfrey,  Parkman,  Agassiz, 
Charles  Francis  Adams,  Cardinal  McCloskey,  Bishops  Paddock, 
Clark,  Niles,  McNeirney,  Doane  and  Coxe,  artists,  college  presi- 
dents, Army  officers,  State  officials,  and  merchant  princes. 

A  bill  designed  to  carry  out  the  Commissioners'  recommenda- 
tions was  at  once  introduced,  and  passed  the  Assembly,  but  died 
in  the  Senate  because  not  reported  till  the  fag-end  of  the  session. 
Niagara  seemingly  had  no  friends  in  the  Legislature  of  1881,  for 
though  the  Park  bill  was  re-introduced  no  effort  was  made  to  secure 
its  passage.  The  session  of  1882  passed  without  a  move  toward 
emancipation.  In  the  fall  of  that  year  the  citizens  took  the  work 
in  charge.  The  first  gun  in  the  campaign  which  closed  only  in 
victory  two  years  and  a  half  later,  was  fired  at  a  private  meeting 
held  in  the  house  of  Mr.  Howard  Potter  in  New  York  City,  on  the 
evening  of  December  (5th.  Speeches  were  made  by  the  Messrs. 
Olmsted,  Potter,  Dorsheimer,  and  others,  and  the  outcome  was  a 
public  meeting,  held  at  Municipal  Hall  on  January  11th  following. 
There  was  formed  "  The  Niagara  Falls  Association,"  a  body  for 
whose  efforts  in  behalf  of  free  Niagara  the  world  owes  much  grati- 
tude. Howard  Potter  was  its  first  President.  Among  the  vice- 
presidents  were  George  William  Curtis  ami  Cornelius  Vanderbilt, 
J.  Hampden  Robb,  afterwards  a  commissioner  of  the  State  Reser- 
vation at  Niagara,  was  chairman   of  the   executive  committee,    and 
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drew  a  new  bill,  which  was  introduced  into  the  Assembly  by  the 
Hon.  Jacob  F.  Miller,  of  New  York,  on  January  30,  1883.  The 
measure  was  advocated  before  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means 
by  Bishop  Doane,  Howard  Potter,  ex-Lieut. -Gov.  Dorsheimer,  and 
others,  the  opposition  being  represented  by  the  attorneys  of  a  single 
wood-pulp  firm  at  the  Falls.  The  bill  passed  the  Assembly  on  the 
14th  of  March,  by  68  to  39.  A  number  of  Assemblymen  took 
occasion  to  show  their  sympathy  while  the  measure  was  on  its  final 
passage,  the  Hon.  Thomas  V.  Welch  of  Niagara  Falls,  in  especial, 
bringing  honor  upon  himself  and  credit  to  his  constituency  by  his 
eloquence  and  earnestness.  In  the  Senate  there  was  opposition 
encountered.  The  oratorical  giants  of  the  Niagara  Falls  Associa- 
tion wrestled  with  the  Finance  Committee,  only  to  be  thrown. 
The  bill  was  reported  unfavorably,  but  the  report  was  disagreed 
with,  and  the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading.  Then  the  Associa- 
tion, after  issuing  an  address  to  the  people  of  the  State,  renewed 
the  fight  in  open  Senate.  The  bill  was  at  no  time  a  party  measure, 
and  "  practical  politicians"  and  "  doctrinnaires"  have  been  among 
its  partisans.  Petitions  and  memorials  again  came  into  play  at  this 
juncture.  When  the  bill  passed  (April  18,  1883)  it  was  by  a  vote 
of  21  to  10.  It  received  Gov.  Cleveland's  signature  on  the  30th  of 
April. 

The  commissioners  provided  for,  as  nominated  by  the  Gov- 
ernor and  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  were  :  Messrs.  William  Dor- 
sheimer, Andrew  H.  Green,  J.  Hampden  Robb,  Sherman  S.  Rogers, 
and  Martin  B.  Anderson.  Mr.  Dorsheimer  was  a  lawyer  and 
statesman  and  a  native  of  the  Niagara  region  though  a  resident 
of  New- York  City.  He  had  served  the  State  as  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor. Mr.  Green  has  been  comptroller  of  New  York,  and  was 
versed  in  the  land  values.  Mr.  Robb  of  New  York  had  great  ex- 
perience in  large  business  affairs  and  as  a  Senator  in  the  State 
Legislature.  Mr.  Rogers  represented  Buffalo,  and  was  an  early 
member  of  the  Niagara  Falls  Association.  He  was  also  a  leader  of  the 
Erie  County  Bar  and  formerly  a  member  of  the  New  York  Senate. 
Mr.  Anderson  was  the  venerable  and  learned  president  of  the  uni- 
versity of   Rochester.     The    three    metropolitan    members  of  the 
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commission  were  Democrats  ;  the  western  members  Republicans. 
They  all  serve  without  pay,  the  term  of  office  of  each  being  five 
years.  The  Board  met  to  organize  in  Albany  on  the  29th  of  May, 
when  Dr.  Anderson  was  made  president,  and  Mr.  Robb  treasurer 
and  secretary.  The  commissioners  found  available  a  fund  of 
£10,000  with  which  to  carry  out  the  object  of  their  creation. 

The  first  meeting  at  Niagara  began  on  the  9th  of  June.  A  res- 
olution, adopted  after  a  careful  and  detailed  examination  of  the 
land  adjacent  to  the  Falls  may  be  given  entire  : 

Resolved,  That  in  the  judgement  of  this  Board  it  is  desirable  to 
select  and  locate  as  proper  and  necessary  to  be  reserved  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  the  scenery  of  the  Falls  of  Niagara  and  of 
restoring  the  said  scenery  to  its  natural  condition,  the  following 
lands  situate  in  the  village  of  Niagara,  and  the  county  of 
Niagara,  to-wit :  Goat  Island,  Bath  Island,  the  Three  Sisters, 
Bird  Island,  Luna  Island,  Chapin  Island,  and  the  small  islands 
adjacent  to  said  islands  in  the  Niagara  River,  and  the  bed  of  said 
river  between  said  islands  and  the  mainland  of  the  State  of  New 
York  ,  and  also,  the  bed  of  said  river  between  Goat  Island  and  the 
Canadian  boundary;  also,  a  strip  of  land  beginning  near  M  Port 
Day"  in  said  village,  running  along  the  shore  of  said  river,  to  and 
including  li  Prospect  Park"  and  the  cliff  and  debris  slope,  under 
the  same,  substantially  as  shown  by  that  part  colored  green  on  the 
map  accompanying  the  fourth  report  of  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers of  the  State  Survey,  dated  March  22,  1880  ;  and  including, 
also,  at  the  east  end  of  said  strip,  sufficient  land  not  exceeding 
one  acre  for  purposes  convenient  to  said  reservation,  and  also  in- 
cluding all  lands  at  the  foot  of  said  Falls,  and  all  lands  in  said  river 
adjoining  said  islands  and  the  other  lands   hereinbefore  described. 

The  Commisioners  were  represented  in  these  and  subsequent 
proceedings  by  M  .  Ansley  Wilcox  of  the  law  firm  of  Allen,  Movius 
&  Wilcox  of  Buffalo,  attorneys  for  the  Board.  The  interested 
property-owners  have  been  represented  first  and  last  by  a  great 
array  of  eminent  counsel.  The  petition  for  the  appointment  of 
Commissioners  to  appraise  the  lands  selected  was  presented  at  a 
special  term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  held  in  Buffalo  on  the  2d  of 
February,  1884.  Justice  Daniels,  on  the  same  day.  named  as  ap- 
praisers of  the  lands  to  be  taken  the  Hon.  Matthew  Hale  of  Albany. 
the  Hon.  Luther  R.  Marsh  of  New  York,  and  Mr.  Pascal  P.  Pratt 
of  Buffalo — two  lawyers  and  one  merchant.  The  appraisers  went 
very  promptly  to  work,  and  as  a    result  handed  in  a  report  award- 
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ing  damages  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $1,433,429.50.  The 
report  was  confirmed  on  the  27th  of  October  by  Justice  Corlett. 
The  appraisers  found  it  necessary  to  divide  the  condemned  pro- 
perty into  twenty-seven' 'cases,"  in  which  awards  were  made  as  fol- 
lows :  For  parcels  one  and  four,  comprising  Goat,  Luna,  etc.,  with  a 
portion  of  Bath  Island,  was  paid  $525,000  to  the  representatives  of 
the  Porter  estate.  The  sum  of  $156,666  was  paid  into  court  for 
the  portion  of  Bath  Island  occupied  by  the  Niagara  Falls  Paper 
Manufacturing  Company.  For  the  portion  of  the  Cataract  House 
included  in  parcels  24  and  31  was  awarded  $110,600.  Albert  H. 
Porter  received  $2,001,  and  $31,070  for  lots  on  Water  and  Canal 
Streets.  Jane  S.  Townsend,  for  lots  on  Water  and  Canal  Streets,  re- 
ceived $12,638,  $2,212,  and  $18,158.50.  For  Thomas Tugby  lots 
(the  Goat  Island  Hotel  property)  there  was  awarded  $60,200.  The 
Porter  Pump  lot  brought  $4,000.  Albert  H.  Porter  received  $6,44<> 
for  lots  on  Canal  Street,  and  the  Witmer  heirs  $25,166  for  the  pro- 
perty in  parcel  33.  For  the  A.  H.  Porter  homestead  was  paid  $10,- 
140,  and  that  gentleman  received  $2,780  for  a  vacant  lot  on  Buffalo 
Street.  Other  awards  were  :  Solon  M.  N.  Whitney,  $9,500  ;  Eliza- 
beth J.  Townsend,  $11,000  and  $2,070  ;  Vincent  M.  Porter,  $1,200, 
and  Ethan  H.  Howard,  mortgagee,  $750;  Jane  S.  Townsend,  $3,600: 
Elizabeth  P.  Church,  $6,333  ;  Mary  E.  Daniels,  mortgagee,$3,50'j; 
the  Erie  County  Savings  Bank,  mortgagee,  $8,000  ;  heirs  of  Aug- 
ustus S.  Porter,  $1,200  ;  Josephine  M.  Porter.  $6,520.  On  accoun1 
of  street  property  encroached  upon,  the  village  and  town  of  Niagara 
and  adjoining  property-holders  were  given  $5,835.  The  Prospect 
Park  property  brought  $325,000.  Hill  and  Murray,  proprietors  of 
the  pulp  mill,  have  appealed  from  the  decision  of  the  appraisers. 
The  award  to  them  was  $81,690. 

The  most  interesting  and  important  legal  question  that  the  ap- 
praisers were  called  upon  to  decide  was  as  to  the  claim  of  the  ripar- 
ian owners  to  own  to  the  fit  inn  aqua-  or  thread  of  the  stream.  It 
was  claimed  on  their  part  that  the  common  law  doctrine  as  to  fresh 
water  rivers  applied  to  the  Niagara,  and  that  the  property-owners  on 
the  river  fronts  should  be  awarded  damages  for  the  loss  of  water 
power,  consequent  on  the  taking  of   lands  in  the  bed  ot  the  river. 
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There  were  several  minor  points  raised,  but  the  main  issue  was  as  to 
whether  the  Niagara,  in  all  its  parts,  was  a  navigable  stream  in  the 
sense  that  an  arm  of  the  sea  is  navigable.  The  appraisers  held  that 
it  was  such,  and  disallowed  the  claims.  Two  elaborate  and  learned 
opinions  were  rendered  to  this  effect,  by  Appraiser  Hale  and  Ap- 
praisers Marsh  and  Pratt.  After  the  exclusion  of  such  claims,  the 
demands  of  the  owners  amounted  to  about  $4,000,000,  a  reduction 
of  about  $16,000,000  from  the  demands  before  the  decision.  As 
has  been  seen,  the  total  actual  awards  amounted  to  but  a  little 
more  than  one-third  of  the  former  sum. 

The  next  and  by  far  the  most  important  step  yet  taken  in  the 
Niagara  rescue  work  was  to  secure  the  appropriation  by  the  Legis- 
lature of  the  moneys  awarded  by  the  appraisers'  report.  It  was 
shown  by  the  newspapers  which  had  favored  the  movement  from 
the  first,  or  had  been  converted  to  its  support  as  the  Park  project 
took  form,  that  the  State  was  in  condition  to  pay  the  million  and  a 
half,  or  less,  asked  for  by  the  appraisers  without  the  taxpayers  feel- 
ing that  their  burdens  had  been  materially  added  to.  The  entire 
$1,433,429.50,  if  spread  on  the  tax-rolls  for  a  single  year,  would 
necessitate  an  increase  in  the  assessment  on  the  taxable  property 
of  the  State  of  less  than  one  half  a  mill  on  the  dollar.  But  it  was 
suggested — and  this  way  ultimately  done— that  the  appropriation 
of  the  $433,426.50  would  be  sufficient  for  the  first  year  (1885,)  and 
that  the  even  million  could  be  distributed  over  a  series  of  years,  and 
be  secured  by  bonds  issued  to  the  citizens  whose  lands  had  been 
taken.  The  Legislature  was  again  petitioned  and  wrought  with,  and 
the  appropriation  was  passed  toward  the  close  of  the  session,  in  the 
month  of  April.  As  the  Act  creating  the  State  Reservation  at 
Niagara— chapter  336  of  the  laws  of  1S83 — had  provided  that,  in 
case  the  Legislature  should  fail  to  make  an  appropriation  to  pay  the 
owners  for  the  lands  which  should  be  selected  and  located  before 
April  30,  1385 — or  two  years  after  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the 
Act — all  the  proceedings  should  be  void  ami  of  DO  effect,  much 
anxiety  was  shown  lest  the  bill  fall  between  the  stools  of  the  Capitol 
and  the  executive  chamber.  There  were  delays  in  engrossing  and 
in  transmitting  the  measure  to  the  Governor,  and  it  actually  re- 
ceived his  signature  on  the  last  day  allowed  by  law.

The  ceremonies  of  dedication  took  place  in  Prospect  Park,  a 
portion  of  the  Reservation. 

There  were  present  His  Excellency,  David  B.  Hill,  Governor 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  and  his  full  Military  Staff.  Lieutenant- 
Governor  Hon.  J.  Beverly  Robinson,  of  Ontario,  Hon.  Oliver 
Mowat,  Premier  of  Ontario,  and  Provincial  Secretary,  Hon.  A. 
Sturgis  Hardy,  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks,  Hon.  William  Dorsheimer. 
President  of  the  Reservation  Commission  and  the  following  Com- 
missioners :  Hon.  Andrew  H.  Green,  Hon.  J.  Hampden  Robb, 
Hon.  Sherman  S.  Rogers  and  Dr.  Martin  B.  Anderson.  A  large 
number  of  the  Senators  and  members  of  Assembly,  the  Secretary 
of  State,  Hon.  Jos.  B.  Carr  ;  Hon.  Dennis  O'Brien,  Attorney 
General ;  State  Treasurer  Maxwell  ;  The  Committee  of  the  Buffalo 
Historical  Society  ;  Colonel  Gzowski,  Aid-de-Camp  to  her  Maj- 
esty the  Queen  ;  Chairman  and  Commissioners  G.  P.  Pattulo  and 
J.  W.  Langmuir,  of  the  Canadian  Niagara  Falls  Commission. 
Major-Gen.  Wm.  F.  Rogers  and  Staff;  Brig. -Gen.  Edgar  B. 
Jewett  and  Staff ;  Col.  Thos.  S.  Waud,  and  officers  of  the  t35th 
Regiment,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.  ;  Col.  Wm.  M.  Bloomer  and  officers  of 
the  74th  Regiment,  N.  G.  S.  N.  Y.  ;  Regular  Army  Officers  from 
the  garrisons  of  Fort  Porter  and  Niagara  ;  Officers  of  the  8th, 
30th  and  13th  Separate  Companies,  7th  Battery,  Company  "  D" 
Buffalo  City  Guard  and  Buffalo  Cadet  Corps,  and  a  large  number 
of  other  representative  citizens  of  this  and  adjoining  States  and  of 
Canada. 

The  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks  who  presided,  called  upon  the  Rt.- 
Rev.  A.  Cleveland  Coxe,  who  read  the  following 

SERVICE  OF  PRAISE  AND  PRAYER  :

1.  We  praise  Thee,  O  God,  we  acknowledge  Thee  to  be  the  Lord.

O  all  ye  works  of  the  Lord,  seas  and  floods ;  0  all  ye  green  things  up- 
on the  earth,  and  all  ye  children  of  men,  bless  ye  the  Lord — praise  Him  and 
magnify  Him  forever. 

II. 

Almighty  God,  who  madest  the  earth  to  be  inhabited  and  gavest  waste 
places  to  our  fathers,  setting  the  bounds  of  their  habitations,  and,  by  their 
labor,  making  the  wilderness  to  blossom  as  the  rose  ;  we  bless  Thee  for  the 
goodly  heritage  they  have  left  to  us,  their  children.  More  especially,  this  day, 
we  praise  Thee  for  making  beautiful  these  limits  of  our  land,  and  for  speaking 
to  all  nations  and  kindreds  and  tongues,  in  this  place,  with  the  voice  of  many 
waters.  Blessed  be  Thy  name  that  Thou  hast  opened  our  eyes  to  see  and  our 
ears  to  hear,  and  that  Thou  has  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  this  people  to 
acknowledge  Thy  glorious  works  and  to  make  them  a  legacy  and  a  testimony 
unto  their  children's  children.  Therefore  these  pleasant  places  of  Niagara 
we  do  set  apart,  this  day,  from  common  and  sordid  uses,  making  these  coasts 
and  isles  which  thou  hast  marvelously  adorned,  to  be  a  school  for  the  hearts 
and  minds  of  men,  and  of  discipline  to  their  senses;  to  inspire  our  countrymen 
forever  with  a  love  of  Nature  and  of  Thee,  its  Author  and  Creator;  and  to  make 
us  know  and  feel  that  man  cannot  live  by  bread  only,  but  by  the  better  things 
Thou  givest  in  Thy  works  and  in  Thy  Word.  Accept  these,  our  thanks- 
givings, and  command  a  blessing  on  all  who  share  in  the  duties  of  this  cele- 
bration, that  they  may  perform  the  same  as  a  service  to  their  country  and  to 
their  fellow-men.  Grant,  also,  that  all  those  who  shall  hereafter  enjoy  the 
benefits  of  this  place  may  make  a  right  use  of  the  same  for  their  own  welfare, 
and  with  grateful  hearts    to    Thee,  their  God,  through  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord. 

Amen. 

III. 

Bless,  O  Lord,  the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Governor  of  our 
State  of  New  York,  and  all  others  in  authority.  Bless  all  the  people  of  this 
country,  and  grant  that,  one  and  all,  in  our  several  vocations  and  estates  we 
may  live  in  cheerful  obedience  to  Thee  as  Supreme;  in  dutiful  submission  to 
the  laws  of  the  land,  and  in  kindly  charities  and  good  neighborhood,  one  with 
another  ;  that  so  our  land  may  bring  forth  her  increase  ;  that  our  children  may 
grow  up  in  good  learning  and  nature;  and  that  peace  and  happiness,  truth  and 
justice,  religion  and  piety  may  be  established  among  us  for  all  generations. 
Grant  this  for  the  sake  of  Thy  Son,  our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour.      Amen. 

IV. 
O  God,  who  hast  set  Thy  bow  in  the  cloud,  which  comp.isseth  the  heavens 
about  with  a  glorious  circle,  because  the  hands  of  the  Most  High  have  bended 
it;  we  praise  Thee  that  Thou  hast  made  it  to  give  light  in  the  bright  cloud  as 
a  memorial  of  Thine  everlasting  covenant  with  all  mankind.  Moreover,  we 
praise  Thee  that  Thou  hast  set  it  as  a  seal  upon  these  Thy  glorious  works,  and 
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hast  made  it  to  shine  perpetually  in  these  floods,  as  well  under  the  moon  as 
under  the  sun,  as  well  by  night  as  by  day.  Grant  that  it  may  ever  remind  us 
of  Thy  loving-kindness  and  tender  mercy  toward  all  men,  and  be  a  symbol  of 
peace  and  good-will  to  those  out  of  every  nation  who  shall  come  hither  to  be- 
hold the  operations  of  Thy  hands.  Grant  also  that  it  may  be  a  token  of 
brotherhood  to  the  kindred  peoples  to  whom  this  river  is  a  boundary,  making 
it  also  a  bond,  so  that  the  mighty  power  Thou  hast  given  them  in  all  the 
world  may  evermore  be  used  not  to  hurt  but  to  help,  and  to  make  Thy  way 
known  upon  earth  and  Thy  saving  health  among  all  nations.  All  which  we 
beg  in  His  blessed  name  and  merits,  in  whose  perfect  words  we  sum  up  our 
prayers,  saying  : 

Our  Father  which  art  in  Heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name;  Thy  Kingdom 
come,  Thy  will  be  done  in  earth  as  it  is  done  in  Heaven  ;  give  us  this  day  our 
daily  bread,  and  forgive  us  our  debts  as  we  forgive  our  debtors,  and  lead  us 
not  into  temptation,  but  deliver  us  from  evil,  for  thine  is  the  Kingdom  and  the 
power  and  the  glory  forever.     Amen. 

The  President  of  the  day,  the  Hon.  Erastus  Brooks,  then  de- 
livered the  following  address  : 

Fellow-Citizens  of  the  State  of  New  York  : 

By  the  partiality  and  kindness  of  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Niagara  Falls  Association  of  the  city  of  New  York,  I  am  asked 
to  represent  them  to-day  at  this  celebration,  aid  by  your  grace  and 
favor  also  I  am  permitted  to  preside  at  this  public  meeting.  The 
occasion  which  brings,  in  this  midsummer  day,  so  many  people 
together  from  this  State,  from  all  parts  of  the  country  and  from  the 
close  and  friendly  neighborhood  of  Canada,  is  one  of  great  public 
interest.  The  double  honors  conferred  upon  me, — and  I  esteem 
them  very  great  honors, — I  presume  are  due  to  the  interest  taken 
by  me  from  the  beginning,  in  and  out  of  the  Legislature,  to.  secure 
the  work  which  to-day  we  see  practically  performed.  What  seven 
years  since  some  of  us  hoped  for,  spoke  for,  wrote  for,  and  in  pub- 
lic assemblies,  through  the  press,  and  by  petitions,  prayed  for.  has 
been  done,  well  done,  and  upon  the  whole  done  quickly.  The 
cost  to  the  State,  all  in  all,  has  been  about  $1,500,000.  And  the 
bonds  necessary  to  secure  the  purchase  of  the  land  obtained  have 
been  sold  at  an  interest  or  cost  not  in  excess  of  two  and  one-half 
per  cent.  The  financial  credit  of  the  State,  and  the  event  to-day 
commemorated  in  its  civil  and  political  history,  share  alike  in  the 
twofold  honors  of  which  every  citizen  of  this  commonwealth  may 
well  be  proud. 

It  is  but  just  to  say  that  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  Prov- 
ince of  Ontario  have  been,  or  at  least  were,  co-workers  for  the 
public  reservation  of  the  one  place — better  known,  at  least,  than 
any  other,  for  the  grandest   water-falis    upon    the    globe.      It   was 
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Lord  Dufferin,  a  name  everywhere  respected  for  his  public  spirit 
and  refinement,  who  suggested  in  1878,  in  a  passing  conversation 
with  Governor  Robinson,  the  idea  of  an  international  park.  It 
was  Governor  Robinson  who  at  once  heartily  responded  to  this 
suggestion,  and  who,  in  his  annual  message  to  the  Legislature  and 
people,  changed  the  friendly  conversation  of  a  moment  into  a  pub- 
lic act  which  is  now  the  permanent  law  of  the  State.  The  earnest 
and  forcible  words  of  the  Governor  are  before  me,  and  I  need  not 
repeat  them.  They  were  seed  sown  upon  good  ground,  and  thanks 
to  the  Niagara  Falls  Association,  to  the  press  and  the  people,  pub- 
lic opinion  from  time  to  time,  answering  all  criticism  and  opposi- 
tion, finally  demanded  what  to-day  we  see  practically  accomplished. 
The  voices  once  heard  in  the  Capitol  and  elsewhere  against  this 
work  are  hushed  into  respectful  silence.  Public  opinion,  in  tones 
as  full  and  loud  as  the  thunders  of  Niagara,  now  accept  with  general 
satisfaction  and  gratification  this  work  of  the  State.  Happy  may 
we  be  when  what  is  so  great  and  grand  in  nature  is  in  full  accord 
with  the  wislies  and  sympathies  of  the  people.  Here  or  hereafter, 
with  no  let  or  hindrance,  we  may  behold  the  sun  or  starry  heavens 
above  us,  the  ceaseless  moving  waters  beneath  us  and  feel  within 
us  the  moral  law  which  belongs  to  the  sublime  and  beautiful  in  one 
of  the  great  creations  of  the  Almighty.  Here,  too, — condensing 
the  thought  and  study  and  love  of  nature  which  distinguished  Louis 
Agassiz  above  all  men  in  his  knowledge  and  love  of  nature, — we 
can  feel  and  say,  "I  observe,"  and  such  sight  or  observation  be- 
comes the  ripened  fruit  of  contemplation  and  wonder  as  seen  in 
the  ways  and  works  of  God  to  man.  What  was  suggested  by  Lord 
Dufferin  was  an  International  Park — each  Government,  State  and 
Nation  to  be,  in  ail  respects,  the  master  of  its  own  administration 
and  territory,  but  removing  from  each  side  of  the  waters  all  that 
was  mercenary  in  money,  all  that  was  offensive  to  the  mind,  and 
all  that  was  slovenly,  coarse  or  vulgar  to  the  eve.  No  spot  of 
earth,  and  no  body  of  water,  it  seems  to  me,  so  well  manifests  the 
power  of  God  in  the  moving  of  great  waters  as  the  Falls  of  Niagara. 
They  are  part  of  that  eternal  flood  coming  to  us  now,  and  flowing 
hither  for  all  time  past  from  the  nearly  eleven  hundred  miles  of  water 
in  length,  nearly  2,000  feet  in  full  elevation,  and  130,000  square 
miles,  all  in  all,  in  that  vast  area  that  forms  the  great  lakes  of  Superior, 
Michigan,  Huron  and  Erie.  These  vast  waters,  with  a  depth  from 
eighty-four  feet  on  Lake  Erie  to  000,  and  680,  and  000  feet  in  the 
three  lakes  beyond,  show  the  vast  sources  of  all  we  see.  These  are 
the  great  inland  seas  of  the  nation,  with  supplies,  so  far  as  we 
know,  to  continue  while  the  world  endures.  We  know  as  little  of 
their  beginning  as  we  know  of  the  Indian  tribes  found  more  than 
250  years  gone  by  upon  their  borders. 

But  just  where  we  are  and  across  the  deep  abyss  of  waters 
which  separates  us  from  people  belonging  to  another  nation,  we 
recall  events  of  great  national  interest.      Here  were  strifes  lor  mas- 
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tery  between  the  British  and  the  French  when  each  were  struggling 
to  be  the  rulers  of  the  new  world.  Here  American  colonies,  once 
a  part  of  the  British  empire,  were  a  unit  for  growth  and  power, 
while  later  on  between  the  mother  land  abroad  and  American  col- 
onies and  states  at  home,  there  was  upon  these  borders  at  Lundy's 
Lane  the  second  and  severe  struggle  for  practical  independence 
upon  the  ocean  as  well  as  upon  the  land.  Here,  too,  to-day  we 
recall  the  glowing  words  of  Father  Hennepin  descriptive  of  the 
grandeur  of  the  Falls  as  they  appeared  two  hundred  years  ago,  and 
to-day  all  of  us  are  made  glad  by  the  rescue  from  speculation  and 
spoliation,  of  what  was  and  what  is  the  pride  of  the  whole  nation. 

For  all  these  previous  years  neither  State  nor  people  did  more 
than  fret  and  scold  at  uses  and  abuses  which  by  neglect  rather  than 
by  design  had  become  more  and  more  common,  of  a  property 
once  belonging  to  the  State,  and  which  it  had  parted  from  or  aban- 
doned as  of  no  real  value.  The  State  might,  and  practically  did, 
sell  a  great  water  power  and  an  extended  tract  of  land  on  the  Amer- 
ican shore,  but  it  could  not  sell  the  grand  and  majestic  river,  fed 
by  more  than  1,000  miles  of  almost  boundless  lakes,  deep  as  the 
sea,  and  moving  on  in  perpetual  flow  from  the  dawn  of  creation. 
Just  here,  in  the  words  of  the  great  poet,  thanks  to  the  bounty  of 
the  State,  and  the  voices  of  the  people,  once  more 

"  Heaven  opens  wide 
Her  ever-during  gates,  harmonious  sound 
•  On  golden  hinges  moving." 

Literally  you  may,  perhaps  in  spite  of  sarcasm,  repeat  the 
words,  "on  golden  hinges  moving  ;"  but  in  all  the  investments  of 
the  past,  whether  as  a  question  of  economy  or  in  the  interest  to  be 
paid  for  the  money  invested,  in  the  greater  travel  and  larger  ex- 
penditures of  people  in  the  State,  or  in  the  nobler  investment  made 
to  restore  Niagara  to  the  forms  and  features  made  by  the  Creator  in 
what  is  grand  and  lofty  and  inspiring  to  at  least  four  of  our  five 
senses,  the  return  is  for  all  time  and  all  people,  and  in  that  "  thing 
of  beauty  which  is  a  joy  forever,"  no  better  investment  was  ever 
made  by  States,  corporations  or  peoples. 

The  past  is  beyond  remedy  in  what  has  been  a  mistake  or  an 
evil,  but  we  may  now  as  a  State  and  as  a  people,  find  satisfaction 
in  comparing  the  past  with  the  present  or  future  time,  in  knowing 
that  the  present  is  secure.  Hereafter,  neither  the  descendants  of 
the  tribes  along  the  Niagara, — as  once  in  the  visit  and  remon- 
strance of  Red  Jacket  to  this  spot  of  land  as  the  abode  of  his 
ancestors, — nor  any  of  our  own  people,  nor  the  people  of  any 
other  tribe,  nation  or  kindred,  will  behold  Niagara  barred,  blocked 
or  walled  in  from  human  eyes.  Nor  will  any  entrance  fee  be  de- 
manded to  see  the  mighty  waters  beneath  our  feet,  any  more  than 
the  sun  or  stars  in  the  heavens.     The  bow  of  promise  seen  so  often 
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here  by  day  and  by  night  through  the  spray  rising  from  the  shores 
of  the  United  States,  is  that  spanning  of  the  arch  which  we  trust 
will  hold  the  people  of  two  great  nations  in  the  bonds  of  perpetual 
peace. 

It  is  becoming,  therefore,  in  conclusion,  to  thank  the  State  of 
Xew  York,  its  Legislatures  and  its  three  governors,  Robinson, 
Cleveland  and  Hill,  for  the  good  work  performed,  and  to  thank 
Lord  Dufferin  and  the  Province  of  Ontario  for  what  was  promised 
in  Canada  in  1878-79,  and  for  what  we  believe  ere  long  will  by 
her  be  performed  in  the  future.  Following  the  example  of  a  people 
kindred  in  language  and  brotherhood,  though  not  of  the  same  na- 
tion— their  flags — the  cross  and  the  stars — will  catch  the  same  breeze 
and  float  over  the  same  waters,  each  as  the  symbol  of  peace  and 
good  will,  now  and  for  all  time  to  come.  In  the  name,  and  on  be- 
half of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Niagara  Falls  Association, 
sincere  thanks  are  tendered  to  the  State  and  to  all  who  have  labored 
with  them  to  make  the  American  waters  of  Niagara  as  free  to  the 
people  of  all  the  world  as  the  air  they  breathe  or  as  the  sun  in  the 
heavens. 

Citizens  of  Niagara  Falls  :  In  your  midst  God  has  planted  one 
of  the  great  wonders  of  His  creation.  The  sound  of  these  waters 
is  that  voice  of  supreme  power  which  is  never  hushed  in  silence, 
and  the  flow  and  sight  thereof  is  typical  of  the  immortal  spirit  and 
the  real  life  within  us.  Be  it  your  pride  and  pleasure  as  the  favored 
children  of  this  commonwealth  to  teach  in  these  great  revelations 
of  nature — always  before  your  eyes — the  personal  strength,  endur- 
ance and  faith  so  well  illustrated  in  the  waters  of  Niagara. 


During  his  speech  he  was  frequently  interrupted  by  applause, 
and  at  the  close  he  read  the  following  letters,  which  were  received 
with  great  enthusiasm  :

He  trusts  that  those  efforts  will  be  attended  by  the  success  they  deserve,  and 
that  the  example  which  has  been  set  upon  your  side  of  the  Falls  may  ere  long 
be  followed  upon  this. 

His  Excellency  trusts  that  you  will  convey  to  the  Commissioners  his 
warmest  thanks  for  their  invitation.

From  SAMUEL  J.  TILDEX- 

The  following  message  was  received  from  Ex.  Gov.  Samuel  J. 
Tilden  : 

Mr.  Tilden  presents  his  compliments  and  thanks  to  the  committee  of  citi- 
zens for  their  kind  invitation,  with  his  regrets  that  he  cannot  be  present  on  the 
occasion  of  the  celebration  of  the  opening  of  the  State  Reservation  at  Niagara 
Falls.  Mr.  Tilden  hopes  that  the  advantages  to  result  from  making  the  access 
to  the  Falls  and  their  vicinity  free,  will  equal  the  most  sanguine  anticipations 
of  those  by  whom  it  has  so  long  been  advocated. 

When  President  Brooks  concluded  these  letters,  the  chorus  sang 
i;  My  Country,  'tis  of  Thee,"  accompanied  by  the  band.  Mr. 
Brooks  then  introduced  the  Hon.  William  Dorsheimer,  "who  is 
well  known  to  you  all  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Reservation  Com- 
mission," who  made  the  formal  presentation  speech.  He  was 
greeted  and  frequently  interrupted  by  applause.      He  said  : 
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Mr.  President  and  Fellow  Citizens  : 

In  April,  1883,  the  Legislature  of  New  York  passed  an  Act  by 
which  a  commission  was  created  and  charged  with  the  duty  of 
selecting  such  lands  as  should  be  found  necessary  for  the  preserva- 
tion and  restoration  of  the  scenery  of  Niagara,  and  of  conducting 
the  appropriate  legal  proceedings  to  vest  the  title  of  the  property 
in  the  State. 

I  now  announce  that  those  duties  have  been  performed.  The 
lands  have  been  selected,  the  legal  proceedings  have  been  com- 
pleted, the  awards  have  been  made  with  generosity  to  the  owners, 
and  yet  with  justice  to  the  State,  and  from  this  hour  Niagara  is 
free.  But  not  free  alone.  It  shall  be  clothed  with  beauty  again. 
The  blemishes  which  have  been  planted  amid  these  scenes  will 
presently  be  removed.  As  soon  as  the  hand  of  Nature,  nowhere 
more  powerful  than  in  this  favored  place,  can  do  the  work,  these 
banks  will  be  covered  with  trees,  these  slopes  made  verdant  and 
the  cataract  once  more  clothed  with  the  charms  that  Nature 
gave  it. 

It  is  no  part  of  my  duty  to  dwell  upon  the  lessons  which  this 
occasion  teaches,  nor  to  endeavor  to  express  the  emotion  which  it 
excites  in  every  sensitive  and  patriotic  heart.  I  congratulate  you, 
Governor  Hill,  that  it  has  been  your  fortune  to  associate  your 
administration  with  a  work  which  will  preserve  your  name  in  the 
grateful  memory  of  man  throughout  all  generations. 

I  now,  sir,  leave  it  for  you  to  make  the  announcement  that 
this  place  is  henceforth  dedicated  to  public  use,  an  announcement 
which  will  be  heard  with  deep  interest  here,  and  I  believe  with 
equal  interest  throughout  all  parts  of  our  country. 

As  he  neared  the  close  of  his  speech,  when  pronouncing  the 
words  which  turned  the  Reservation  over  to  the  State,  the  booming 
of  cannon  was  heard  in  the  distance,  which,  like  the  old  bell  of 
1776  ringing  out  the  liberty  of  this  country,  announced  to  all  within 
hearing  distance  that  Niagara  was  once  more  free  to  the  world. 

In  introducing  the  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Vork,  Presi- 
dent Brooks  said. 

I  have  the  great  pleasure  of  introducing  to  you  the  Chief  Mag- 
istrate of  the  State  without  whose  approval  and  signature  the  Bill 
passed  by  the  State  Senate  and  Assembly  would  have  been  a  failure 
and  to  whose  official  act  therefore  we  are  largely  indebted  for  the 
satisfaction  of  this  grand  celebration. 

Governor  Hill  was  received  with  immense  enthusiasm  and 
spoke  as  follows : 
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Fellow  Citizens. — It  has  ever  been  the  custom  of  our  people 
to  celebrate  with  appropriate  ceremonies  those  great  events  which 
have  made  the  history  of  our  State  illustrious.  A  few  reminiscen- 
ces of  this  character  may  not  be  uninteresting  upon  this  occasion. 

I  am  reminded  that  we  stand  upon  historic  ground  to-day. 
Early  in  August,  1810,  there  was  an  assemblage  at  Niagara  Falls, 
which,  though  few  in  numbers,  was  in  some  respects  quite  as  im- 
portant as  the  one  now  assembled.  Here,  after  a  long  and  tedious 
journey  from  New  York  city,  came  Dewitt  Clinton,  Gouverneur 
Morris,  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer,  Peter  B.  Proctor,  Simeon  Dewitt, 
William  North  and  Thomas  Eddy,  the  first  commissioners  ever 
appointed  in  relation  to  canals  in  this  State — to  decide  upon  the 
most  feasible  way  of  carrying  out  the  long  projected  scheme  of 
uniting  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie  with  those  of  the  Hudson.  Among 
the  plans  proposed  was  the  lockage  of  the  Falls  of  Niagara  and  the 
improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  Oswego  and  Mohawk  rivers. 
It  was  this  plan  that  brought  these  commissioners  to  Niagara  Falls. 
This  celebrated  journey  to*  the  then  far  west,  practically  resulted  in 
the  adoption  of  the  present  route  of  the  Erie  canal,  though  seven 
years  or  more  elapsed  before  that  great  work  was  begun. 

The  ground  was  formally  broken  at  Rome,  N.  Y.,  July  4,  181 3. 
by  Dewitt  Clinton,  who  removed  the  first  shovelful  of  earth  in  the 
presence  of  a  mighty  throng  of  people,  most  of  whom  regarded  all 
the  ceremonies  as  a  stupendous  farce.  The  idea  of  making  an 
inland  river  or  water-course  that  would  be  navigable  between  the 
Hudson  and  Lake  Erie  was  considered  an  utter  impossibility,  and 
the  undertaking  was  derided  as  "  Clinton's  Ditch." 

On  October  25,  1825,  the  celebration  of  this, — then  the  great- 
est event  of  modern  times, — took  place  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
It  was  the  grandest  demonstration  that  had  ever  taken  place  in  the 
State,  if  not  in  the  Nation.  The  completion  of  the  canal  was 
announced  to  the  citizens  of  the  State  by  the  roar  of  cannon 
planted  in  a  continued  line  along  the  banks  of  the  canal  and  of 
the  Hudson,  at  intervals  of  about  eight  miles,  extend  ng  from 
Buffalo  to  Sandy  Hook,  a  distance  of  about  five  hundred  and  forty- 
four  miles.  The  cannons  were  fired  in  succession,  commencing  at 
Buffalo  at  the  moment  of  the  entrance  of  the  first  boat  into  the 
canal  ;  and  the  intelligence  thus  communicated,  reached  the  city 
of  New  York  at  precisely  twenty  minutes  past  eleven.  It  took  one 
hour  and  twenty  minutes  after  the  first  cannon  was  tired  at  Buffalo, 
before  the  report  was  communicated  through  the  line  of  cannon  to 
New  York.  The  rapidity  with  which  the  news  was  thus  transmitted 
over  the  great  distance,  seemed  almost  fabulous. 

Nearly  sixty  years  ago,  Dewitt  Clinton,  with  appropriate  cere- 
mony, thus  united  the  waters  of  Lake  Erie  and  the  Atlantic  by 
pouring  those  of  the  former  into  the  latter.  The  State  had  opened 
a   communication    between   the   two   important    bodies   oi   water, 
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which,  for  many  years,  has  been  free  to  the  commerce  of  the  nation, 
and  to-day  with  equal  munificence,  the  State  has  opened  the  great 
Falls  freely  to  the  world,  and  proclaimed  it  in  the  presence  of  this 
vast  multitude,  amid  the  booming  of  cannon,  the  strains  of  sweet 
music,  the  marching  of  our  citizen  soldiery,  the  waving  of  flags 
and  the  enthusiastic  acclamation  of  the  people. 

The  construction  of  that  other  great  channel  of  communica- 
tion known  as  the  Erie  Railway,  began  in  1833,  and  it  was 
formally  opened  May  14>  1851,  by  a  grand  excursion  from  Pier- 
mont,  then  the  eastern  terminus  of  the  road  to  Dunkirk. 

Among  the  excursionists  were  President  Fillmore  and  four 
members  of  his  Cabinet  :  Daniel  Webster,  Secretary  of  State  ;  Hon. 
Wm.  A.  Graham,  Secretary  of  the  Navy  ;  Hon.  N.  K.  Hall,  Post- 
master-General of  Buffalo;  Mr.  Crittenden,  Attorney  General; 
Hon.  William  H.  Seward  and  Daniel  S.  Dickinson. 

On  the  next  day,  the  fifteenth,  a  grand  celebration  in  honor 
of  the  event  took  place  at  Dunkirk,  in  the  presence  of  15,000 
people  gathered  from  Ohio,  Pennsylvania  and  New  York.  Among 
the  orators  of  the  day  were  Mr.  Fillmore,  Mr.  Webster,  Mr. 
Seward,  Mr.  Dickinson  and  Mr.  Crittenden. 

In  1871  the  State  laid  the  corner-stone  of  its  magnificent 
Capitol  at  Albany,  destined  to  be  one  of  the  finest  structures  upon 
the  continent,  in  which  all  citizens  may  take  a  just  pride.  Gov- 
ernor Hoffman  delivered  an  address  upon  that  occasion  in  the 
presence  of  a  vast  concourse  of  people,  which  was  replete  with 
eloquence  and  learning. 

In  1883  the  first  wire  was  suspended  across  the  East  River,  in 
the  harbor  of  New  York,  and  there  was  witnessed  the  greatest 
triumph  ever  achieved  by  engineering  skill  and  science,  in  the 
successful  completion  of  the  world-renowned  New  York  and 
Brooklyn  bridge.  It  was  opened  with  impressive  festivities  and 
formalities  in  the  presence  of  the  honored  chief  magistrate  of  the 
country  and  his  cabinet,  as  well  as  our  own  chief  executive  and  a 
large  concourse  of  the  distinguished  men  of  the  times. 

These  demonstrations  of  former  years  to  which  I  have  alluded 
were  in  recognition  of  the  wonderful  achievements  secured  by  the 
enterprise,  ability,  science  and  skill  of  our  people.  These  cere- 
monies to-day,  however,  characterize  a  triumph  of  a  different 
character.  We  rejoice — not  at  the  victories  of  science  or  the  sub- 
lime efforts  of  mechanical  genius — but  over  that  exhibition  of 
elevated  sentiment,  unselfish  generosity,  creditable  public  spirit 
and  genuine  patriotism,  which  inaugurated  and  carried  to  final  suc- 
cess this  philanthropic  project  for  the  preservation  to  the  world  for 
its  free  use  forever,  of  the  majestic  scenery  of  the  Falls  oi  Niagara — 
Nature's  grandest  gift  to  man.  This  festivity  is  a  tribute  to  the 
beauties   of  nature — a   testimonial    to  the  wondrous  fascination  of 
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lovely  landscape — a  token  of  our  grateful  appreciation  of  the  mag- 
nificent grandeur  of  the  rushing  waters  of  yonder  deep. 

The  State  accepts  this  Reservation.  In  its  sovereign  capacity 
it  assumes  formal  possession  in  behalf  of  and  in  trust  for  the  people 
whom  it  represents  and  whose  property  it  now  becomes. 

Originally  belonging  to  the  State,  it  now  fittingly  returns  to 
its  primary,  natural  and  appropriate  ownership. 

The  State,  by  legislative  act,  properly  places  the  management 
and  custody  of  this  public  trust,  in  the  hands  of  its  constituted 
agents — the  honored  commissioners  whose  most  valuable,  gratuit- 
ous and  unremitting  services  have  contributed  so  much  to  make 
this  great  undertaking  the  magnificent  success  it  is  to-day. 

All  honor  to  their  perseverance,  their  foresight,  their  generos- 
ity and  their  patriotism  !  Never  was  there  a  cause  more  worthy  of 
generous  human  effort.  I  can  certify  that  from  the  inception  of 
this  great  project  down  to  the  present  hour,  involving,  as  it  neces- 
sarily has,  vast  interests,  many  temptations  and  the  expenditure  of 
a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars,  there  has  not  been  the  slightest 
suspicion  of  wrong-doing  or  the  least  whisper  of  scandal  affecting 
the  proceedings  of  the  commissioners.  All  has  been  done  honestly, 
openly,  fairly  and  conscientiously  to  their  everlasting  fame  and 
credit,  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  people.  There  will  be  no 
complaint  on  the  part  of  any  citizen  at  this  outlay  of  the  public 
money.  For  such  and  kindred  beneficent  purposes,  New  York 
cannot  expend  too  much.  We  are  abundantly  compensated  and 
our  State  pride  is  gratified  by  whatever  contributes  to  the  glory, 
the  grandeur  and  the  adornment  of  our  commonwealth.  We  do 
not  forget  that  there  is  but  one  Niagara  Falls  in  the  whole  world. 
Nature  has  given  no  other  State  in  our  Union  such  a  magnificent 
boon. 

As  Niagara  divides  its  waters  between  the  Canadas  and  New 
York  alone,  so  will  New  York  and  the  Canadas  equally  divide 
together  the  honors  of  this  great  enterprise,  when  it  shall  be  fully 
perfected  on  the  other  shore  as  originally  contemplated. 

New  York  has  its  unrivaled  Central  park,  Brooklyn  its  splendid 
Prospect  park,  the  Capital  city  its  Washington  park,  Buffalo  its  own 
superb  park,  the  name  of  which  I  do  not  recall — and  all  over  our  com- 
monwealth and  in  almost  every  city,  the  works  of  nature  are  being 
nobly  utilized  for  the  enjoyment  and  benefit  of  the  people,  while 
the  State  at  large,  from  this  time  forth,  has  its  own    Niagara   park. 

This  project  for  the  preservation  of  the  beauties  of  the  greatest 
wonder  of  nature  is  indeed  a  noble  one.  Its  conception  is  worthy 
of  the  advanced  thought,  the  grand  liberality,  and  the  true  spirit 
of  the  nineteenth  century. 

President  Krooks  then  read  the  following  Cablegram  : 
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London,  Eng.,  July  14,  1885. 
To  Representatives  State  of  New  York,  Niagara  Falls  : 

Commons  Reservation    Society   congratulate   the  State    of  New  York    on 
securing  the  Falls  to  the  public. 

The  Orator  of  the  day  was  next  introduced. 

ORATION 

OF 

HON.  JAMES  C.  CARTER, 

OF    NEW  YORK. 

The  occasion  upon  which  we  are  assembled  has  a  peculiar  in- 
terest which  needs  no  aid  from  speech.  A  great  commonwealth  is 
here  by  her  official  representatives,  with  the  Chief  Magistrate  at 
their  head,  to  perform  a  solemnity-;  not,  as  sometimes,  to  dedicate 
a  structure  to  some  great  purpose  of  public  utility  or  charity — not 
to  consecrate  a  monument  to  the  virtue  or  valor  of  her  sons — not 
to  celebrate  a  great  event  in  her  annals ;  but  to  make  a  solemn 
public  acknowledgement — to  declare  that  the  awful  symbol  of  In- 
finite Power,  in  whose  dread  presence  we  stand — these  visions  of 
Infinite  Beauty  here  unfolded  to  the  eye,  are  not  a  property,  but  a 
shrine — a  temple  erected  by  the  hand  of  the  Almighty  for  all  the 
children  of  men  ;  that  it  cannot  be  desecrated  without  her  permis- 
sion, nor,  therefore,  without  her  crime  ;  that  she  confesses  the 
duty  of  guardianship  imposed  by  her  empire  over  the  place;  that 
she  marks  out  the  boundaries  of  the  sanctuary,  expels  from  the 
interior  all  ordinary  human  pursuits  and  claims,  so  that  visitors 
and  pilgrims  from  near  or  far  may  come  hither,  and  be  permitted 
to  behold,  to  love,  to  worship,  to  adore. 

It  is  now  some  two  hundred  years  since  the  Falls  of  Niagara 
for  the  first  time  burst  upon  the  gaze  of  civilized  men.  These  were 
La  Salle  and  his  associates,  then  engaged  in  a  bold  exploration 
westward  towards  the  Mississippi.  One  of  the  company,  Father 
Hennepin,  a  Catholic  priest,  had  journeyed  from  the  Old  World, 
and  was  familiar,  at  least  by  report  and  description,  with  the  cata- 
racts of  Europe.  In  his  account  of  his  travels  and  discoveries  he 
sought  to  convey  an  adequate  idea  of  this  great  wonder  ;  but  ap- 
parently felt,  what  all  others  since  have  felt,  the  utter  insufficiency 
of  language.  He  could  but  do  little  more  than  say,  "The  Uni- 
verse does  not  afford  its  parallel!"  But  in  the  days  of  Father 
Hennepin  the  greater  part  of  the  earth  was  still  a  sealed  book. 
Since  that  time  every  quarter  of  it  has  been  explored.  Rivers, 
mightier  far  than  the  Niagara,  have  been  discovered.  The  Nile 
has  been  made  to  yield   up  his   well-kept  secret.      The  courses  of 
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the  great  rivers  of  Central  Africa,  interrupted  by  mighty  cataracts, 
have  been  followed.  Humboldts  have  penetrated  the  interior 
of  the  South  American  Continent.  The  region  of  the  Yosemite 
and  the  Valley  of  the  Yellowstone  have  been  scrutinized  by  thou- 
sands of  visitors.  The  world  contains  no  undiscovered  cataract  ; 
but  the  sentence  of  Father  Hennepin,  in  describing  Niagara,  still 
remains  true  as  when  he  uttered  it,  "  The  Universe  does  not  afford 
its  parallel !" 

The  profound  interest  with  which  Niagara  is  beheld  and  re- 
membered, and  which  gives  it  the  first  place  among  the  great  spec- 
tacles of  nature,  is  due  to  a  variety  of  elements,  nowhere  else  to  be 
found  united.  It  is  not  owing  chiefly  to  the  sublimity  of  the  scene, 
for  the  great  mountain  summits  in  many  parts  of  the  earth  far  sur- 
pass it  in  all  the  elements  of  the  sublime.  The  loveliness  of  foliage 
and  flower  is  displayed  in  more  enchanting  forms  elsewhere  in  our 
own  and  in  other  lands.  Finer  examples  of  mere  picturesque 
beauty  in  falls  or  rapids  may  be  found  amid  the  wonders  of  the 
Yosemite  and  Yellowstone-Valleys,  and  in  other  parts  of  the 
world. 

Undoubtedly  the  master  feature  of  the  scene  is  the  near  exhi- 
bition of  overwhelming  power.  Nowhere  else  among  the  works  of 
nature  is  such  an  amount  of  physical  energy  concentrated  within 
so  narrow  a  compass.  But  the  mere  spectacle  of  power — power 
pitiless,  remorseless,  resistless,  like  that  of  the  volcano,  or  the  tor- 
nado— could  never  impart  the  pleasure,  or  create  the  exaltation 
which  the  visitor  experiences  here.  Here  the  beholder,  confounded 
and  bewildered  by  the  overwhelming  sense  of  resistless  power,  has 
but  to  return  for  an  instant  and  find  recovery  and  relief  in  the 
spectacle  of  that  same  power,  no  longer  let  loose  for  destruction, 
like  the  wrath  of  the  hurricane,  but  eternally  flowing,  restrained, 
obedient,  beneficent,  and  arrayed  in  every  robe  of  the  beautiful. 
It  is  this  combined  appeal  to  every  sense  and  every  faculty,  exalt- 
ing the  soul  into  a  higher  sphere  of  contemplation,  which  distin- 
guishes this  spot  over  all  others. 

There  is  in  man  a  supernatural  element,  in  virtue  of  which  he 
aspires  to  lay  hold  of  the  Infinities  by  which  he  is  surrounded.  In 
all  ages  men  have  sought  to  find,  or  to  create,  the  scenes  or  the 
objects  which  move  it  to  activity.  It  was  this  spirit  which  conse- 
crated the  oracle  at  Delphi"  and  the  oaks  of  Dodo n a  ;  reared  the 
marvel  of  Eleusis,  and  hung  in  the  heavens  the  dome  ot  St.  Peter. 
It  is  the  highest,  the  profoundest,  element  of  man's  nature.  Its 
possession  is  what  most  distinguishes  him  from  other  creatures,  and 
what  most  distinguishes  the  best  among  his  own  ranks  from  their 
brethren.  Surely,  it  must  be  allowed  that  everything  which  tends, 
on  the  one  hand,  to  indulge  this  sentiment,  or  on  the  other,  to 
disparage  or  obstruct  it,  is  matter  of  the  deepest  human  concern. 

It  is  a  characteristic  of  this  sentiment  that  it  cannot  endure  a 
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discord.  The  rapt  soul,  borne  aloft  in  visions,  cannot  sustain  its 
elevation  in  the  presence  of  intrusions  which  recall  it  to  earth  ;  and 
so  the  visitor  to  this  natural  temple,  like  the  worshipper  in  a  great 
cathedral,  cannot  feel  the  best  inspirations  of  the  place,  nor  re- 
ceive its  high  teachings,  if  disturbed  or  disconcerted  by  incongru- 
ous sights  or  sounds. 

The  peril  thus  suggested  is  one  to  which  Niagara  has  long 
been  exposed.  The  noble  forest  growths  which  once  crowned 
these  banks  have  in  large  measure  disappeared.  The  tender  drap- 
eries of  foliage  and  flower  which  everywhere  concealed  the  naked- 
ness of  the  rocks,  have,  in  many  places,  been  rudely  stripped  away. 
Unsightly  structures,  erected  for  what  may  be  fitly  called,  in  such 
surroundings,  merely  sordid  purposes,  everywhere  meet  the  eye. 
And,  in  addition,  the  ordinary  accompaniments  of  places  of  public 
resort,  the  showmen,  the  venders  of  small  wares,  the  guides  and 
other  obtruders  of  petty  and  often  needless  services,  with  their 
small,  but  continual  exactions,  make  up  a  sum  of  disturbing  and 
irritating  influences  which  tend  to  supplant  with  resentment  and 
disgust  the  high  emotions  wjjich  the  scene  would  otherwise  inspire. 

It  was  this  degradation  of  the  surroundings  of  Niagara  which 
induced  the  effort  of  which  we  celebrate  to-day  the  successful  ac- 
complishment. The  residents  of  this  neighborhood,  justly  proud 
of  the  possession  of  a  great  natural  spectacle  of  sublimity  and 
beauty  which  drew  to  them  visitors  from  every  part  of  the  civilized 
world,  the  fond  votaries  of  the  scene»  long  accustomed  to  resort  to 
it,  and  to  study  its  features  until  they  had 

"  got  by  heart 
Its  eloquent  proportions  "  — 

took  alarm  at  the  progress  of  the  devastation.  They  knew,  indeed, 
that  the  mighty  floods  from  those  inland  seas  could  never  be  ar- 
rested, nor  the  thunders  of  the  cataract  silenced  by  human  power  : 

11  Man  marks  the  earth  with  ruin — his  control 
Stops  with  the  shore." 

But  they  saw  that  the  glorious  framework  of  the  divine  picture 
was  fragile  as  a  web  of  gossamer,  and  that  although  the  scene  itself 
could  never  be  destroyed,  it  might  be  disenchanted.  They  had 
learned  also  that  much  of  the  rare  beauty  of  leaf,  tree  and  flower, 
which  seems  to  cling  as  if  by  some  preference  around  the  cataract, 
springs  from  conditions  created  by  itself,  and  is,  therefore,  if  I  may 
borrow  the  fine  language  in  which  the  thought  has  been  expressed, 
"  a  part  of  its  own  majesty,"  and  that  to  strip  it  of  these  glorious 
robes  would  be  a  dismemberment,  leaving  the  great  inuige  a  colos- 
sal deformity. 

The  circumstances  which  have  thus  tended  to  e\cite  regret  and 
even  to  arouse  resentment  in  the  hearts  of  the  lovers  of  this  great 
spectacle  all  over  the  world,  could  not,  indeed,  be  imputed  to  the 
community  which  inhabited  its  neighborhood.     They  are  such  as 
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necessarily  arise  in  connection  with  every  place  of  great  public: 
resort,  where  they  are  not  checked  and  restrained  by  the  presence 
of  a  general  superintending  authority,  and  probably  exist  here  in  a 
less  degree  than  in  many  other  places  to  which  large  numbers  are 
attracted.  We  are,  indeed,  indebted  to  the  kindly  care  of  these 
residents,  and  especially  to  that  of  the  family  so  long  the  proprie- 
tors of  a  most  beautiful  part  of  these  banks,  and  whose  name  is  not 
more  closely  associated  with  this  place  than  with  the  patriotic  an- 
nals of  the  nation,  that  so  much  of  their  native  beauty  remains 
untouched  ;  and  the  promised  restoration  of  the  scene  to  its  original 
grandeur  is  welcomed  by  none  with  greater  delight  than  is  felt  by 
those  whose  lives  have  been  passed  in  its  great  presence.  This 
joyous  festivity  in  which  we  are  hospitably  invited  to  share,  is  the 
demonstration  of  their  high  satisfaction  with  all  the  measures  which 
have  been  taken  to  achieve  so  important  a  work. 

To  those  who  were  thus  led  to  consider  in  what  way  the  fur- 
ther degradation  of  Niagara  might  be  arrested,  there  was  but  one 
measure  which  seemed  adequate.  The  real  source  of  the  evil  was 
perceived  to  lie  in  the  circumstance  that  the  surroundings  of  the 
scene  and  its  approaches  had  been  suffered  to  become  the  subject 
of  private  ownership.  Private  proprietors,  ordinarily  at  least,  are 
not  at  liberty  to  devote  their  possessions,  of  whatever  nature,  to 
any  other  purposes  than  those  of  profitable  use.  The  mistake  was 
that  the  fair  territory  which  lies  along  these  banks  should  ever  have 
been  allowed  to  become  private  property.  It  was  once  the  noble 
possession  of  the  People  of  the  State.  Would  that  it  had  always 
so  remained.  The  plain  remedy  was  a  resumption  by  the  Stare  of 
its  former  dominion,  and  a  movement  was  set  on  foot  to  bring 
about  this  result. 

A  suggestion  tending  in  this  direction  was  made  in  the  summer 
of  1878  by  the  then  Governor-General  of  Canada,  Lord  Dufferin, 
himself  a  well-known  admirer  of  the  great  scenes  of  nature,  to  Gov- 
ernor Lucius  Robinson,  who  made  it  the  subject  of  a  special  com- 
munication to  the  Legislature  of  1879,  in  which  he  warmly 
recommended  the  concurrence  of  this  State  in  the  proposition  of 
Lord  Dufferin  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  by  the  two 
Governments  respectively  for  the  purposes  of  conference.  Gov- 
ernor Robinson  in  his  message  expressed,  in  language  worthy  of 
his  enlightened  character,  the  real  duty  of  governments  whose 
territory  embraces  great  natural  spectacles.  He  said  :  "  The  civil 
"  jurisdiction  over  the  Lalls  of  Niagara,  as  well  as  the  shores  and 
"  waters  of  the  Niagara  River,  is  divided  between  this  State  and  the 
"  Province  of  Ontario  in  Canada.  But,  in  one  sense,  the  sublime 
"  exhibition  of  natural  power  there  witnessed  is  the  property  of  the 
"  whole  world.  It  is  visited  by  tourists  from  all  quarters  of  the 
"  globe,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  incumbent  upon  both  Govern- 
"  ments  to  protect  such  travelers  from  improper  annoyance  on 
"  either  side." 
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The  recommendation  of  Gov.  Robinson  was  met  by  a  joint 
resolution  of  both  branches  of  the  Legislature,  directing  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  State  Survey  to  inquire  and  report  what  measures 
it  might  be  expedient  to  take  in  order  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  Governor's  communication. 

The  movement  thus  initiated  was  reinforced  by  an  appeal  in 
1880,  in  the  form  of  memorials,  addressed  respectively  to  Governor 
Alonzo  B.  Cornell  and  to  the  Governor-General  of  Canada  by 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  together  with  many 
others,  residents  of  other  lands.  Among  them  are  included  the 
names  most  distinguished  in  the  Church,  in  the  State,  in  poetry,  in 
letters,  and  in  art.  They  bear  the  illustrious  names  of  Carlyle, 
Emerson,  Longfellow,  Whittier,  Holmes,  Lowell  and  Ruskin. 
Rarely,  indeed,  has  such  a  company  of  eminent  men  in  different 
lands  united  in  a  common  object. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  State  Survey  discharged  the  duty 
devolved  upon  them  by  the  joint  resolution  of  the  Legislature,  by 
causing  a  careful  examination  to  be  made  of  the  present  condition 
of  Niagara  Falls  and  its  surrounding  scenery  ;  and  of  the  operation 
of  the  perils  to  which  triey  were  exposed.  This  examination  was 
made  by  the  accomplished  director  of  the  Commission,  Mr.  James 
L.  Gardner,  and  Mr.  Frederick  Law  Olmstead,  whose  ardent  in- 
terest in  the  beauty  of  landscapes,  natural  as  well  as  artificial,  had 
long  before  inspired  him  with  the  deepest  concern  for  the  future  of 
Niagara  Falls. 

•  The  conclusions  of  the  Commissioners,  founded  upon  the  ex- 
amination thus  made,  were  expressed  in  a  report  to  the  Legislature, 
drawn  up  in  a  manner  altogether  worthy  of  the  subject  and  of 
themselves.  They  set  forth  in  convincing  terms  the  extent  of  the 
deterioration  already  reached,  and  the  inevitable  results  of  further 
neglect,  and  recommended  the  acquisition  by  the  State  of  a  limited 
area  of  land  along  the  banks  of  the  river,  sufficient  to  enable  the 
work  of  protection  and  restoration  to  be  prosecuted  with  effect. 

The  Legislature,  in  1883,  passed  an  Act  adopting  these  recom- 
mendations, and  providing  a  method  for  carrying  them  out.  By 
this  Act  a  Board  of  Commissioners  was  constituted,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  with  authority  to  survey  and  lay  out  such  parts  of 
the  land  adjacent  to  the  Falls  as  it  should,  in  their  judgment,  be 
expedient  for  the  State  to  acquire,  and  to  take  the  necessary  judi- 
cial proceedings  for  ascertaining  the  value  of  the  lands. 

Of  the  character  of  the  gentlemen  appointed  upon  this  com- 
mission I  need  not  speak.  1  hey  were  selected  by  Governor 
Cleveland  with  wise  discernment,  and  with  reference  only  to  their 
qualifications  for  a  task  so  important.  They  at  once  proceeded 
with  the  discharge  ot  their  duties,  and  the  entire  work  of  selecting 
and  surveying  the  lands  and  prosecuting  the  proceedings  requisite 
to  ascertain  their  value,  was  accomplished  so  as  to  enable  them  to 
make  their  report  early  in  the  present  year. 
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It  was  indeed  necessary,  in  order  to  render  these  measures  en- 
tirely effective,  that  an  appropriation  of  public  money  should  be 
made  to  pay  the  ascertained  value  of  the  lands  and  the  attendant 
expenses.  That  crowning  act  was  performed  by  the  Legislature  of 
1885,  and  the  present  Governor  of  the  State,  who  does  us  the  honor 
of  his  presence  to-day,  is  to  be  congratulated  upon  the  opportunity 
which  has  fallen  to  him  of  closing,  by  his  signature,  the  series  of 
most  honorable  executive  acts  in  this  movement  for  the  restoration 
of  Niagara  Falls.  The  transfer  of  title  has  now  been  completed, 
and  we  have  been  called  to  witness  its  public  recognition.  No 
longer  is  Niagara,  at  least  upon  this  bank,  the  property  of  men. 
The  formal  title  does,  indeed,  rest  in  that  great  corporation  com- 
posed of  the  people  of  the  State  in  their  sovereign  capacity  ;  but 
they  assert  no  ownership.  They  reverently  acknowledge  a  trust. 
In  the  allotment  among  different  races  and  nations  of  the  majestic 
displays  of  natural  beauty  or  power,  this  chief  example  has  fallen 
under  their  dominion.  But  its  great  purpose  and  essential  use  are 
not  thereby  changed.  It  is  theirs  only  to  restore,  protect  and 
preserve — theirs  only,  in  common  with  all  lovers  of  the  sublime 
and  the  beautiful,  \o  revere  and  enjoy. 

The  State  of  New  York  has  dons  many  memorable  things 
which  illumine  her  annals.  She  has  erected  great  structures  dedi- 
cated to  charity.  She  has  established  a  great  system  of  universal 
education.  She  has  raised  and  sent  into  the  field  vast  armies  to 
defend  Liberty  and  perpetuate  the  great  nation  of  which  she  forms 
a  part ;  but  in  no  single  act  has  she  shown  herself  more  worthy  of 
her  renown,  or  of  the  place  she  fills  in  the  nation  and  in  the  world, 
than  by  avowing,  as  she  does  to-day,  her  intention  to  forever  guard 
and  secure  this  spot  against  all  profanation,  for  the  delight,  the 
elevation,  and  the  improvement  of  mankind. 

The  effort  has  not  passed  into  successful  accomplishment 
wholly  without  a  challenge.  Minds  accustomed  to  scrutinize  nar- 
rowly the  objects  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  devote  the  public 
revenue,  have  questioned  whether  our  civil  Constitution  permitted 
such  an  expenditure  for  the  mere  purpose  of  indulging  a  sentiment. 
The  question  and  its  decision  are  alike  honorable.  We  cannot 
appropriate  public  moneys  to  anything  but  a  public  use.  But  pub- 
lic uses  should  certainly  be  deemed  broad  enough  to  embrace  the 
gratification  of  the  noblest  aspirations  of  which  human  nature  is 
capable.  Pitiable,  indeed,  would  be  the  spectacle  of  a  people  who 
had  paralyzed  themselves  against  the  indulgence  of  a  sentiment.  It 
is  in  their  sentiments  that  the  life  of  a  people  is  most  truly  mani- 
fested. Are  we  to  teach  at  vast  expense  in  our  schools  the  methods 
and  the  order  of  nature,  the  ideals  in  poetry  and  art,  an  '  yet  not 
cherish  the  majestic  teacher  that  exalts  all  our  ideals?  It  is  our 
sectarian  dissensions  alone  which  prevents  us  from  devoting  any 
part  of  the  public  wealth  to  the  highest  of  all  public  uses — religion; 
but  in  the  worship  inspired  by  this  place  we  are  all  of  one  faith. 
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The  sentiments  of  men  are  oftentimes  more  powerful  than 
their  interests  even,  and  history  furnishes  some  interesting  proofs 
of  the  depth  of  the  feelings,  closely  akin  to  those  the  triumph  of 
which  we  celebrate  to-day,  which  connect  the  sentiment  of  rever- 
ence in  man  with  great  natural  objects.  The  superstition  of  early 
Greece  asserted  the  existence  at  Delphi  of  a  miraculous  cleft  in  the 
earth,  from  which  bursts  forth  a  divine  afflatus  capable  of  inspiring 
the  awful  responses  of  Apollo  ;  but  this  mere  fable  could  scarcely 
have  sufficed  to  render  the  spot  the  principle  shrine  of  the  favorite 
god.  Situated  in  the  most  picturesque  valley  of  Greece,  at  the 
foot  of  the  lofty  summit  of  Parnassus,  it  was  the  beauty  and  sub- 
limity of  the  scene  which  enhanced  the  fame  of  the  oracle.  It  was 
the  surrounding  scenery,  exalting  the  imagination  and  kindling 
the  religious  emotions,  which  attracted  the  multitude  of  votaries 
and  rendered  the  place  the  center  of  the  Hellenic  world.  But  the 
devout  sentiments  of  the  pilgrims  were  offended  by  the  petty  exac- 
tions of  the  neighboring  seaport  of  Cirrha,  and  the  fertile  plain 
around  the  temple  excited  the  cupidity  of  the  neighboring  hus- 
bandmen to  make  continual  encroachments  upon  the  sacred  pre- 
cincts of  the  god.  The  evil  was  endured  tor  a  time  ;  but  in  the  end 
all  Greece  arose  in  resentment  at  the  profanation,  and  in  a  devas- 
tating conflict  often  years,  fitly  styled  the  "  Sacred  War,"  destroyed 
the  offending  town  and  choked  up  its  harbor  ;  swept  from  the  Cir- 
cassian plain  all  evidences  of  human  ownership,  and  thus  vindi- 
cated the  insulted  majesty  of  the  god,  and  asserted  the  right  of 
worshippers  from  every  land  to  approach  the  great  oracle  unmo- 
lested. 

It  was  a  characteristic  trait  of  the  poetic  superstitions  of 
Greece  to  personify  tne  visible  forms  of  nature  in  a  spirit  of  pecu- 
liar sympathy  and  tenderness.  Into  what  a  sublime  Pantheon 
would  Greek  imagination  have  converted  a  scene  like  Niagara  I 
An  abode  for  every  divinity,  with  the  Great  Thunderer  himself  in 
the  midst  shaking  "his  ambrosial  curls!"  A  more  spiritual  as 
well  as  philosophic  faith  has  dispelled  these  fond  illusions  ;  but 
poetry  is  still  left  to  sing  her  sweet  lament  over  a  disenchanted 
world. 

"  The  intelligible  forms  of  ancient  poets, 
The  fair  humanities  of  old  religion, 
The  power,  the  beauty  and  the  majesty. 
That  had  their  haunts  in  dale  or  piny  mountain, 
Or  forest  by  slow  stream  or  pebbly  spring, 
Or  chasms  and  watery  depths,  all  these  have  vanished. 
They  live  no  longer  in  the  faith  of  reason." 

The  modern  world,  with  its  restless  industrial  activities,  may, 
perhaps  be  less  responsive  to  the  inspirations  of  nature  ;  but  it  is 
for  the  reason  that  the  sensibilities  are  less  awake,  not  that  the 
voices  are  silenced.  Nature  addresses  all  ages  in  the  same  language, 
which  the  heart  of  man  can  understand  without  the  aid  of  a  myth- 
ology. 
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"  The  word  unto  the  prophet  spoken 
Was  writ  on  tables  yet  unbroken. 
The  word  by  seers  or  seraphs  told 
In  groves  of  oak  or  fanes  of  gold, 
Still  floats  upon  the  morning  wind, 
Still  whispers  to  the  willing  mind." 

Our  work  to-day  is  to  restore  a  neglected  oracle  ;  to  manifest 
•our  sense  of  the  pre-eminent  importance  of  this  miracle  of  nature 
as  a  teacher — a  source  of  every  softening  and  elevating  influence — 
to  leave  its  own  creative  powers  to  reproduce  its  original  majesty, 
•and  to  throw  wide  open  its  beautiful  gates,  that  all,  of  whatever 
race  or  clime,  may  enter  in. 

But,  though  the  immediate  task  of  New  York  is  accomplished, 
the  whole  work  is  not  yet  finished.  The  great  and  friendly  nation 
which  occupies  the  opposite  bank,  holds  in  her  hands  a  matchless 
part  of  the  glories  of  Niagara.  We  are  not  to  doubt  that  she  is 
fully  sensible  of  the  duty  which  her  dominion  imposes,  nor  that 
that  duty  will  be  fully  discharged.  Our  own  endeavor  had  its 
origin,  in  part,  in  a  suggestion  proceeding  from  one  of  her  distin- 
guished chief  magistrates.  Our  example  cannot  but  stimulate  her 
to  decisive  action.  And  what  better  pledge  of  everlasting  amity 
•could  be  given  than  a  mutual  and  peaceful  guardianship  over  these 
beautiful  banks  ?  The  tumult  of  contending  armies  engaged  in 
deadly  strife  was  once  drowned  by  the  roar  of  the  cataract.  Does 
not  that  great  voice  forever  say,  "  Peace,  be  still  '"to  the  passions 
by  which  such  strife  is  engendered  ? 

"  Oh  !  may  the  waves  which  madden  in  thy  deep, 

There  spend  their  rage,  nor  climb  the  encircling  steep, 
And  till  the  conflict  of  thy  surges  cease' 
The  nations  on  thy  hanks  repose  in  peace." 


President  Brooks,  at  the  conclusion  of  Mr.  Carter's  oration, 
spoke  with  pleasure  of  the  presence  of  the  Ontario  officials,  and 
called  upon  Lieut. -Gov.  Robinson  for  a  speech.  That  gentleman 
as  he  stepped  to  the  front  was  greeted  with  applause.  He  said  he 
was  sensible  of  the  compliment  paid  him  as  the  representative  of 
the  Province  of  Ontario  in  calling  upon  him.  Not  being  on  the 
programme  or  not  being  aware  that  he  would  be  called  upon,  must 
be  his  excuse  for  his  brief  remarks.  He  felt  that  the  compliment 
was  due  to  the  esteem,  respect,  and  good  will  of  the  people  of  this 
country  for  the  Province  of  Ontario,  a,nd  to  that  illustrious  lady 
and  most  gracious  Queen  who  adorns  the  English  throne.  He 
believed  that  the  present  occasion  was  the  first    time  that  a  Cover- 
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nor  of  Ontario  had  been  called  upon  to  speak  to  such  a  gathering 
in  this  country.  It  would  be  dangerous  for  him  to  go  home  after 
saying  that  the  people  here  were  better  looking  than  the  people  in 
Canada.  So  he  would  leave  that  unsaid.  He  realized,  however, 
hat  he  and  his  fellow  countrymen  were  sons  of  the  freest  monar- 
chy on  earth,  while  you  are  the  most  republican  of  all  the  nations  of 
the  world,  but  there  was  such  a  slight  difference  in  the  liberty  en- 
joyed by  the  two  people  that  there  was  so  little  difference  in  their 
appearance;  he  dwelt  upon  the  good  feeling  now  existing  between 
the  two  countries  and  expressed  the  hope  that  that  feeling  would 
never  be  disturbed.  He  was  glad  to  know  that  the  Reserva- 
tion was  started  by  the  ex-Gov.  Robinson.  He  also  had  the 
honor  of  being  a  Gov.  Robinson.  They  might  depend  upon  it  that 
whenever  there  was  a  good  thing  started  a  Robinson  had  some- 
thing to  do  with  it.  He  expressed  the  pleasure  he  felt  in  partici- 
pating in  the  ceremonies,  and  said  that  the  Canadians  would  be 
stimulated  by  the  good  example  of  New  York  State.  They  had 
also  taken  the  necessary  steps  to  make  a  park  on  their  side  ;  [cheers} 
an  Act  had  been  passed  by  the  Parliament,  and  a  survey  had  been 
made.  In  concluding  he  expressed  the  hope  that  when  the  Inter- 
national Park  was  an  assured  fact,  the  study  of  both  countries  would 
be  for  the  convenience,  pleasure,  and  comfort  of  visitors.  Again 
applause  was  the  rule. 


MR.  MOWAT'S  REMARKS. 
Premier  Movvat  was  next  introduced  by  President  Brooks.  His 
speech  was  most  happy,  and  occasioned  much  laughter  and  ap. 
plause.  He  first  remarked  that  the  audience  appeared  so  much 
like  Canadians  that  if  he  were  not  in  New  York  State  he  would 
certainly  suppose  that  he  was  in  Canada.  He  expressed  the  satis- 
faction he  felt  in  the  fulfillment  of  a  long-cherished  hope.  He 
also  felt  extremely  anxious  to  annex  the  State  of  New  York,  to  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  [laughter],  and  promised  that  he  should  do 
his  best  to  accomplish  that  object  unless  we  anticipate  him  by  an- 
nexing Canada.     In  this  matter  of  the  Reservation,  Canada   would 
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be  content  to  follow  the  example  of  New  York  State,  though  pro- 
gress might  not  be  so  rapid  as  Canadians  desired.  He  reminded 
his  hearers  that  the  population  of  New  York  was  5,000,000,  while 
that  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  was  but  2,500,000.  He  also 
reminded  them  that  the  wealth  of  New  York  also  exceeds  that  of 
Ontario.  It  was  50  years  since  New  York's  population  was  2,500.- 
000,  he  said,  and  the  people  ofthis  State  had  waited  that  length  of 
time  before  they  instituted  a  free  park.  He  promised,  however, 
that  Canada  would  not  wait  that  length  of  time.  He  hoped  that  it 
would  be  his  pleasure  before  his  term  of  office  expires  to  invite 
them  all  over  to  the  Canadian  side  on  a  like  occasion.  If  that  time 
does  not  come  before,  he  hoped  his  own  term  of  office  would  be 
longer.  He  closed  his  remarks  by  inviting  every  one  to  the  open- 
ing of  the  Canadian  Park,  to  occur  within  a  limited  period. 

After  the  cheers  and  applause  which  followed  this  speech  had 
subsided,  the  chorus  sang  Keller's  American  hymn,  followed  by  the 
doxology  sung  by  the  audience,  and  the  benediction  pronounced 
by  Bishop  Coxe.  President  Brooks  then  adjourned  the  meeting  to 
meet  on  the  Canadian  side,  when  a  similar  park  shall  be  thrown 
open  to  the  world. 

The  programme  was  interspersed  with  music,  the  instrumental 
music  being  rendered  by  an  orchestra  composed  of  the  65th  and 
74th  Regiment  Bands,  and  the  International  Band  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Prof.  L.  H.  Plogsted,  and  the  vocal  music  by  a  grand 
chorus  of  400  voices  from  the  Societies  of  Buffalo  and  Niagara 
Falls,  under  the  direction  of  Herr  Johann  Gelbke  of  Buffalo,  F.  C. 
M.  Lautz  of  the  Buffalo  Liedertafel,  rendering  the  solo  "The  Star 
Spangled  Banner"   with  great  power. 

The  festivities  of .  the  day  were  concluded  by  a  military  parade 
and  review  by  the  Governor  in  the  afternoon,  and  elaborate  fire- 
works in  the  evening.

The  Library  has  been  open  to  visitors  daily  dur- 
ing the  past  year.  A  record  has  been  kept,  and  the 
Register  shows  an  increased  number  of  visitors  to  our 
rooms. 

Never  before  have  we  had  so  many  strangers  to 
inspect  and  enjoy  the  collections. 

The  Library  and  other  sources  of  information  which 
belong  to  the  Society,  have  also  been  consulted  daily 
by  our  citizens  for  Historical,  Genealogical,  Statistical 
and  Legal  enquiries,  in  which  our  early  records,  partic- 
ularly of  Deaths  and  Marriages,  which  commences  with 
the  publication  of  the  first  Buffalo  Newspaper  in  1S11. 
have  been  especially  helpful. 

The  facilities  for  reference  afforded  by  the  Society 
have  been  extended  freely  to  the  public,  thus  making  some

return  to  the  community  for  the  liberality  which  has   been 
bestowed  upon  it. 

THE    RED   JACKET    MONUMENT    FUND. 

Since  the  remains  of  Red  Jacket  and  contempo- 
rary chiefs  and  warriors  were  reinterred  at  Forest  Lawn 
substantial  headstones  of  granite,  bearing  appropriate  in- 
scriptions, have  been  erected  over  the  graves  of  Red 
Jacket,  Little  Billy,  Destroy  Town,  Captain  Pollard,  The 
Young  King  and  Tall  Peter. 

The  principal  Memorial  to  Red  Jacket  and  the 
Iroquois  was  intended  to  be  a  handsome  granite  shaft 
surmounted  by  a  bronze  statue  of  the  great  orator. 

The  foundation  and  first  course  of  masonry  above  the 
ground  have  been  laid. 

The  work  of  completing  the  Monument  has,  however, 
been  temporarily  suspended  for  the  lack  of  funds.  It  is 
hoped  that  an  enterprising  and  liberal  public  will  not  long 
suffer  this  deserving  project  to  languish. 

The  example  of  our  neighbor,  the  Province  of  On- 
tario, in  the  instance  of  the  splendid  Monument  erected  by 
its  citizens  to  Thayendanegea,  is  deserving  of  emulation. 

LITERARY    EXCHANGES. 

Our  Exchange  list  with  Sister  Societies  and  other 
Public  Libraries  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  has 
been  steadily  extended  the  past  year  with  great  advantage 
to  us.  It  now  embraces  over  Two  Hundred  Societies  and 
Libraries  similar  to  our  own.  In  exchange  for  the  many 
valuable  gifts  sent  us  we  have  not  always  been  able  to 
make  an  adequate  return,  but  we  hope  to  resume  the  pub- 
lication of  our  Historical  Collections  at  an  early  day. 
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BINDING    FUND. 

Your  Board  would  call  the  attention  of  the  Society  to 
the  importance  of  providing  a  Binding  Fund ;  it  is  one  of 
our  principal  wants. 

We  have  a  very  large  number  of  Pamphlets,  Maga- 
zines, Journals,  Bulletins  and  Reviews,  many  valuable 
Books,  and  Newspaper  files,  which  have  accumulated  since 
the  organization  of  the  Society  in  1862,  that  should  be 
bound  and  placed  in  the  Library  ;  its  value  and  usefulness 
would  be  greatly  enhanced, 

The  calls  on  the  general  fund  are  too  numerous  and 
pressing  to  permit  us  to  do  anything  in  the  way  of  binding 
except  a  few  newspaper  files,  and  those  in  the  cheapest 
manner. 

No  friend  of  the  Society  can  render  it  a  more  accepta- 
ble service  than  by  contributing  to  this  fund.

Our  Obituary  register  commences  with  the  publication 
of  the  first  Buffalo  newspaper  in  181 1,  and  has  been  con- 
tinued to  the  present  time. 

1928  names  of  citizens  of  Buffalo  and  Erie  Count)^ 
of  the  age  of  twenty  years  and  upwards,  who  died  here  or 
elsewhere,  have  been  added  to  this  record  during  the  past 
year,  with  their  ages  and  dates  of  death  alphabetically  ar- 
ranged. 

MARRIAGE  RECORD. 

From  the    same    period  embraces  all   the   marriages 
which  have  been  announced  in  the  Buffalo  newspapers. 
For  the   past  year   1544   were  added   to  this  record 
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alphabetically,  under  the  surname  of  each  party,  and  the 
names  of  the  Journals  in  which  they  were  published. 

Realizing  the  importance  and  the  growing  value  as 
time  rolls  on,  of  these  two  records  of  deaths  and  marriages, 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  Society  to  continue  them.  They 
will  at  all  times  be  written  up  for  consultation  by  its  mem- 
bers and  accessible  to  the  public  free  of  charge.

Upon  the  occasion  of  the  death  of  Dr.  Falk,  the 
Board  of  Managers  adopted  the  following  memorial  pre- 
sented by  the  Hon.  James  Sheldon. 

"The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society  having  learned  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Sam- 
son Falk,  D.  D.,  who  for  many  years  has  been  a  Mem- 
ber of  this  Board,  desires  to  express  in  this  formal  man- 
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ner  its  sense  of  the  great  loss  the  Society  and  our 
community  have  sustained. 

Dr.  Falk  occupied  a  commanding  position  in  our 
City  and  Country ;  not  only  on  account  of  his  abilities 
and  learning,  but  as  the  representative  of  a  large  and 
influential  portion  of  our  citizens. 

He  was  a  man  of  enlarged  and  generous  views 
upon  all  matters  pertaining  to  questions  of  human  liberty 
and  religious  faith,  sympathizing  in  every  movement  for 
the  amelioration  and  improvement  of  mankind  and  af- 
fording in  his  life  and  character  an  example  worthy  of 
the  emulation  of  every  citizen. 

For  several  years  he  has  been  one  of  the  Council- 
lors of  this  Board,  faithfully  aiding  the  interests  of  the 
Society  by  his  personal  influence  and  counsel. 

It  .is  therefore  ordered  that  this  memorial  be  adopted 
as  a  tribute  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  Dr.  Falk,  and 
that  it  be  incorporated  into  the  records  of  the  Society,  and 
that  a  copy  thereof  be  transmitted  to  the  family  of  the 
deceased." 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Never,  during  any  previous  year  of  the  Society,  has 
there  been  so  much  interest  and  activity  manifested  on  the 
part  of  our  members  to  increase  the  membership,  and 
have  it  large  enough  to  pay  all  expenses  out  of  the  annu- 
al dues,  and  the  Society  is  much  encouraged  at  the  result 
of  their  efforts.

THE    BRANT    MEMORIAL  EXERCISES    AT    BRANTFORD. 

Early  in  October  last  our  Society,  its  Officers  and 
Members  received  a  cordial  invitation  from  the  Commit- 
tee in  charge,  to  attend  the  Memorial  exercises,  October 
13th,  on  the  occasion  of  unveiling  the  Monument*  erected 
at  Brantford,  Ontario,  to  the  memory  of  the  great  Captain 
of  the  Six  Nations,  Thayendanegea,  or  Joseph  Brant. 

The  invitation  was  accepted,  and  the  Society  was 
represented  by  two  of  its  officers  and  a  Corresponding 
Member,  Mr.  George  H.  Harris,  of  Rochester. 

The  occasion  was  of  considerable  historic  interest  and 
the  representatives  of  the  Society  were  most  hospitably 
entertained  by  their  Canadian  hosts. 

Nearly  all  the  aboriginal  tribes,  resident  in  Canada 
were  represented  by  their  Chiefs,  Head  men  and  Warriors, 
affording  to  the  Anthropologist  a  rare  opportunity  of  observ- 
ing and  comparing  the  varying  physical  and  mental  char- 
acteristics of  our  indigenous  population,  ranging  as  they 
did  from  the    stalwart  Blackfeet,  and  crafty    Crees,  of  the 
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Northwest,  to  the  civilized  Six  Nations,  Delawares  and 
Chippewas,  who  still  haunt  their  ancient  seats  in  the  pen- 
insula of  Ontario.  Many  of  them  wore  their  old-time 
garb,  ornaments  and  weapons,  bore  themselves  proudly, 
and  were  fine  specimens  of  a  race  so  fast  disappearing 
from  the  gaze  of  men. 

The  Monument  which  was  designed  by  Mr.  Percy 
Wood,  of  London,  Eng.,  reflects  great  credit  upon  the 
gifted  artist,  and  on  the  patriotic  citizens,  and  Indian  tribes, 
who  jointly  bore  the  expense  of  its  erection. 

The  Six  Nations  of  Indians,  resident  in  Canada,  con- 
tributed $5,000  to  the  Monument  fund. 

At  the  banquet  in  the  evening,  perhaps  the  most  in- 
spiring and  eloquent  speech  was  made  by  a  young  Mo- 
hawk Chief.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  projected  Monu- 
ment to  Red  Jacket  will  soon  cease  to  be  a  dream,  and 
become  a  reality. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  proper  to  add  that  the 
Society  was  honored  with  invitations  to  unite  in  the  cer- 
emonies accompanying  the  unveiling  of  the  Bronze  Statue 
of  Columbus,  the  great  Navigator,  in  Tower  Grove  Park, 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  October  12th.  .  Also  to  be  present  on  the 
occasion  of  the  inauguration  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  of  the  Statue  of  "  Liberty  Enlightening 
the  World"  to  be  presented  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States,  by  the  people  of  France,  October  28th,  but  that 
owing  to  circumstances  which  could  not  be  obviated,  the 
Society  was  not  represented  on  either  of  those  memora- 
ble occasions. 
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OUR  NEW  APARTMENTS. 

'  The  most  important  fact  in  the  history  of  the  Soci- 
ety during  the  past  year,  is  its  removal  from  our  old  quar- 
ters, which  we  had  long  since  outgrown,  to  the  fine  suite 
of  rooms  which  have  been  reserved  for  the  Society  in  the 
New  Buffalo  Library  Building. 

Never  before  has  the  Society  met  under  such  favor- 
able auspices  as  on  the  present  occasion. 

As  we  look  around  us  through  the  beautiful  and  spa- 
cious apartments,  sufficiently  commodious  for  the  present 
and  prospective'  wants  of  the  Society  we  are  more  than 
gratified  with  the  happy  change. 

Our  removal  has  been  to  another  Fireproof  building, 
and  the  guarantee  which  it  offers  to  the  Society  for  the 
safety  of  its  valuable  historical  treasures,  which  are  rap- 
idly increasing  in  number  and  importance,  gives  us  great 
pleasure  and  satisfaction. 

The  work  of  removal  to  the  new  apartments  was  be- 
gun on  the  20th  day  of  December,  and  is  now  completed. 

The  present  arrangement  of  the  collections,  and 
furnishing  of  the  apartments  is  only  temporary*  The  ap- 
propriate fitting  up  of  the  rooms  is  in  the  future. 

We  present  a  brief  description  of  the  elegant  rooms 
now  occupied  by  the  Society. 

The  actual  floor  space  is  9,200  square  feet,  with  a 
13^  foot  ceiling,  and  well  lighted. 

This  space  is  divided  into  four  rooms  ;  that  assigned 
to  the  Library  is  55x40,  with  tables  and  conveniences  for 
readers  and  students. 

An  Historical  Museum  Room,  70x41,  is  set  apart  for 
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our  Indian  Collection,  Curiosities,  Battle  Flags,  War  rel- 
ics, etc.  Also  the  large  and  valuable  collection  of  the 
Francis  Memorials,  the  celebrated  Lord  Library,  and 
the  Library  bequeathed  to  the  Society  by  that  estimable 
lady,  the  late  Caroline  C.  Fillmore. 

A  room  for  meetings  and  social  gatherings,  and 
which  is  to  contain  the  collection  of  Newspapers,  Pam- 
phlets, Manuscripts,  Photographic  Portraits  and  Statuary, 
74x32- 

That  occupied  by  the  Portrait  Gallery  only,  is  53x35. 
All  neatly  furnished,  and  so  arranged  as  to  be  attractive 
for  members  and  others  visiting  them. 

The  rooms  are  heated  by  steam,  and  for  artificial 
light  are  supplied  by  gas,  and  will  be,  (if  found  necessary,) 
by  the  incandescent  electric  light. 

The  building  is  not  supplied  at  present  with  an  ele- 
vator, but  easy  access  to  the  rooms  may  be  had  by  the 
grand  stairway. 

Our  citizens  who  have  so  generously  contributed  to 
the  fund  to  defray  the  expense  of  our  removal  and  fur- 
nishing these  apartments,  and  also  subscribed  so  liberally 
to  the  fund  for  this  magnificent  edifice,  and  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Buffalo  Library  which  has  carried  the  enter- 
prise to  so  successful  a  termination,  and  so  fittingly  pre- 
pared these  large  and  cheerful  rooms  for  our  reception. 
will  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance,  not  only  by  the 
Buffalo  Historical  Society,  but  by  the  generations  who 
will  come  after  us  and  reap  the  advantages  of  this  perma- 
nent home  for  History,  Literature,  Science  and  the  Arts. 
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conclusion. 

The  steadfast  liberality  of  our  members  and  friends 
has  carried  us  through  another  year.  Never  during  any 
previous  year  of  the  Society,  have  we  made  such  substan- 
tial progress  as  i  the  past  year ;  it  has  been  one  of  signal 
prosperity  to  this  Society.  Our  finances  have  been  great- 
ly increased  by  the  addition  of  over  a  hundred  paying 
members,  and  Fifteen  Hundred  and  Thirty  Dollars  have 
been  added  to  our  Permanent  Fund  by  the  payments  to 
wit :  of  One  Thousand  Dollars  on  the  legacy  of  Thom- 
as C.  Reilly,  deceased.  Four  Hundred  and  Eighty  Dol- 
lars on  the  bequest  of  Caroline  C.  Fillmore,  and  Fifty 
Dollars  for  a  Life  Membership.  *  Our  Exchange  list  has 
been  enlarged,  and  we  have  received  valuable  returns. 
Many  and  generous  have  been  the  gifis  bestowed  on  us. 

The  additions  to  our  Library  and  other  collections 
of  the  Society,  far  exceed  those  of  any  previous  year. 

This  increase  is  mainly  due  to  the  efforts  and  devo- 
tion of  a  few  individuals,  who  realized  the  importance  of 
the  work,  and  proves  that  by  the  associated  effort  of  all 
our  members,  much  more  could  be  accomplished,  and 
greater  additions  made  to  its  treasures. 


*   Note. — It  is  confidently  expected  that  the  Society  will  receive  from   the 
Executors  of  the  Reilly  Estate  an  additional  Five  Hundred  Dollars. 

The  will  of  the  late  Francis  W.  Tracy,  containing  the  noble  bequest  to 
the  Society,  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  is  being  contested.  The  contestant  has, 
however,  authoritatively  expressed  her  wish  and  determination  in  case  the  con- 
test results  in  her  favor,  that  this  with  other  public  spirited  and  charitable  be- 
quests be  paid  in  full. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  wealthy  citizens  may  emulate  the  example  of 
Mr.  Tracy  in  seeking  to  endow  a  worthy  institution  and  assist  in  widening  its 
sphere  of  operations. 
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There  is  no  institution  of  the  city,  the  people  should 
be  more  proud  of  than  the  Historical  Society.  Faithful  to 
the  purposes  of  formation,  we  are  gathering  and  preserving, 
classifying  and  arranging  a  collection  of  Historical  treas- 
ures an  i  priceless  memorials  of  other  days,  and  to  the  best 
of  our  ability,  rendering  them  all  accessible  to  the  public. 

We  urge  our  members  to  labor  for  the  success  of  the 
Society,  to  build  up  a  collection  which  would  be  a  credit 
to  the  city,  and  that  every  citizen  will  be  proud  of  and  in- 
vite the  public  to  share  in  its  privileges  and  generously 
strengthen  its  resources. 

On  motion  the  Report  was  accepted  and  ordered 
placed  on  file. 

The  Hon.  E.  S.  Hawley  moved  that  1,500  copies  of 
the  report  be  printed,  for  which  a  contract  shall  be  made  in 
advance  as  .to  cost  of  same  at  the  lowest  price.     Carried. 

Mr.  Hawley  offered  the  following  resolution,  which 
was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Select  Committee  which  has  had 
charge  of  the  removal  into  these  new  rooms,  and  arranging 
the  property  be  requested  to  continue  to  act  as  such  com- 
mittee. 

Gen.  Graves  moved  that  the  chair  appoint  a  commit- 
tee of  seven  to  nominate  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Carried.

Mr.  E.  S.  Hawley  seconded  the  motion   testifying  to 
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the  devotion  of  Judge  Sheldon,  to  the  welfare  of  the  So- 
ciety and  his  labors  in  increasing  its  different  departments 

Wm.  C.  Bryant  very  heartily  joined  the  gentlemen  in 
their  well-merited  remarks. 

The  motion  prevailed  by  a  unanimous  vote. 

On  .he  announcement  of  the  election,   Vice-President 

Tillinghast,  in  the  absence  of  President  Haines,  took  the 

chair. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

selves together,  and  form  a  Corporation,  or  Society,  for  Historical 
purposes. 

The  name  or  title  by  which  such  Society  or  Corporation  shall  be 
known  in  law,  is  "The  Buffalo  Historical  Society."  The

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  So- 
ciety was  held  at  its  rooms  in  the  Buffalo  Library  Build- 
ing, on  the  evening  of  the  ioth  of  January,  1888.

THE    LIBRARY. 

During  the  year  there  were  added  to  the  Library  285 
volumes.         .  r 

Of  these  285  volumes  260  were  by  Gift  and  Ex- 
change, and  Binding  25. 

The  whole  number  of  bound  volumes  in  the  Li- 
brary at  the  end  of  the  year  was  9645. 

While  the  number  of  volumes  added  is  not  so  large 
as  we  have  before  reported  in  one  year,  their  average 
value  is  much  greater. 

The  largest  contributors  to  the  Library,  and  other 
collections  of  the  Society  in  the  past  year,  have  been  the 
ladies,  and  we  desire  to  place  it  upon  record  to  their 
credit. 

Many  circulars  reach  us  announcing    the   publication 
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of  works  in  History,  Genealogy,  Biography,  etc.  which 
the  Society  would  gladly  purchase  if  it  possessed  the  nec- 
essary funds. 

No  occasion  however  should  be  lost  of  -securing 
every  publication  large  or  small,  which  relates  to  our  own 
State,  and  especially  to  the  local  history  or  interests  of 
our  own  city. 

PAMPHLETS. 

We  have  gained  very  gratifying  accessions  in  this 
line,  as  since  our  last  report  256  have  been  donated. 

It  is  the  general  tendency  to  underrate  their  value,  but 
we  recognize  their  importance  as  materials  for  history, 
and  hope  our  friends  who  have  pamphlets,  will  gratify 
their  generous  impulses  and  contribute  them  to  the  So- 
ciety.

MANUSCRIPTS. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Hon.  Geo.  S.  Conover,  of 
Geneva,  for  a  rare  manuscript  history  of  Kanadesaga 
and  Geneva,  written  by  himself.  It  is  a  huge  volume, 
the  work  of  many  years  of  labor  and  untiring  investiga- 
tion. 

It  is  divided  into  three  parts,  and  beginning  with 
the  early  Indian  inhabitants,  traces  the  history  of  Geneva, 
and  the  surrounding  region    down    to    the  present  time. 

As  a  book  of  reference,  the  volume  will  be  invalu- 
able to  our  students  of  local  and  frontier  history. 

With  this  addition  to  our  Manuscripts,  we  can  report 
118  single,  and  twenty-four  bound  volumes. 

In  this  connection,  we  wish  to  remind  our  mem- 
bers and  citizens  that  one  of  the  objects  of  collection 
desired  by  this  Society,  is  Manuscript  Narratives  and 
reminiscences  of  Pioneer  Settlers  of  Buffalo  and  Western 
New  York,  their  statements  regarding  occurrences  of 
early  days,  exploits,  perils,  and   hardy  adventures, 
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Any  such  contributions  of  materials  for  history, 
would  be  very  acceptable  and  gratefully  received.

THE    LORD    LIBRARY. 

Your  Board  have  to  report  that  the  Society  entered  into 
a  contract,  September  27th  last,  with  the  City  of  Buffalo, 
under  their  respective  seals,  in  consideration  of  the  payment 
to  it  of  Si, 000  for  the  first  year,  and  the  payment  therearier 
each  and  every  year  of  the  sum  of  S500,  to  provide  for  the 
preservation'  and  maintenance  of  the  large  and  valuable 
Library  bequeathed  to  the  City  by  the  late  Rev.  John  C. 
Lord,  D.  D.,  and  for  keeping  said  Library  distinct,  open 
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and  free  of  access  to  all  residents  of  the  City  at  all  reason- 
able times,  and  to  make  proper  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  use,  management  and  protection  thereof. 

This  Library  has  been  received  and  placed  in  the  new 
cases  provided  for  it. 

PUBLICATION    OF    COLLECTIONS. 

We  have  been  enabled  during  the  past  year  to  continue 
the  Publication  of  our  Collections  by  an  arrangement 
with  the  Messrs  Bigelow  Brothers. 

The  Third  Volume  of  the  Manuscript  treasures  of  the 
Society  will  be  forthcoming  in  a  short  time,  and  we  are 
glad  to  announce  that  the  character  and  scope  of  the  con- 
tents of  this  Volume  will  be  equally  as  enjoyable  as  were 
the  earlier  volumes.

It  is  with  much  satisfaction  we  report  three  Bequests  to 
this  Society  in  the  past  year,  viz. :  That  of  the  Hon.  John 
T.  Hudson  of  $1,000,  conditional  on  the  Society  becoming 
the  depository  of  a\few  personal  effects. 

Next  is  the  legacy  of  William  Hodge,  conveying  a  lot 
of  land  100  feet  square,  on  Hodge  Avenue. 

And  lastly,  the  gift  of  M.  S.  Hawley,  of  $1,000,  condi- 
tional on  the  preservation  and  care  of  a  small  box  of  family 
writings  and  keepsakes. 

May  we  not  hope  that  other  wealthy  citizens  will  bestow 
a  portion  of  their  surplus  wealth  upon  our  Society,  that  it 
may  have  an  endowment,  to  place  it  beyond  the  reach  of 
capricious  favor,  and  thus  never  be  suffered  to  languish  for 
want  of  means  to  sustain  it.

This  Library  has  been  catalogued  and  arranged  in  a 
new  case,  surmounted  by  a  handsome  oil  portrait  of 
Mrs.  Fillmore,  the  donor  of  the  Library. 

THE     CABINETS. 

Important  additions  have  been  made  to  our  Cabinets. 

Prominent  among  them  is  a  Privateer's  Commission 
dated  April  4,  1779,  granted  by  George  III.  during  the 
Revolution,  to  John  Porteus,  of  New  York  City,  a  great- 
grandfather of  the  donor,  Mr.  Edward  S.  Dann. 

Bill  of  Sale  of  a  Slave,  dated  Oct.  1,  1862,  found  in  At- 
lanta,  Ga.,  Sept.  4,  1864,  by  Samuel  T.  Smith  of  Buffalo, 
attached  to  Sherman's  Army,  now  of  Kansas  City,  Mo. 

George  Ferris  donates  a  Copper  Cross,  picked  up  by 
his  father,  the  late  Charles  D.  Ferris,  an  officer  in  the 
Texan  Army,  from  the  ruins  of  the  Church  of  Saint  Guad- 
aloupe,  in  the  village  of  San  Felipe,  which  was  sacked 
during  the  Texas  Revolution  in  i835-'6. 

He  also  presents  to  the  Society  a  Hard  Cider  Cup,  which 
was  awarded  to  his  father  in  1 840  by  the  Harrison  Club 
of  Buffalo,  for  the  best  Harrison  Campaign  Poem,  together 
with  the  manuscript  and  printed  music. 

Mrs.  S.  Cary  Adams  sends  us  a  Harrison  and  Reform 
Badge,  used  by  Whigs  in  the  Log  Cabin  Campaign  of 
1840. 

Nathaniel  Hall  donates  a  Two-Dollar  Bill,  Confederate 
currency. 

Wm.  H.  Meader,  Quaker  Springs,  N.  Y.,  One  old  Brit- 
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ish  Copper  Coin,  reign  of  George  III.,  dated  1714,  picked 
up  on  the  old  Saratoga  battle-ground. 

Emmor  Haines,  1  Mexican  Silver  Quarter  and  1  Ten- 
Cent  Cuban  fractional  currency. 

Henry  L.  Sheldon,  Middlebury,  Vt.,  Four  specimens 
of  Scrip,  issued  during  the  Civil  War.

Gen.  C.  W.  Darling,  Utica,  N.  Y.,  sends  us  a  note  for 
Ten  Dollars,  issued  by  the  Bank  of  Lapeer,  Mich.,  1837, 
and  miniature  copy  of  the  Utica  Herald,  size  3X41-!  inches. 

W.  H.  H.  Newman  presents  a  reprint  fac-simile  of  the 
first  printed  Copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  Medal  commemorating  the  Centennial  of  its  adoption. 

Andrew  Langdon,  fac-simile  of  Franklin's  first  news- 
paper, the  New  England  Courant,  February  11,  1723. 

From  the  Lord  Collection,  50  Rare  Old  Silver  Coins, 
and  55  Miscellaneous  Relics,  mostly  from  foreign  lands. 
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They  have  been  given  a  prominent  place  in  the  Museum 
Room,  neatly  labelled  and  arranged  in  the  new  cabinet, 
set  apart  for  them,  and  put  on  exhibition. 

John  B.  Newman  donates  2  New  Centennial  Postage 
Stamps  to  complete  our  collection. 

Percy  Wood,  London,  England,  has  kindly  remembered 
us  with  a  complete  set  of  the  Silver  Coins  of  England, 
with  the  exception  of  the  sixpence,  which  was  called  in  as 
unscrupulous  persons  were  gilding  them  and  passing  them 
as  half-sovereigns. 

They  were  struck  to  commemorate  the  jubilee  of  Queen 
Victoria,  are  six  in  number,  new  and  very  handsome. 

S.  H.  Smith  brought  us  from  Grand  Pre,  Nova  Scotia, 
Fragment  of  Coffin  from  graveyard  on  site  of  Old  Acadian 
church  in  which  the  Acadian  men,  women  and  children 
were  assembled  in  1752  to  hear  the  mandate  of  the 
British  Government  banishing  them  from  their  homes. 
Longfellow's  "  Evangeline  "  is  founded  on  this  action. 

Gen.  John  C.  Graves  presents  the  Society  with  the  seal 
adopted  oy  the  Superior  Court  of  Buffalo  in  1854,  super- 
ceded by  anew  one  of  the  same  device. 

Samuel  Altman  donates  fac-simile  of  the  last  issue  of  the 
Daily  Citizen  of  Vicksburg,  Miss.,  printed  on  wall  paper, 
July  2,  1863,  two  days  before  the  city  surrendered  to 
Grant. 

Mrs.  E.  C.  Parker  presents  a  piece  of  Bread,  and  105 
Papers,  published  in  Richmond,  Va.,  in  1864,  brought 
from  Libby  Prison  by  her  late  husband,  Lieut.  E.  C.  Parker, 
94th  N.  Y.  Volunteers.  
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Alvah  Church  brought  us  from  Charleston,  S.  C,  speci- 
mens of  Earthquake  Sand,  thrown  up  through  geysers  by 
the  great  earthquake,  Aug.  31,  1886. 

Hon.  J.  P.  Merritt,  St.  Catherines,  Ont,  contributes  a 
statement  and  drawing  of  a  Universal  Decimal  Currency, 
for  the  promotion  of  trade  and  advancement  of  science.

VISITORS. 

Ever  since  the  Society  moved  to  its  handsome  quarters 
in  the  Buffalo  Library  Building,  the  number  of  visitors  to 
the  rooms,  daily,  has  been  very  large,  and  the  interest 
manifested  in  the  Society  and  its  rare  possessions  was 
never  what  it  is  now. 

When  the  Society  occupied  contracted  quarters,  our 
Librarian  exhausted  all  his  resources  of  arrangement  in 
providing  for  the  accessions  to  its  archives,  and  found  it 
impossible  to  display  its  treasures  to  advantage,   and  not 
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until  now  have  people  realized  the  value  of  the  collection 
or  its  growth. 

INDIAN    MEMORIALS. 

Indian  Relics  and  Curiosities  have  a  place  in  the  new 
rooms  set  apart  to  be  especially  devoted  to  their  preser- 
vation and  display.  We  report  the  following  additions 
for  the  year  : 

One  large   birch-bark  Canoe.     Gift  of  Merritt  Nichols. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  arrow-heads  of  various  colors 
and  four  stone  •implements,  found  at  Wakeman,  Huron 
Co.,  Ohio.     Gift  of  John  Heath. 

A  lock  of  hair  and  fragment    of  leggins   taken   from 
Red  Jacket's  coffin  when  his  grave  was    opened  in   1852 
Gift  of  H.  D.  Far  well. 

A  white  arrow-head,  found  at  Norwich,  Conn.,  where 
Uncas,  the  last  of  the  Mohicans,  is  buried.  Gift  of  Wm. 
R.  Cushman. 

From  the  Lord  Collection.  An  Indian  water-jug  and  mat, 
woven  by  Indians  in  Arizona  from  grass  of  the  plains. 

Percy  Wood,  Sculptor,  London,  England,  presents  a 
piece  of  \he  tomb  of  Capt.  Joseph  Brant,  "  Thayen- 
danegea  "  erected  1807,  near  the  Mohawk  Church,  Brant- 
ford,  Canada,  not  wilfully  broken  off,  but  procured  during 
the  recent  alterations  to  the  tomb,  which  necessitated 
certain  removals  of  stone-work. 

With  a  little  effort  on  the  part  of  our  members,  this 
collection  of  Indian  memorials  could  be  increased.  Facts 
and  statements  could  be  secured  for  the  Society,  relative 
to  the  history,  genius,  progress  or  decay  of  our  Indian 
tribes. 
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With  such  facilities  for  collection  as  this  State  affords, 
we  should  have  one  of  the  finest  archaeological  cabinets 
in  the  country. 

There  is  no  time  for  delay.  Let  us  hasten  and  gather 
up  their  traditions  and  history  before  the  sun  ceases  to 
gild  the  wigwams  of  these  proud  "  children  of  nature." 

CLUB    MEETINGS. 

The  first  and'  only  Club  Meeting  held  last  winter,  was 
at  the  residence  of  Gen.  John  C.  Graves.  It  was  one  of 
the  pleasantest  meetings  in  the  annals  of  the  Historical 
Society,  to  those  who  attended  and  heard  the  paper  read 
by  Thomas  J.  Sizer,  on  "  The  Last  Days  of  Baron  Steuben 
and  their  Reminiscences."  It  was  written  by  Mr.  Sizer's 
father,  an  old  resident  of  Steuben  County,  who  was  in- 
timate with  the  Baron's  family,  and  was  .a  most  valuable 
contribution  to  history.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  paper, 
Gen.  Graves  added  some  very  excellent  remarks  to  the 
discussion  of  the  subject. 

The  club  meetings  should  be  continued;  they  are  al- 
ways attended  by  a  large  representation  of  the  Society's 
members,  and  as  an  auxiliary  organization,  besides  its 
social  feature,  it  supplies  our  files  with  many  desirable 
papers  for  the  Society's  publications,  and  increases  its 
membership. 

OUR  RECORD  OF  DEATHS  AND  MARRIAGES. 

The  Obituary  record  from  181 1  to  the  close  of  1SS7 
contains  the  names  of  26,029  citizens  of  Buffalo  and  Erie 
County  of  the  age  of  twenty  years  and  upwards,  whose 
death  has  been  announced  in  the  Buffalo  newspapers. 
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The  Marriage  record  from  the  same  period  numbers 
19,181,  entered  alphabetically,  under  the  surname  of 
each  party,  and  the  names  of  the  journals  in  which  ihey 
were  published. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  ARMS  AND  TROPHIES. 

Some  very  desirable  acquisitions  have  been  made  to 
this  department  in  the  past  year. 

John  B.  Sage,  Sergeant  Union  Continentals,  donates  his 
musket;  belt  and  cartridge-box,  hat  and  side-arms. 

Theodore  Bull,  of  the  10th  New  York  Cavalry,  Army 
of  the  Potomac,  contributes  a  Confederate  belt  and  pair  of 
spurs,  picked  up  on  the  battlefield  during  the  year  1864. 
Both  are  of  curiously  primitive  workmanship.  The  narrow- 
canvas  belt  is  marked  as  a  survival  of  the  Lost  Cause  by 
its  metal  clasp,  bearing  the  initials  of  the  dead  Con- 
federacy encircled  by  the  tarnished  laurel  wreath. 

William  Fleming  presents  a  rifle  manufactured  at 
Harper's  Ferry  in  1804,  No.  373,  which  was  carried  by 
his  father,  Robert  Fleming,  of  the  Batavia  Volunteers, 
through  the  war  of  181 2,  doing  service  in  the  battles  of 
Chippewa,  Lundy's  Lane,  Beaver  I  )am  and  in  the  sortie 
that  closed  the  siege  of  Fort  Erie. 

Henry  C.  Gerhardt  sends  us  a  Grape  Shot,  found  on 
the  lake  shore,  in  front  of  old  Fort  Erie,  Canada,  Nov. 
8,  1887. 

Mrs.  Sallie  B.  Howe  has  remembered  us  with  a  gift  of 
a  Ku  Klux  uniform,  which  has  done  service  on  more  than 
one  "  raid  "  during  the  lawless  condition  of  the  South, 
following  the  Rebellion.  It  was  captured  in  North  Caro- 
lina by  Capt.  Albion  Howe,  4th  Reg't  U.  S.  Artillery,  and 
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is  a  convincing  evidence  of  the  veritable  existence  of  the 
Ku  Klux  organization,  so  often  doubted  in  these  more 
peaceful  years.  This  relic  was  accompanied  by  a  book 
of  affidavits  to  numerous  outrages  in  the  same  vicinity. 

John  Heath  presents  one  bullet  and  eight  military  but- 
tons, British  and  American,  found  at  Fort  Erie  in  1870. 

Henry  L.  Broughton  sends  us  from  Milwaukee,  Wis., 
a  brass  key  from  the  lock  of  the  door  of  Fairfax  Court 
House,  Va.,  captured  by  his  brother  Joseph,  private  in  a 
New  Jersey  Regiment  in  Heintzelman's  Corps,  Army  of  the 
Potomac,  on  the  23d  day  of  July,  1861.  It  has  ren- 
dered that  old  nominal  seat  of  Justice  accessible  and  in- 
accessible, a  good  many  times. 

This  modest  little  relic  will  serve  as  an  index  finger  in 
the  future,  pointing  to  the  Olympiad  in  which,  in  the 
Nation's  third  severe  struggle,  were  "  tried  men's  souls." 

From  the  Lord  Collection,  the  Austrian  Coat  of  Arms, 
three  spurs,  Russian,  Austrian  and  French,  an  ancient 
Breast-Plate  or  pi^ce  of  Armor,  and  a  Mexican  Bayonet. 

Sash  and  Epaulets,  worn  by  Dr.  Lord  while  Chaplain  of 
the  Union  Continentals. 

Knife  and  Pistol  dug  up  on  Dr.  Lord's  place  in  1848, 
supposed  to  have  been  used  during  the  French  and  In- 
dian war,  an  old  Revolutionary  Powder-Flask  and  a 
Rebel  Cartridge-Bag.

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THE    LORD    COLLECTION. 

The  collection  of  Paintings,  Statuary,  Maps,  Coins, 
Relics,  etc.,  accumulated  by  Dr.  Lord  during  his  lifetime, 
has  come  to  us  as  the  generous  gift  of  the  heirs. 

It  is  decidedly  the  largest  donation  of  the  kind  the 
Society  has  ever  received,  and  must  cause  the  donors  to 
be  always  held  in  grateful  remembrance  by  this  Society. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

During  the  year  there  were  elected  1 1  Life,  1 8  Resident 
and  8  Corresponding  Members. 

The  whole  number  now  on  our  roll  is  732,  viz.  :  Hon- 
orary, 26,  Life,  86.  Corresponding,  344,  Resident,  276, 
of  which  199  are  paying  members. 

An  increase  in  our  membership  would  be  very  de- 
sirable, and  while  we  have  never  made  a  practice  of  im- 
portuning persons  to  become  members,  still,  we  trust 
some  special  effort  will  be  made  looking  to  such  enlarge- 
ment oi{  our  number,  to  meet  the  changes  occasioned  by 
death  and  resignation.

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THE    FRANCIS    MEMORIALS. 

The  Board  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  they  have 
concluded  an  arrangement  with  the  Lincoln  Birthday  As- 
sociation, by  which  the  Julius  E.  Francis  collection  of 
invaluable  memorials  of  the  war  of  the  Rebellion  have 
been  deposited  with  our  Society. 

Our  Society  has  received  the  sum  of  One  Thousand 
Dollars  from  the  Association  in  consideration  of  assuming 
the  charge  of  the  collection. 

CONCLUSION. 

Shortly  after  we  had  taken  possession  of  our  new 
apartments  in  the  beautiful  Buffalo  Library  Building,  it 
was  formally  opened  to  the  public  with  inaugural  exer- 
cises, and  a  reception  lasting  from  8.30  to  1 1.30  o'clock. 
Several  thousand  of  the  best  class  of  Buffalo's  citizens 
availed  themselves  of  the  privilege  to  inspect  the  arrange- 
ments, and  wandered,  at  will,  through  the  rooms  furnished 
and  unfurnished,  with  unalloyed  pleasure. 

It  was  an  event  long  to  be  remembered,  the  most  mem- 
orable in  the  history  of  this  organization. 

It  also  marked  an  important  step  in  the  onward  march 
of  our  city,  in  that  growth  and  improvement  which  has 
characterized  her  past  history,  and  of  which  her  future  is 
so  full  of  promise. 

The  transition  period  is  usually  uneventful,  and  often 
lost  sight  of,  in  appreciation  of  the  results  produced.  It 
is  so  'with  us.  The  year's  labor  of  moving  and  ar- 
ranging this  great  collection  has  been  forgotten  in  the 
light  aneLjoy  of  our  surroundings. 
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With  the  Rotunda  transformed  into  an  Art  Annex  of 
the  Society,  and  our  handsome  suite  of  rooms  furnished 
with  everything  necessary  for  the  suitable  setting  and  di  s- 
play  of  our  possessions,  we  have  nothing  but  congratu- 
lations to  offer  to  the  members  of  the  Society,  and  par- 
ticularly to  those  who  have  been  identified  with  us  in  this 
work,  and  contributed  so  liberally  to  the  fitting-up  of  our 
commodious  and  pleasant  home. 

The  Society    will  continue  to  need,  as  we  trust  it  will 
cheerfully  receive,  the  fostering  care  of  the  good  citizens  of 
Buffalo,  and  as  we  begin  the  new  year,  may  we  not  hope 
it  will  enter  upon  a  career  of  prosperity   and    useful n  ess 
second  to  none  in  the  State  ? 

A  list  of  all  gifts  to  the  collections  of  the  Society  is  ad- 
ded to  this  report. 

On  motion,  the  report  was  adopted  and  ordered  placed 
on  file. 

Mr.  Bryant  moved  that  1500  copies  of  the  report  be 
printed. 

The  Hon.  E.  S.  Hawley  moved  that  a  committee  of 
seven  be  appointed  by  the  chair,  to  nominate  officers  for 
the  ensuing  year.     Carried.

Mr.  William  C  Bryant  moved  that  the  thanks  of 
the  Society  be  tendered  to  the  retiring  President  for 
his  efficient  services  during  the  past  year.     Carried. 

On  retiring  from  the  chair,  President  Haines  read 
his  address,  as  follows  : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society,  I  shall 
occupy  your  attention  only  a  few  minutes  this  evening. 

The  very  clear  report  of  your  Board  of  Managers 
giving  in  full  the  doings  of  the  Society  during  the  past 
year,  makes  it  unnecessary  for  me  to  say  anything  further 
in  that  direction. 

Quite  a  number  of  our  active  members  have  lately 
passed  away  from  among  us  by  death.  I  will  only  men- 
tion  my  -  immediate    predecessor,   Judge  James  Sheldon, 
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who  occupied  this  chair  at  the  last  annual  meeting.  He 
was  always  active  in  our  business  meetings  ;  we  have 
missed  his  counsel  and  efficient  labor. 

You  will  learn  from  the  report  just  read  that  the 
acquisitions  to  our  library,  photographs  and  pictures  have 
been  less  than  for  several  years  past.  Our  principal  labor 
has  been  in  getting  ready  for  future  work  ;  in  moving  to 
these  rooms  and  in  fitting  them  up  in  the  beautiful  man- 
ner in  which  you  see  them  this  evening. 

I  regret  that  I  have  not  been  able  to  do  more  to  pro- 
mote the  interests  of  the  Society,  but  this  has  been  made 
up  by  the  self-sacrificing  labors  of  my  associates  of  the 
committee  of  Councilors,  prominent  among  whom,  as 
especially  worthy  of  mention,  is  our  former  President, 
Wm.  H.  H.  Newman,  chairman  of  our  committee  on  fit- 
ting up  and  furnishing  the  rooms,  also  George  W.  Town- 
send,  who  has  spent  weeks  in  bringing  order  out  of  chaos 
when  these  rooms  were  first  occupiedc 

To  these  two  gentlemen,  and  our  faithful  and  efficient 
Librarian,  George  G._  Barnum,  is  principally  due  the  good 
taste  displayed  in  the  furniture  of  the  rooms,  in  arranging 
the  library  and  the  valuable  relics  which  now  adorn  these 
walls. 

In  placing  the  destinies  of  this  Society  in  new  and 
abler  hands  as  you  have  done  this  evening,  I  see  much 
that  may  be "  done  to  advance  its  interests  in  this  new 
home.  As  was  said  by  our  former  President,  although 
we  are  exempt  here  from  the  payment  of  rent,  the  increased 
expenditures   in    heating,    lighting    and  caring    for  these 
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larger  rooms,  makes  the  cost  of  maintenance  even  greater 
than  when  in  our  old  rooms. 

Although  the  fitting  up  and  furnishing  has  been  done 
at  a  heavy  expense,  as  yet  our  permanent  fund  has  not 
been  diminished  by  a  single  dollar.  But  you  will  notice 
by  the  report  of  our  treasurer  that  there  is  an  indebted- 
ness of  about  $1,000,  which  must  be  met  in  the  immediate 
future. 

This  will  call  for  increased  earnestness  in  procur- 
ing life  and  resident  memberships. 

I  wish  to  suggest  whether  our  permanent  fund,  at 
present  safely  deposited  in  our  Saving  Banks,  at  four  per 
cent,  may  not  with  equal  safety,  be  loaned  on  bond  and 
mortgage  at  five  per  cent,  or  more. 

The  suggestion,  made  by  Mr.  Newman  in  his  address 
two  years  ago,  of  an  annual  banquet,  has  not  yet  been  car- 
ried out.  I  refer  it  to  the  present  Board  and  hope  it  may 
be  acted  upon  by  them.    • 

Having,  been  absent  from  the  city  at  the  last  annual 
meeting,  this  is  the  first  opportunity  I  have  had  of  meet- 
ing with  the  membership  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society 
since  you  placed  me  in  this  honorable  position.  I  heartily 
thank  you  for  this  mark  of  your  confidence,  and  hope  in 
the  future  I  may'  be  able  to  do  more  for  this  Society 
than  in  the  past,  and  that  its  prosperity  may  be  tenfold 
greater  than  it  has  ever  been. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bryant,  N.  W.  Norton  was  ap- 
pointed to  conduct  the  newly-elected  President  to  the 
chair.     -* 
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In  consideration  of  the  lateness  of  the  hour,  Mr. 
Tillinghast  contented  himself  with  briefly  returning  thanks 
for  the  honor  conferred. 

After  a  vote  of  thanks  had  been  passed  to  the 
officers  of  the  Society  for  their  unwearied  attention  to 
the  duties  devolving  upon  them  during  the  year,  especially 
to  those  who  have  been  active  in  the  labor  of  remov- 
ing from  the  old  to  the  new  quarters,  the  meeting  ad- 
journed.

CERTIFICATE  OF  INCORPORATION. 


We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  and  residents  of  the  City  of  Buf- 
falo, within  the  State  of  New  York,  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one 
years  and  upwards,  and  citizens  of  the  United  States,  do,  pursuant 
to  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  hereby  associate  our- 
selves together,  and  form  a  Corporation,  or  Society,  for  Historical 
purposes. 

The  name  or  title  by  which  such  Society  or  Corporation  shall  be 
known  in  law,  is  "The  Buffalo  Historical  Society."  The 
particular  business  and  object  of  such  Society  and  its  general  de- 
sign is,  to  discover,  procure,  and  preserve  whatever  may  relate  to 
the  History  of  Western  New  York,  and  the  City  of  Buffalo  in  par- 
ticular; and  likewise  aim  to  gather  statistics  of  the  commerce, 
manufactures,  and  business  of  the  Lake  Region,  and  those  portions 
of  the  West  that  are  intimately  connected  with  the  interests  of 
Buffalo.

The  past  year  has  witnessed  a  flattering  increase  in

our  pamphlet  collection;  304  were  received  by  gift  and 
exchange,  many  of  them  valuable  documents  of  local  or 
historical  interest. 

In  those  which  are  apparently  least  instructive,  and 
might  by  some  be  termed  trash,  are  contained  the  ma- 
terials of  history,  and  may  be  the  treasures  of  the  next 
generation. 

The  collection  has  now  increased  to  8036;  of  this 
number  923  have  been  classified,  bound  up  in  46  vol- 
umes and  catalogued;  the  balance  are  arranged  in  cases, 
carefully  numbered  and  indexed,  but  later  on  will  re- 
ceive bindings. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  large  number  of. literary 
periodicals  have  been  contributed.  A  complete  list  of 
the  donors  will  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

A  thorough  examination  and  re-arrangement  of  all 
the  historical  material  in  the  possession  of  the  Society 
has  just  been  completed.

Fowler  Bradnack,  M.  D.,  twelve  varieties  of  Con- 
federate scrip  and  currency,  picked  up  by  the  donor  in 
the  South  during  the  Rebellion. 

E.  D.  Dart,  complete  set  of  United  States  fractional 
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currency,  comprising  samples  of  all  the  varieties  and 
denominations  issued.  Faces  and  backs  printed  sepa- 
rately. 

Mrs.  A.  E.  Agan,  of  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  a  one-dollar 
bill  on  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Buffalo,  dated  1838. 

George  W.  Fries,  Friendship,  N.  Y.,  a  two-dollar 
bill  on  the  Greene  County  Bank,  Catskill,  dated  1822. 

Heirs  of  Dr.  Lord,  two  knives,  used  as  saws  by  our 
soldiers  in  Libby  Prison,  Va.,  in  their  attempts  to  es- 
cape.

W.  H.  H.  Newman,  photograph  of  death  warrant  of 
Bridget  Bishop,  tried  and  condemned  to  be  hung  for 
witchcraft,  and  sheriff's  certificate  of  the  execution  of 
the  sentence,  at  Salem,  Mass.,  June  10,  1692. 

Wm.  Dana  Fobes,  a  document  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  at  Plainfield,  N.  J.,  expelling  Job  Ayrs,June  19, 
1805,  f°r  profane  swearing  and  training  with  the  militia.

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Geo.  A.  Pike,  of  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  sends  us  auto- 
graphs of  Andrew  Jackson,  President  of  the  United 
States;  Edward  Livingston,  Secretary  of  State,  and 
Samuel  Swartwout,  collector  of  the  port  of  New  York, 
to  a  parchment  passport  of  the  brig  Eliza  Davidson, 
of  New  York,  March  30th,  1832.  It  is  curious  and 
valuable  for  its  quaint  seal  and  signatures. 

The  Hon.  Elias  S.  Hawley  contributes  the  Register 
of  Members  of  the  General  Assembly,  New  School 
Presbyterians,  at  the  meeting  in  Buffalo,  1853,  in  a 
bound  volume. 

John  A.  McAllister,  of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  sends  us 
an  autograph  letter  of  Nicholas  Biddle,  President  of 
the  United  States  Bank,  May  27th,  1830. 

Wm.  Dana  Fobes  adds  48  autographs  of  the  Bar 
of  Erie  County,  to  a  temperance  pledge,  Jan.  21st,  1844. 

James  Tillinghast,  and  others,  presents  469  auto- 
graphs of  the  lawyers  of  this  city,  to  agreements  to 
close  their  offices  during  certain  of  the  summer  months, 
from  1882  to  1887,  for  one-half  of  each  of  the  Satur- 
days occurring  therein.  This  movement  for  a  half- 
holiday  was  the  first  instituted  in  this  city. 

Andrew  Langdon  donates  the  autograph  of  An- 
drew Johnson,  President  of  the  United  States,  1868; 
and  E.  D.  Dart  that  of  F.  E.  Spinner,  Treasurer  of 
the  United  States,  April  nth,  1867. 

Margaret  N.  S.  Lantry,  of  Manlius,  N.  Y.,  sends  us 
autographs  of  8  deceased  citizens  of  Buffalo  and  Black 
Rock,   prominent    in    their   day,  to  a   letter,  Oct.  14th, 
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1825,    regarding   a    celebration    on   the  completion  of 
the  Erie  Canal. 

S.  M.  Welch  contributes  72  autographs  of  our 
most  prominent  and  distinguished  citizens,  (many  of 
whom  are  dead,)  to  a  Muster  Roll  of  the  Independent 
Military  Company,  styled  the  "  Buffalo  National  Guard," 
organized  May  13th,  1861,  together  with  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  personel  and  status  of  the  signers. 

v      BUSTS. 

Three  important  additions  have  made  to  this  col- 
lection since  the  last  report. 

The  bust  of  Commodore  Cornelius  Vanderbilt, 
modelled  by  A.  Vanden  Berghen,  sculptor,  of  New 
York  City,  gift  to  the  Society  of  our  President,  James 
Tillinghast. 

One  of  Cicero,  with  a  handsome  bracket,  from  the 
heirs  of  Dr.  Lord, 

We  are  also  indebted  to  Mr.  Percy  Wood,  sculptor, 
of  London,  for  that  of  Sir  Richard  Owen,  K.  C.  B.,  etc., 
Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Palaeontology,  London  Uni- 
versity, executed  by  donor. 

The  whole  number  that  now  adorn  our  Museum 
and  Library  are  one  of  marble  and  23  in  plaster. 

MAPS    AND    CHARTS. 

Thirty  miscellaneous  maps  have  been  contributed. 
While  all  are  very  acceptable  and  add  value  to  our 
collections,  two  merit  special  notice. 
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The  Historical  map  of  Pennsylvania,  showing  the 
Indian  names  of  streams,  and  villages,  and  paths  of 
travel. 

The  sites  of  old  Forts  and  Battlefields;  the  suc- 
cessive purchases  from  the  Indians,  with  tables  of 
historical  events  and  of  proprietary  manors. 

The  other  is  a  fac-simile  of  Hubbard's  Map  of 
New  England,  which  is  full  of  interest,  as  being  the 
first  one  ever  engraved  in  this  country  by  John  Foster, 
the  first  printer  of  Boston,  in  1676.

VISITORS. 

The  interest  manifested  in  the  Society  has  con- 
tinued to  increase  during  the  past  year. 

Many  came  for  consultation  and  research,  but 
multitudes  out  of  curiosity. 

In  many  ways  it  has  been  demonstrated  that  the 
collections  of  the  Society,  in  Historical  and  Archaeo- 
logical relics,  curiosities  and  mementos,  have  done 
much  to  create  and  develop  historical  tastes  in  the 
visitors,  and  quicken  the  interest,  especially  of  young 
persons,  in  historical  subjects. 

HISTORICAL  CLUB  MEETINGS. 

Two   meetings   of  the   Club,  connected   with   this 
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Society,   were   held  at   its  rooms  last  winter,  at  which 
papers  of  interest  were  read. 

The  first  by  Ernst  Besser,  on  "  The  Buffalo  Saen- 
gerbund,"  giving  a  complete  history  of  the  Society 
since  its  organization  in  1853. 

Our  second  evening  was  occupied  by  F.  W.  Bar- 
tlett,  M.  D.,  on  "  The  Past,  Present  and  Future  of  a 
Forgotten  Town."  This  short  course  of  historical 
papers,  and  remarks  that  followed,  were  very  highly 
enjoyed. 

The  Club  Meetings,  so  full  of  promise  and  so 
potent  for  good,  were  begun  as  a  permanent  arrange- 
ment in  January,  1863,  and  with  few  exceptions,  have 
been  maintained  during  the  winter  months  ever  since, 
with  marked  interest  and  favor  on  the  part  of  those 
who  have  attended  them,  and  with  great  advantage  to 
the  Society. 

We  have  the  pleasure  to  announce  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  several  lectures,  to  be  de- 
livered on  alternate  Monday  evenings  through  Jan- 
uary, February  and  March,  of  which  due  notice  will  be 
given.

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Captain  James  E.  Jowett,  (now  rear  Admiral,)  com- 
manding from  the  Confederate  States  Steamer,  "  Sel- 
ma,"  presented  to  the  late  Captain  E.  P.  Dorr,  by 
Admiral  Jowett,  and  now  donated  to  this  Society  by 
Eben  P.  Dorr,  Jr. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  membership  of  the  Society  has  almost  entirely 
changed  from  that,  which  in  its  infancy,  built  it  up 
and  gave  it  prominence. 

Of  the  list  of  worthy  and  well-known  men  who 
signed'the  constitution  and  by-laws  at  its  organization, 
and  subsequently,  at  the  incorporation,  under  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  only  one,  the  Hon.  Lewis 
F.  Allen,  remains. 

The  number  of  members  added  to  the  Society 
during  the  past  year  has  been  one  honorary,  19  resi- 
dent and  5  corresponding. 

The  entire  membership  at  the  present  time  is  702, 
viz.:  85  life,  334  corresponding,  26  honorary,  58  resi- 
dent, and  199  annual. 

We  hope  to  see  our  membership  roll  increased  by 
continual  accessions,  and  diminished  by  no  withdrawals.

NUMISMATICS. 

The  accessions  to  the  Society's  Numismatic  Cab- 
inets for  the  past  year  have  been  4  medals,  29  silver 
and  35  copper  coins. 

An  inventory  of  the  coins  and  medals  shows  that 
there  are  315  separate  pieces  in  the  cabinet,  consisting 
of  coins,  in  gold,  2;  in  silver,  92;  in  copper  and  other 
metals,  188. 

Medals  in  silver,  6;  in  bronze  and  other  metals,  27. 
Also  48  American  tokens,  store  cards  and  politicals. 

A  full  list  of  the  donors  to  this  collection  ac- 
companies this  report. 

EXCHANGES. 

Our  relations  with  Sister  Societies  and  Public 
Libraries,  in  this  and'  other  States,  continue  to  be  of 
the  most  friendly  character. 

During  the  past  year  our  exchange  list  has  been 
largely  increased,  and  now  embraces  almost  every 
Historical  Society  in  the  country;  and  we  are  made 
the  recipients  of  much  more  than  we  have  it  in  our 
power    to    give    in    return.     Many   of  these    Societies 
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have  sent  as  full  sets  of  their  publications,  for  which 
they  have  our  grateful  acknowledgements. 

The  system  inaugurated  by  the  Department  of  the 
Interior,  for  the  exchange  of  Public  Documents  with 
Historical  Societies  and  Public  Libraries,  has  been 
carried  on  with  great  advantage  to  us.  45  volumes  of 
duplicates  have  been  sent  to  Washington.  In  return, 
the  Department  have  generously  supplied  us  with  58 
volumes  of  Government  Reports,  to  complete  valuable 
sets  in  our  Library,  and  will  supply  other  deficiencies 
as  exchanges  progress  with  other  Libraries. 

This  effort  of  the  Government,  to  complete  sets  of 
important  series  of  documents,  has  met  with  special 
favor,  and  promises,  if  continued,  to  be  of  great  service 
to  all  such  as  assist  in  the  work. 

CENTENNIAL  CELEBRATIONS. 

This  Society  was  honored  with  invitations  to  be 
represented  on  several  public  occasions  of  historical 
interest  in  other  States.  Among  these  may  be  men- 
tioned the  formal  celebration  at  Marietta,  Ohio,  on  the 
7th  of  April  last,  of  the  one-hundredth  anniversary  ot 
the  Settlement  of  the  North-west  Territory.  As  great 
historic  interest  centered  in  the.  event  to  be  com- 
memorated, your  Board,  at  a  meeting  held  April  $d. 
accepted  the  invitation,  and  appointed  the  Rev.  Dr.  A. 
T.  Chester,  Geo.  S.  Hazard,  and  S.  S.  Guthrie,  dele- 
gates to  represent  the  Society. 

Another  occasion  was  the  celebration  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Historical  Society,  in  Concord,  21st  June  last.

in  commemoration  of  the  centennial  anniversary  of  the 
ratification  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  by 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  in  which  the  Society  was 
invited  to  participate.  The  invitation  was  accepted, 
and  our  President,  James  Tillinghast,  the  Hon.  E.  S. 
Hawley,  and  Geo.  S.  Hazard,  were  chosen  delegates 
from  this  Society  to  attend  the  celebration.  And  still 
more  recently  to  participate  in  the  Centennial  Cele- 
bration and  Exposition  of  the  Ohio  Valley  and  Central 
States,  held  at  Cincinnati,  from  July  4th  to  October 
27th.  Our  Secretary  was  directed  to  acknowledge  the 
courtesy  extended  to  this  Society,  but  no  represen- 
tatives were  sent  or  articles  for  the  Exposition. 

PUBLIC  OPENINGS. 

The  official,  formal,  public  opening  and  reception, 
at  the  Historical  Society's  rooms,  took  place  on  the 
13th  day  of  March  last,  from  7  to  1 1  o'clock,  p.  m. 

The  many  invitations  issued  brought  out  a  goodly 
company  of  very  agreeable  people. 

The  precious  treasures  of  the  Society  were  fully 
exhibited,  and  the  occasion  was  one  of  unusual  enjoy- 
ment and  gratification.  • 

In  this  connection,  it  may  be  proper  to  add,  that 
under  the  auspices  of  the  four  organizations  in  the 
Library  building,  an  informal  reception  was  given  to 
the  members  of  the  American  Institute  of  Mining  En- 
gineers,  2nd  of  October  last,  from  8  to  1 1  o'clock,  p.  m. 

The  entire  building  was  illuminated,  and  the  dis- 
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tinguished  guests  inspected  the  Society's  commodious 
apartments,  and  rare  historical  collections,  with  much 
satisfaction. 

BEQUESTS. 

Your  Board  have  the  pleasure  to  report  the  pay- 
ment of  two  bequests,  made  to  this  Society  last  year, 
by  the  Hon.  John  T.  Hudson  and  Merwin  S.  Hawley, 
of  one  thousand  dollars  each. 

The  Tracy  bequest  of  ten  thousand  dollars  has 
not  been  realized,  owing  to  the  legal  contest  affecting 
the  validity  of  the  will  of  the  liberal  testator,  which  has 
been  pending  in  the  Court  of  Appeals.  We  are  as- 
sured, however,  by  both  parties  to  the  contest,  that  the 
wishes  of  Mr.  Tracy  shall  be  respected. 

The  balance  of  the  Reilley  bequest,  estimated  at 
between  $500  and  $1,000,  will,  doubtless,  be  available 
within  the  next  thirty  days. 

THE  LORD  LIBRARY. 

During  the  past  year  this  famous  library  has  been 
catalogued  and  made  accessible  to  our  citizens,  with 
every  facility  for  consultation 'and  research. 

Many  have  availed  themselves  of  the  high  privilege 
so  freely  offered  to  all,  and  derived  great  advantage 
from  their  investigations. 

A  large  number  of  the  rare  books,  richly  illus- 
trated, have  been  opened  and  spread  out,  which,  in 
connection  with  the  antiquities  and  relics'of  the  Lord 
Collection,  have  been  highly  enjoyed  by  the  general 
public. 
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The  wants  of  our  citizens  of  all  nationalties  are 
now  provided  for  as  far  as  it  may  be  in  our  power  to 
do  so. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  beginning  of  the  last  fiscal  year  found  the 
Society  in  the  enjoyment  of  its  new  permanent  and 
pleasant  home,  surrounded  by  the  results  of  the 
past  twenty-five  years,  complete  in  its  furnishings,  with 
everything  necessary  for  the  suitable  setting  and  dis- 
play of  its  possessions,  and  recognized  at  home  and 
abroad  as  one  of  the  most  worthy  and  dignified  of  the 
institutions  of  this  great  and  prosperous  city. 

In  these  very  encouraging  circumstances,  and 
with  prospects  specially  inviting,  the  Society  entered 
upon  the  26th  year  of  its  existence. 

The  year  has  now  passed,  and  to  what  extent  our 
expectations  have  been  realized  has  been  laid  before 
you  in  the  report  of  your  Board. 

In  many  respects  the  past  year  has  been  a  surprise 
to  us  in  the  measure  of  success  that  has  attended  the 
Society  in  the  useful  and  disinterested  work  in  which  it 
is  engaged;  a  work  that  will  always  interest  the 
thoughtful  and  intelligent  till  the  end  of  time,  and 
merits  our  whole  energy  and  most  faithful  efforts. 

Ever  keeping  before  us  the  high  mission  of  the 
Society,  let  us  devote  our  best  exertions  to  carry  out 
the  enlightened  plans  of  the  honored  founders:  to 
sustain  the  fame,  and  extend  and  enlarge  the  usefulness 
of  this  Historical  Association. 
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This  report  was  unanimously  accepted  and  adopted; 
and  upon  motion,  1500  copies  were  ordered  printed. 
Amended  by  Mr.  Hawley  and  made  1800. 

Mr.  Wm.  C.  Bryant  moved  that  a  committee  ot 
seven,  of  which  Gen.  John  C.  Graves  shall  be  chair- 
man, be  appointed  by  the  chair,  to  nominate  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  appointed  the  following  named 
gentlemen  as  such  committee:  Gen.  John  C.  Graves, 
Wm.  C.  Bryant,  Geo.  W.  Townsend,  Wm.  Dana  Fobes,

Moved  that  the  report  be  received  and  adopted, 
and  that  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  for  all  those  who 
do  not  desire  to  vote  themselves  for  the*  officers  whose 
names  have  been  presented. 
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The  Secretary  cast  the  ballot,  and  the  gentlemen 
named  were  declared  elected. 

The  retiring  President  offered  the  following  re- 
marks: 

Gentlemen  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society:-— I  am 
glad  to  say,  that  in  my  opinion,  our  Society  is  in  a 
growing  and  sound  condition,  and  that  it  is  daily 
gaining  strength  in  the  opinion  and  favor  of  the  public. 

With  the  present  law  and  rule  of  the  Society, 
protecting  our  permanent  fund  and  money  donations, 
we  hope  for  many  additions  to  the  fund  in  the  future. 

I  am  glad  to  see,  by  the  annual  report,  that  the 
gifts  or  donations  to  be  held  as  historical  matter 
are  gaining  so  rapidly,  which  is  good  evidence  that 
the  Society's  care  of  them  is  and  will  be  appreciated 
for  all  time  to  come. 

To  our  efficient  Librarian,  Mr.  Geo.  G.  Bar- 
num,  is  very  largely  due  the  gathering  of  them  up; 
and  for  his  services  and  good  care  of  the  property  we 
are  deeply  indebted  to  him. 

I  am  very  thankful  to  you,  gentlemen,  for  the 
honor  of  being  President  of  your  Society  for  the  past 
year,  and  wish  you  all  and  the  Society  success  in  the 
future,  and   will   most  cheerfully  afford  any  aid  and  as- 
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sistance   I  can  give  the  Society  and  its  officers  for  the 
new  year,  and  the  future  years  of  my  life. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Bryant,  the  thanks  of  the  So- 
ciety were  tendered  to  the  retiring  President  for  the  able 
manner  in  which  he  has  presided  over  the  meetings  of 
the  Society,  and  the  great  interest  he  has  at  all  times 
taken  in  its  affairs. 

Gen.  John  C.  Graves  was  appointed  to  conduct  the 
President-elect  to  the  chair. 

Upon  assuming  the  chair,  Mr.  Allen  thanked  the 
Society  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  him,  and  promised 
to  do  his  best  to  add  to  the  prosperity  and  welfare  of 
the  organization. 

The  Hon.  E.  S.  Hawley  moved  that  a  committee  of 
five,  from  the  Society,  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to 
confer  and  report  as  to  the  advisability  of  calling  a  con- 
vention of  the  Historical  Societies  of  the.  country,  to 
be  held  in  Buffalo  during  the  coming  year.    .  Carried. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

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APPENDIX  "A." 


CHAPTER  297. 

An  Act  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  to 
set  apart  certain  funds  as  a  Permanent  Trust  Fund,  and  to  restrict 
the  use  and  investment  thereof. 

Approved  by  the  Governor,  May  15,  1888.  Passed,  three-fifths 
being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  I.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society  is  hereby  authorized  to,  and  shall  set  apart  as  a  Trust  Fund, 
all  of  the  moneys  and  the  proceeds  of  any  real  property  heretofore 
bequeathed  to  it.  The  said  money  and  property  being  now  held 
and  known  as  the  Permanent  Fund  of  said  Society;  and  all  moneys 
and  the  proceeds  of  any  property  hereafter  given,  granted  or  be- 
queathed to  it,  excepting  money  or  real  property  specifically  granted 
or  bequeathed  to  it,  for  the  use  and  occupation,  or  the  purposes  or 
said  Society,  and  excepting  articles  of  personal  property  held, 
given,  granted  or  bequeathed  for  preservation  and  exhibition  among 
its  archives  and  historical  mementoes,  shall  be  added  to  said  Trust 
Fund  and  be  made  and  become  a  part  thereof.  Such  fund  shall  be 
designated  as  the  "  Permanent  Trust  Fund." 

Sec.  II.  The  principal  of  such  Trust  Fund  and  all  additions 
thereafter  made  thereto,  shall  not  be  used  by  said  Society  or  any  of 
its  officers  for  any  purpose;  but  the  income  thereof,  or  so  much  as 
may  be  necessary,  may  be  devoted  to  and  used  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Society. 

Sec.  III.  The  said  Trust  Fund  shall  be  invested  in  the  following 
interest  bearing  securities:  Bonds  of  the  United  States  of  America; 
bonds  of  the  State  of  New  York;  bonds  of  the  City  of  Buffalo; 
bonds  of  the  County  of  Erie;  and  bonds  of  individuals,  secured  by 
first  mortgages  upon  real  estate,  situate  in  the  State  of  New 
York,  worth  at  least  double  the  amount  secured  to  be  paid  by  the 
bond  accompanying  the  mortgage. 

Sec.  IV.  Any  manager  or  other  officer  of  said  Society  who 
shall  vote  for  or  consent  to  the  misapplication  of  said  Trust  Fund, 
or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  part  of  the  income  thereof,  or  to  the 
investment  of  any  part  thereof,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided, 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  V.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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1.  This  Society  shall  be  called  the  "  Buffalo  Historical 
Society." 

2.  The  general  object  of  the  Society  shall  be,  to  discover,  pro- 
cure and  preserve  whatever  may  relate  to  the  history  of  Western  New 
York  in  general,  and  the  City  of  Buffalo  in  particular,  and  to  gather 
statistics  of  the  commerce,  manufactures  and  business  of  the  lake 
region,  and  those  portions  of  the  West  that  are  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  business  of  Buffalo. 

3.  The  Society  shall  consist  of  resident,  corresponding  and  hon- 
orary members,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a  majority  of  ballots  of i 'lie 
Board  of  Managers  at  any  meeting  thereof;*  and  of  life  members,  as 
hereinafter  provided.  Resident  members  shall  consist  of  persons 
residing  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  or  County  of  Erie  ;\  corresponding 
and  honorary  members,  of  persons  residing  elsewhere. 

4.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corresponding  Secretary  and 
Librarian,  a  Treasurer,  and  ffteen\  Councillors,  who  shall  be  elected 
annually,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year,  by  a  ma- 
jority of  ballots,  and  who  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Managers  of 
the  Society.

6.  Resident  members  (clergymen  excepted)  shall  pay  an  admission 
fee  of  five  dollars,  and  for   each  calendar   rear   thereafter  an   annual 

due  of  five  dollars,  payable  by  or  before  the  first  day  of  fuly.

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The  election  of  resident  members  shall  confer  no  privileges  of  member- 
ship until  after  payment  of  the  admission  fee. 

Members  neglecting  to  pay  their  annual  dues  before  the  first  day  of 
January  next  after  the  same  becomes  payable,  shall  thereby  become  ineli- 
gible for  office  until  such  time  as  the  dues  are  paid. 

All  members  in  arrears  two  or  ?nore  years  shall  forfeit  the  right  to 
vote  at  any  of  the  meetings  cf  the  Society,  and  their  membership  shall  be 
terminated  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  Society  at  any  regular  meeting. 

The  President,  with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Managers  or  of  the 
majority  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  given  in  writing,  may,  upon 
the  payment  of  a  portion  of  the  back  dues  rf  any  member,  remit  the 
unpaid  balance  and  restore  the  full  privileges  of  such  members. 

Clergymen  elected  resident  members  shall  be  exempt  from  the  payment 
of  the  admission  fee  and  annual  dues.* 

7.  The  payment  ot  fifty  dollars,  at  one  time,  for  that  purpose, 
shall  constitute  a  life  member,  exempt  from  all  annual  dues. 

8.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  January.  The  Preside?it,  or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice- 
President  or  either  of  the  Secretaries,  may  direct  the  call  of  a  special 
meeting  at  any  time  in  such  manner  as  the  By-Laws  shall  provide.  \ 

9.  Those  members  who  shall  attend  at  any  meeting  of  the  Soci- 
ety  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

10.  All  officers  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors  are 
elected  or  appointed.  Their  duties,  when  not  herein  defined,  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  By-Laws.  All  vacancies  in  orifice  may  be  filled 
for  the  unexpired  term,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society. 

11.  This  constitution  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting,  provided 
notice  of  the  proposed  amendments  be  given  at  least  four  weeks 
previous  to  a  final  vote  thereon.

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1.  The  meetings  of  this  Society  shall  be  held  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Society,  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  President  may  appoint,  and  at 
such  hour  as  shall  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  in  the  notice  of 
the  meeting. 

2.  The  Recording  or  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  give  notice 
of  each  meeting  by  previous  publication  of  the  same  in  one  or  more 
of  the  daily  papers  of  the  city. 

3.  Any  meeting  may  be  adjourned  to  such  time  as  a  majority  of 
the  members  present  shall  determine. 

4.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  the  meetings  of  the  Society, 
regulate  its  proceedings,  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  have  a 
casting  vote.  He  shall  also  be  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers. 

5.  The  Vice-President  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  of  the  Presi- 
dent in  case  of  his  absence. 

6.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  Con- 
stitution, By-Laws,  and  Records  of  the  Society.  He  shall  give 
due  notice  of  all  its  meetings,  and  keep  a  record  of  the  same.  He 
shall  be  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  keep  a  rec- 
ord of  its  proceedings. 

7.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  have  the  custody  of  all 
letters  and  communications  on. the  business  of  the  Society,  and 
shall  read  to  the  Society  all  communications  received  by  him  as  such 
Secretary.  He  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Society,  prepare  all 
communications  to  be  addressed  to  others  in  the  name  of  the  Soci- 
ety, and  keep  true  copies  of   the  same. 
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8.  The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
shall  have  the  custody  of  the  library  and  cabinet,  including  all  man- 
uscripts, papers,  documents,  coins  and  maps,  and  shall,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  provide  cases  suitable  for  their 
preservation,  and  for  convenient  reference  and  inspection.  He  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  donations,  and  report  the  same  from  time  to 
time  to  the  Society. 

9.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  all  securities  and  sums 
of  money  due  and  payable  or  belonging  to  the  Society.  He  shall 
keep  the  funds  of  the  Society  on  deposit,  to  his  credit  as  such 
Treasurer,  in  some  safe  institution,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Managers,and  shall  pay  all  such  sums  as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall 
direct,  on  the  written  order  or  warrant  of  the  President.  He  shall 
keep  a  true  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  and  render 
an  annual  statement  thereof,  and  oftener  if  called  upon  by  the  So- 
ciety or  the  Board  of  Managers.  He  may  be  required  to  give  secu- 
rity for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  in  such  sum  and  form 
as  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  direct. 

10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Managers  to  control  and 
manage  the  affairs  and  funds  of  the  Society.  They  shall  make 
annually,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  January,  a  report  to  the  Society 
of  its  acquisitions  and  transactions  for  the  preceding  year. 

11.  All  books,  maps,  manuscripts,  and  other  articles  belonging 
to  the  Society,  shall  be  plainly  marked  with  the  name  of  the  Soci- 
ety, and  numbered,  and  entered  in  a  catalogue  arranged  for  con- 
venient reference. 

12.  No  books  or  other  property  of  the  Society  shall  be  loaned  or  taken 
from  the  rooms  except  on  the  written  order  of  the  President,  or,  in  case 

of  his  absence  from  the  city  or  incapacity  to  act,  on  the  written  order  of 
the  Vice-President ;  provided,  however •,  in  the  case  of  Battle  Flags  or 
other  articles  of  which  the  Society  is  the  custodian  and  not  the  oumer, 
the  Secretary  may  in  his  discretion  deliver  the  same  on  the  requisition  of 
the  owners  or  their  properly  constituted  representatives.  *

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13.  Any  of  these  By-Laws  may  be  suspended  in  case  of  a  tem- 
porary exigency,  by  the  unanimous  vote  of  a  meeting  duly  organ- 
ized. They  may  be  amended  from  time  to  time  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  a  regular  meeting,  provided  notice  of  the 
proposed  amendment  be  given  at  least  four  weeks  previous  to  a 
final  vote  thereon. 

14.  Any  member  of  this  Society  may  be  expelled  by  the  affirm- 
ative vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  resident  members  present  at  a 
regular  meeting;  but  no  such  vote  shall  be  taken  unless  notice  of  the 
motion  to  expel  shall  have  been  given  at  a  meeting  held  at  least 
four  weeks  previous  thereto. 

15.  On  the  second  Tuesday  in  January  in  each  year,  there  shall 
be  an  address  delivered  before  the  Society  by  some  person  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Managers.

17.  As  soon  as  convenient  after  the  annual  election  of  officers, 
the  President  shall  appoint  from  the  Board  of  Managers,  the  follow- 
ing Standing  Committees,  to  consist  of  three  members  each,  viz.  : 

1.  On  Finance. 

2.  On  the  Library. 

3.  On   Papers  and  Property. 

4.  On  Donations,   Subscriptions  and  Collections. 

5.  On  Publications. 

6.  On  Membership. 

7.  On  Club  Meetings  * 
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18.  The  President  shall  be,  ex  officio,  Chairman  of  the  Commit- 
tee on  Finance  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  Committee  to  take 
the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  the  books,  accounts,  and  re- 
ports of  the  Treasurer,  and  of  the  finances,  receipts,  and  expendi- 
tures of  the  Society.  It  shall  also  be  its  duty  to  consider  and  rec- 
ommend all  suitable  measures  to  increase  the  revenues  of  the  Soci- 
ety, and  promote  economy  in  its  expenditures.  It  shall  examine  and 
report  upon  all  accounts  and  claims  against  the  Society,  and  upon 
all  propositions  for  the  appropriation  or  expenditure  of  its  funds, 
when  such  propositions  have  not  been  reported  upon,  or  made,  by 
some  other  Committee  of  the  Board. 

19.  The  Committee  on  the  Library  shall  have  the  general  charge 
and  supervision  of  the  Library,  and  of  all  propositions  and  meas- 
ures in  regard  to  its  increase,  use  and  management;  or  in  regard  to 
the  procurement,  exchange,  or  other  disposition  of  books,  periodi- 
cals, and  pamphlets,  or  their  binding  or  preservation  They  shall 
cause  a  full  and  perfect  catalogue  of  the  books,  periodicals,  and 
pamphlets  belonging  to  the  same,  to  be  made,  and,  from  time  to 
time,  corrected,  continued,  and  kept,  in  order  to  facilitate  reference 
thereto,  and  secure  proper  accountability  therefor. 

20.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Property  shall  have  the  gen- 
eral charge  and  supervision  of  all  the  papers  and  other  property  of 
the  Society  which  shall  not  be  catalogued  as  a  part  of  its  Library, 
and  thus  placed  in  the  special  charge  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Library.  It  shall  be  its  duty  to  cause  a  full  and  perfect  list 
or  inventory  of  the  same  to  be  made,  continued  and  kept  ;  and 
to  propose  to  the  Board,  and  carry  into  execution  (after  the  approval 
of  the  Board  of  Managers  has  been  obtained),  such  measures  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient  for  the  classification,  arrangement,  care,  preser- 
vation, and  security  of  such  papers,  or,  for  obtaining  papers  or  ar- 
ticles of  historical  or  local  interest  for  preservation   by  the  Society. 

21.  The  Committee  on  Donations,  Subscriptions  and  Collections 
shall  have  the  general  supervision  and  charge  of  procuring  dona- 
tions to  the  Society,  and  subscriptions  to  its  funds,  or  for  any  spe- 
cial object.     It  shall  also  have  charge  of  the  collection  thereof,  ami 
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of  all  debts,  and  annual  or  other  dues,  to  which  the  Society  may  be 
entitled  ;  and  it  shall  be  its  duty  to  propose  proper  measures  for  pro- 
curing donations  and  subscriptions,  and  for  the  prompt  collection 
of  all  such  subscriptions,  debts  and  dues. 

22.  The  Committee  on  Publications  shall  have  the  charge  and 
supervision  of  all  publications  made  by  the  direction  of  the  Society, 
and  shall  carefully  examine  all  papers  and  other  things  directed  to 
be  published,  in  order  to  discover  all  errors  and  defects,  and  procure 
the  correction  and  remedy  thereof.  It  shall  also  be  their  duty  to 
make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  for  publication,  such  abstracts  or  abridg- 
ments of  papers  as  may  be  required,  unless  some  other  Committee 
shall  have  been  charged  with  that  duty. 

23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Membership  to  con- 
sider and  report  upon  all  questions  relating  to  membership,  which 
may  be  referred  for  that  purpose,  and  as  far  as  practicable,  to  in-, 
duce  all  proper  persons  to  become  members  of  the  Society. 

24.  As  soon  as  convenient  after  the  annual  election  of  officers, 
the  President  shall  appoint  the  following  Committees,  each  to  con- 
sist of  three  members  of  the  Society,  not  Managers,  viz.  : 

1.  On  the  increase  of  the  Library. 

2.  On  the  Increase  of  Members. 

3.  On  Donations  and  Subscriptions. 

4.  On  Statistics. 

5.  On  Portraits,   Pictures  and  Photographs. 

6.  On  Local  History. 

7.  On  Indian  Reminiscences,  Memorials,  and  History. 

25.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Increase  of  the 
Library,  to  procure  donations  of  books  and  pamphlets;  to  endeavor, 
by  other  means,  to  increase  the  Library;  and  to  propose  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  such  measures  for  its  increase  as  may  be  deemed 
expedient. 

26.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Increase  of 
Members,  to  take  all  proper  measures  to  increase  the  number  of  life 
and  resident  members  ;  of  the    Committee  on   Donations   and    sub- 
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scriptions,  to  endeavor  to  increase  the  funds  and  property  of  the  So- 
ciety, by  donations  and  legacies,  and  otherwise;  of  the  Committee 
on  Statistics,  to  collect,  digest,  arrange,"  and  put  in  suitable  form  for 
preservation  and  use,  the  statistics  of  the  commerce,  manufactures, 
and  business  of  the  City  of  Buffalo  and  the  Lakes  and  of  those  por- 
tions of  the  West  which  are  intimately  connected  with  the  business 
of  Buffalo  ;  of  the  Committee  on  Portraits,  Pictures,  and  Photo- 
graphs, to  obtain  donations  of  portraits,  pictures  and  photographs, 
and  especially  of  portraits,  in  oil,  of  early  settlers  and  other  citi- 
zens ;  of  the  Committee  on  Local  History,  to  procure,  digest,  ar- 
range, and  put  in  proper  order  for  preservation  and  use,  materials 
for  a  history  of  the  City  of  Buffalo,  and  of  the  several  towns  of  the 
County  of  Erie  ;  and  of  the  Committee  on  Indian  Reminiscences, 
Memorials  and  History,  to  discover,  collect  and  arrange  in  suitable 
form  for  preservation  and  use,  whatever  they  can  obtain  relating  to 
the  habits,  peculiarities,  possessions,  and  history  of  the  Indian  Na- 
tions and  Tribes,  now,  or  formerly,  occupying  portions  of  this  State. 

27.     All  reports  of  Standing  Committees  shall  be  in  writing,  but 
they  may  report  by  resolution  if  they  shall  deem  it  expedient.

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At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society  held  at  its  rooms  January  14th,  1890,  at  7.30 
o'clock  p.  m.,  there  were  present  William  K.  Allen, 
President,  and  a  very  large  number  of  members. 

The  minutes  of  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  and 
approved. 

Upon  motion  the  rules  were  suspended  and  Joseph* 
C.  Greene,  M.    D.,  in  an  address,  formally  presented  to 
the  Society  his  collection  of  Antiquities. 

^Address  of  Dr.  @reer\e. 

Mr.  President,   Ladies  a?id  Gentlemen  ; — 

As  one  travels  through  different  countries  of  the 
world  he  finds  many  different  objects  to  attract  his  atten- 
tion ;  and  an  interest  is  awakened  oftentimes  and  he  is 
led  out  into  new  fields  of  thought  and  observation. 

We  had  studied  the  different  phases  offered  by  the 
several   nations  of  Asia,  both  by  reading  and  personal 
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observation,  and  yet  I  must  say  that  when  I  reached 
Africa  and  stood  on  Egyptian  soil,  and  beheld  the  moun- 
tains of  stone  piled  up  in  the  shape  of  Pyramids,  the  oldest 
and  largest  buildings  known  to  man,  some  of  them  reach- 
ing back  probably  to  4000  years  before  the  Christian 
era,  although  their  age  cannot  be  fixed  with  certainty, 
they  gave  an  air  of  antiquity  beyond  description. 

Magnificent  temple  ruins  are  found  on  either  side  of 
the  Nile  from  Alexandria  to  the  Second  Cataract,  covered 
with  hieroglyphics,  which  were  up  to  a  recent  date  simply 
objects  of  curiosity  and  speculation;  also  the  obelisk 
still  standing  where  it  was  placed  over  3000  years  ago, 
covered  with  the  same  hieroglyphics,  giving  us  a  history 
of  some  of  the  Pharaohs  of  Egypt. 

We  also  found  on  the  west  side  of  the  Nile,  near 
Thebes,  those  magnificent  Tombs  of  the  Kings,  cut  out 
of  the  Libyan  mountains,  among  them  being  the  tombs 
of  Seti  I.,  and  his  son  Rameses  II.,  of  the  XIX.  Dynasty, 
about  1405  B.  C. 

We  visited  the  Boulak  Museum  at  Cairo,  and  stood 
before  the  mummied  bodies  of  Seti  I.,  and  his  son  Rameses 
II.,  two  of  the  greatest  Pharaohs  that  Egypt  ever  knew, 
and  although  they  had  been  wrapped  in  the  mantle  of 
death  for  over  3000  years,  yet  they  speak  in  tones  of 
thunder  to  this  modern  age  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
and  point  with  closed  eye  and  silent  lip  to  an  age  of 
Egyptian  civilization  to  which  the  world  owes  much  of  its 
present  greatness. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to  say  that  I  was  great- 
ly impressed  with  what  I  had  seen,  and  a  resolution  was 
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formed,  there  and  then,  as  I  looked  over  the  needs  of  my 
adopted  city  (Buffalo)  and  realized  the  fact  that  she  was 
deficient  in  some  things  which  go  to  make  a  great  city, 
that  I  would  do  what  I  could  to  put  her  on  a  platform  of 
equality  with  other  cities  of  the  new  world  ;  and  hence  we 
have  here  before  us  to-night  this  Egyptian,  Syrian  and 
Assyrian  collection,  which  is  typical  of  the  several 
countries  it  represents,  as  far  as  it  goes.  We  have  no 
apology  to  offer  for  the  smallness  of  this  collection,  for 
those  of  you  who  have  visited  the  museums  of  the  Old 
World  know  how  very  difficult  it  is  to  procure  even  a 
duplicate  of  an  antique  object. 

The  British  Museum  of  London,  the  Louvre  of 
Paris,  and  the  Berlin  Museum,  as  well  as  a  large  number 
of  museums  in  different  parts  of  Europe,  are  compara- 
tively well  supplied  with  antiquities  from  these  several 
countries,  from  the  fact  that  they  have  been  collecting 
for  the  last  century  at  a  time  when  there  was  little  or.no 
opposition  to  the  removal  of  antique  objects  to  foreign 
countries. 

Now  there  is  a  strict  guard  kept  against  the  re- 
moval of  antiquities  from  Egypt  and  these  other  coun- 
tries. Since  1862,  a41  objects  must  bear  the  stamp  of  the 
Boulak  Museum  before  they  can  be  removed  from  the 
country.  This  mummy  was  stopped  on  the  way  down 
the  Nile  from  Luxor  to  Cairo  because  it  did  not  have  the 
required  endorsement,  and  we  were  obliged  to  ask  the 
assistance  of  our  American  Consul,  which  I  am  pleased 
to  say  was  freely  given,  and  after  some  weeks'  delay 
the  mummy,  which  is  a  very  fine  one,  with  a  sarcophagus 
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that  cannot  be  excelled,  was  duly  forwarded  to   Buffalo. 

I  will  only  mention  a  few  of  the  interesting  objects 
of  the  collection: 

First — A  cast  of  the  "  Rosetta  Stone,"  so  called 
from  being  found  by  one  of  Napoleon's  soldiers  in  1799, 
at  a  place  of  that  name  at  the  mouth  of  one  of  the 
branches  of  the  Nile  Delta.  This  was  one  of  the  most 
important  finds  imaginable,  as  it  proved  to  be  the  key 
that  unlocked  Egyptian  archaeology.  The  stone  bears  a 
tri-grammatical  inscription  or  an  inscription  in  three  dif- 
ferent languages,  the  first  being  pure  Egyptian  hiero- 
glyphics, the  second  demotic  and  the  third  Greek,  the 
last  being  the  key  to  the  other  two.  Without  this  stone 
we  should  be  as  much  in  the  dark  as  regards  the  history 
and  language  of  ancient  Egypt  as  were  our  ancestors  of 
the  sixteenth  century. 

Secondly—  We  will  mention  the  bust  of  Rameses 
II.,  one  of  the  great  obelisk  builders,  and  the  Pharaoh 
who  oppressed  the  children  of  Israel  and  imposed  upon 
them  tasks  grievous  to  be  borne,  and  wThose  mummied 
body  was  found  in  the  wonderful  discovery  of  1881,  and 
now  lies  in  the  Boulak  museum  at  Cairo. 

The  next  in  order  is  a  cast  of  the  "  Moabite  Stone,1 
so  called,  the  original  of  which  is  in  the  Louvre  at  Paris. 
It  was  found  at  Dibon  in  the  land  of  Moab  in  1869,  by  a 
German  missionary.  It  contains  a  Phoenician  inscrip- 
tion giving  an  account  of  a  war  between  Mesha,  King  of 
Moab,  and  the  Israelites,  about  900  B.  C, which  corrobor- 
ates the  Bible  account  as  given  in  II.  Kings,  3rd  chap.  This 
stone  is  very  interesting  to  Bible  students  as  it  gives  the 
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forms  of  the  Phoenician  letters  used  on  both  sides  of  the 
Jordan,  in  the  time  of  Ahab.  It  also  gives  us  the  precise 
mode  of  writing  employed  by  the  early  prophets  of  the 
Old  Testament. 

Next  we  have  the  cast  of  the  Siloam  inscription,  at 
Jerusalem,  discovered  in  1881,  which  is  also  given  in  the 
Phoenician  alphabet.  The  original  inscription  is  found 
in  a  tunnel,  which  was  excavated  about  700  B.  C,  or  in 
the  time  of  Isaiah,  through  the  solid  rock,  from  the  Vir- 
gin spring,  a  short  distance  from  the  south  wall  on 
Temple  Hill  to  the  Pool  of  Siloam  in  the  Cheesemaker's 
or  Tyropaeon  valley.  The  tunnel  of  Siloam  is  over  5,00a 
feet  in  length,  and  was  excavated,  according  to  the  in- 
scription, on  the  same  general  principles  used  in  this 
nineteenth  century,  that  is  working  from  both  ends  and 
meeting  at  or  near  the  centre  of  the  tunnel,  showing  that 
they  were  well  up  in  the  science  of  engineering,  even  at 
that  remote  period. 

We  also  have  an  interesting  cast  of  a  monument  or 
black  obelisk,  so  called,which  was  recently  brought  to  light, 
the  original  of  which  is  in  the  British  Museum.  It  was 
found  in  the  mound  of  Nimrod  in  Assyria.  It  is  embel- 
lished both  by  pictorial  representations  and  inscriptions 
giving  an  account  of  the  exploits  of  Shalmaneser,  with 
Jehu,  King  of  Israel,  who  appears  on  the  obelisk  as  prof- 
fering submission  to  the  Assyrian  King. 

There  is  a  large  number  of  objects  worthy  of  men- 
tion, but  we  will  mention  but  one  more,  the  original  of 
which  is  in  the  British  Museum.  It  is  called  the  'kSargon" 
stone.     It  is  an  egg-shaped  object  of  variegated  marble 
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beautifully  drilled  and  polished,  bearing  carefully  exe- 
cuted Babylonian  writing,  giving  a  history  of  Sargon  I., 
King  of  Agada,  3800  B.  C. 

In  the  march  of  civilization  Egypt  took  the  lead,  fol- 
lowed closely  by  Syria  and  Assyria,  as  is  proven  by  the 
inscriptions  written  on  stone,  and  by  the  hieroglyphics 
found  on  obelisks,  temples  and  in  tombs.  These  countries 
were  closely  united,  commercially  and  socially,  3000  years 
ago.  Large  armies  from  one  of  these  countries  often  in- 
vaded the  other  and  laid  the  inhabitants  under  tribute. 
Alliances  were  also  formed  between  two  of  these  countries 
against  the  third,  similar  to  what  is  known  to  exist  in 
Europe  at  the  present  time. 

It  is  the  desire  of  the  donor  that  this  collection  shall 
stimulate  a  wider  interest  and  research  into  all  that  the 
monuments  and  antiquities  of  these  several  countries  can 
tell  us  in  corroboration  of  Bible  history.  It  is  also  my  hope 
and  desire  that  other  men  shall  make  similar  contributions 
to  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society,  and  that  my  collection' 
shall  be  merely  the  nucleus  of  much  greater  and  more  ex- 
tensive collections. 

Now,  Mr.  President,  allow  me  to  present  this  collec- 
tion to  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  through  you  as  its 
chief  executive  officer.     . 

Mr.  William  C.  Bryant  was  called  upon  to  accept  the 

munificent  gift  in  the  name  of  the  Society. 
Response  b^  William  £  Bryant. 

The  Buffalo  Historical  Society  accepts  with  the 
deepest  sensibility  the  munificent   gift  which  Dr.  Greene 
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has  laid  at  its  feet  to-night.  We  appreciate,  too,  the 
happy  and  timely  suggestion  which  finds  expression  only 
in  the  gift  itself. 

Our  Society  has  passed  the  probationary  and  ex- 
perimental stage.  It  is  destined  to  live  as  one  of  the 
permanent  and  cherished  institutions  of  our  city.  The 
primary  object  of  its  founders  was  to  piously  gather  and 
preserve  records  of  the  lives  and  achievements  of  the 
pioneers,  who  laid  the  foundations  of  civilization  in  this 
region,  as  well  as  the  few  perishing  memorials  that  re- 
main of  the  hapless  race  whom  we  have  dispossessed. 

This  object  was  a  commendable  one,  and  must 
never  be  lost  sight  of,  but,  in  a  measure  it  has  been  out- 
grown, and  has  proved  too  narrow  and  restricted  to  meet 
the  growing  demand  for  a  broader  culture  and  a  more 
diversified  field  of  research.  The  domain  of  local  his- 
tory has  been  industriously  explored,  although  by  no 
means  exhausted,  by  this  Society.  To  justify  its  claim 
to  live,  and  to  receive  a  generous  and  loyal  support  from 
advancing  generations,  the  scope  of  our  Society's  pur- 
poses and  aims  must  be  widened  so  as  to  embrace  more 
than  one  topical  feature.  Dr.  Greene  is  perhaps  the  first 
of  its  benefactors  to  grasp,  or  accentuate  this  truth.  Too 
modest  to  voice  it  in  any  other  way,  the  dead  lips  of  a  High 
Priest  of  the  Pharaohs,  and  these  other  eloquent  memor- 
ials of  the  oldest  civilization  the  earth  has  known,  have 
given  his  thought  impressive  utterance. 

I  beg  to  thank  Dr.  Greene  on  behalf  of  the  Society, 
and  its  large  constituency,  for  his  thoughtful  and  noble 
benefaction.  May  the  spirit  which  prompted  the  deed 
awaken  a  generous  emulation! 
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Mr.  Geo.  S.  Hazard  next  addressed  the  Society  and 
presented  his  manuscript  volume  of  the  war  history  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  Regiment,  the  iooth  N.  Y.  Volunteers. 

Mr.  -pra^ard's  ©Address. 

Mr.  President }  Veterans  of  the  iooth  Regiment,  and 
Ladies  and    Gcntlcme?i : 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  volume  be- 
fore you  containing  a  compilation  of  interesting  matter 
relating  to  the  Buffalo  Board  of  Trade  Regiment,  the 
distinguished  iooth  New  York  State  Volunteers,  during 
its  service  in  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  consisting  mainly 
of  manuscript  records,  regimental  reports,  correspon- 
dence and  much  other  material  that  may  be  termed 
historical,  the  greater  part  of  which  came  into  my  hands 
while  president  of  the  Board  of  Trade  and  chairman  of 
the  War  Committee  during  that  eventful  period  from 
July,  1862  to  April,  1S65. 

These  records  1  now  have  the  pleasure  of  present- 
ing to  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  for  public  examina- 
tion and  reference,  in  the  hope  that  the  present  and  fu- 
ture generations  mav  know  and  revere  the  names  and 
deeds  of  the  men  who,  inspired  with  a  noble  patriotism 
when  their  country  was  in  danger,  endured  hardship, 
privations,  a-.d  perils,  even  unto  death,  to  preserve  its 
Constitution  and  laws. 

From  the  outbreak  of  the  Rebellion  the  loyalty  of 
the  members  of  the  Buralo  Board  of  Trade  was  strongly 
marked  by  frequent  and  generous  contributions  to  various 
military   and   sanitary   organizations   for  service  on  the 
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field.  In  July,  1862,  although  comparatively  few  in  num- 
ber, they  contributed  a  special  sum  amounting  to  nearly 
$23,000  as  a  "  war  fund."  A  committee  often  members 
was  appointed  by  the  Board,  with  instructions  to  report 
in  regard  to  a  proper  and  beneficial  appropriation  of  the 
fund.  Many  suggestions  and  projects  were'  offered  and 
pressed,  but  the  committee,  after  mature  deliberation  and 
inquiry,  found  that  the  truly  lamentable  condition  of  the 
100th  Regiment  in  consequence  of  the  great  losses  sus- 
tained in  the  terrific  battle  of  Fair  Oaks,  and  the  gallant 
courage  displayed  by  the  regiment,  appealed  most 
strongly  to  the  sympathy  and  admiration  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

This  regiment  was  organized  in  Buffalo  and  left  here 
early  in  March,  1862,  numbering  960  men,  rank  and  file, 
in  all  the  pride  and  strength  of  youthful  manhood.  The 
enemy,  in  largely  superior  numbers,  was  encountered  in 
the  vicinity  of  Richmond  during  the  latter  part  of  the  en- 
su'ng  May,  when  a  conflict  of  the  most  stubborn  and 
bloody  character  took  place.  Our  regiment  behaved  in 
that  deadly  contest,  under  a  loss  of  more  than  one-half 
their  number  in  killed,  wounded,  and  missing,  with  the 
heroic  coolness  of  veterans. 

The  battle  ended,  sadly  torn,  wounded  and  broken 
by  the  heavy  loss  of  brave  officers  and  men,  reduced 
from  960  to  451,  rank  and  file,  the  regiment  rested  in 
weariness,  a  wreck  upon  the  fatal  field  of  Fair  Oaks,  dis- 
heartened but  not  defeated,  discouraged  but  not  in 
despair. 

It  was  at  the  moment  when  consolidation  with  other 
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corps  and  consequent  dissolution  of  the  ranks  and  loss  of 
the  dearly-earned  reputation  of  the  regiment  for  indomi- 
table courage  and  gallant  fighting  qualities  were  threat- 
ened, that  the  Board  of  Trade  held  out  its  generous  hand 
and  became  its  foster-parent  by  adoption.  There  was 
no  delay  by  the  Board  in  taking  prompt  and  active 
measures  in  enlisting  good,  able-bodied  men  and  sending 
them  to  the  field  to  fill  the  broken  ranks,  until  more  than 
500  recruits  were  supplied  and  the  regiment  numbering 
984,  rank  and  file,  stood  restored.  Time  will  only  per- 
mit a  brief  mention  of  some  of  the  sieges,  assaults,  and 
battles  in  which  the  100th  bore  a  conspicuous  part,  viz.: 
Yorktown,  Williamsburg,  Seven  Pines,  Fair  Oaks, 
Bottom's  Bridge,  White  Oak  Swamp,  Malvern  Hill,  Cole  s, 
Folly  and  Morris  Islands,  Fort  Wagner,  Richmond  & 
Petersburg  Railroad,  Drury's  Bluff,  Bermuda  Hundred, 
Deep  Bottom,  Fussill's  Mills,  NewT-Market,  Hatcher's 
Run,  and  last  the  deadly  assault  and  capture  of  Fort 
Gregg,  the  key  of  Petersburg,  which  took  place  only  a 
few  days  before  the  surrender  at  Appomattox. 

The  assault  on  Wagner  in  July,  1863,  resulted  in 
large'  losses,  and  was  followed  by  the  Virginia  campaign 
in  1864,  unparalleled  in  activity  and  violence,  and  which 
increased  still  more  the  list  of  killed,  wounded,  and  cap- 
tured ;  consequently  the  regiment  became  greatly  re- 
duced in  numbers.  On  appealing  to  the  Secretary  of 
War  he  ordered  details  of  some  350  conscripts,  which 
added  materially  to  the  strength  of  the  regiment. 

On  the  pages  of  this  volume  will  be  found,  so  far  as 
has  been  possible  to  ascertain,  the  name   of  every  man 
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connected  with  the  100th  Regiment,  including  a  list  of 
commissioned  officers,  date  of  commission,  date  of  rank 
and  remarks,  the  autographs  of  several  hundred  volun- 
teers enlisted  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  letters  from  officers 
and  privates  of  the  regiment  and  others,  letters  to  Gov- 
ernors of  the  State  in  regard  to  appointments  and  pro- 
motions, letters  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  correspondence 
with  the  medical  and  hospital  departments  of  the  Gov- 
ernment in  regard  to  removal  of  sick  and  wounded 
soldiers  to  hospitals  nearer  their  homes,  and  correspond- 
ence upon  other  matters  connected  with  the  regiment 
too  numerous  to  detail  ;  also,  as  far  as  can  be  ascertained, 
complete  lists  of  killed,  wounded,  and  missing  of  the 
100th  in  the  various  battles  in  which  it  was  engaged. 

From  its  organization  to  the  close  of  the  War  the 
records  show  the  names  of  1,825  men  connected  with  the 
regiment,  but  how  many  survived  and  were  discharged 
was  a  question  difficult  of  solution  until  by  request  Gen. 
George  B.  Dandy,  late  colonel  of  the  regiment,  kindly 
furnished  a  copy  of  the  "  muster-out  roll"  from  the  re- 
cords of  the  War  department  in  Washington,  which  will 
be  found  on  these  pages,  showing  that  689  men  were 
mustered  out.  Considering  the  heavy  losses  this  ap- 
pears a  large  number,  but  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact 
that  after  Appomattox  the  remnants  of  two  other  regi- 
ments, the  148th  and  158th  New- York  State  Volunteers, 
were  consolidated  with  the  100th.  After  a  careful  sep- 
aration there  were  found  only  368  men,  rank  and  file, 
belonging  to  the  100th  ;  these  obtained  an  honorable  and 
final  discharge,  August  28,  1865.     I  am  also  under  obli- 
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gation  to  P.  Edwin  Dye,  Esq.,  of  Washington,  late  captain 
in  the  iooth  Regiment,  for  a  muster-out  roll  received 
later  than  that  mentioned  above,  which  on  examination 
gave  1 8  more  names  of  the  iooth,  which  are  supple- 
mented, making  the  total  of  368  as  above. 

There  were  several  offices  of  the  regiment  whose 
names  do  not  appear  on  the  muster-out  roll,  who,  after 
the  surrender,  finding  no  more  fields  to  conquer,  resigned 
and  returned  to  their  homes. 

I  am  greatly  indebted  to  the  following-named  gentle- 
men for  very  acceptable  and  valuable  communications, 
which  are  placed  on  the  pages  of  this  book,  viz. :  To 
Gen.  George  B.  Dandy,  U.  S  A.,  late  colonel  of  the  regi- 
ment, for  an  exceedingly  interesting  historical  paper, 
entitled,  "  Reminiscences  of  the  iooth  New- York  State 
Volunteers  in  the  Rebellion."  To  Maj.  George  H. 
Stowits,  for  his  excellent  historical  sketch  of  the  regi- 
ment and  its  famous  deeds  ;  also  for  his  interesting  and 
authentic  statement  of  the  perilous  scouting  exploits  of 
Lewis  S.  Payne  of  Tonawanda,  late  captain  in  the  iooth, 
who,  for  his  many  acts  of  fearless  intrepidity  in  gaining 
valuable  information  of  the  movements  of  the  enemy,  was 
breveted  lieutenant-colonel  while  wounded  and  suffering 
the  hardships  of  a  rebel  prison.  To  Bvt.-Maj.  Edward 
L.  Cook,  for  several  pages  ol  "Pleasant  Recollections  of 
Camp-life  in  the  iooth  Regiment."  To  Capt.  George  G. 
Barnum,  Jr.,  for  his  graphic  account  of  the  siege  of  Fort 
Wagner,  July  18,  1863.  To  Lieut.  Alfred  Lyth,  for  his 
graphic  journalistic  narrative  of  the  inhuman  treatment 
received  by  himself  and  comrades  in  the  vile  rebel 
prison-pen  of  Andersonville. 
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Thus  have  I  briefly  mentioned  some  of  the  contents 
of  the  400  pages  of  this  volume,  but  words  fail  in  the 
attempt  to  do  adequate  justice  to  the  patriotism  and  valiant 
services  rendered  by  the  rooth  Regiment  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  able  and  accomplished  Col.  George  B.  Dandy 
and  his  gallant  corps  of  officers.  The  regiment  was 
well-known  in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  as  the  "  Buffalo 
Board-of-Trade  Regiment,"  and  its  reputation  for  super- 
ior discipline,undaunted  courage  and  morale  was  proverb- 
ial. On  occasions  demanding  extreme  daring  and 
dangerous  duty,  classed  as  "  forlorn  hope,"  our  regiment 
was  usually  detailed  for  the  task.  There  is  abundant 
testimony  of  its  gallant  bearing,  and  under  the  most  try- 
ing circumstances  it  was  never  known  to  fail  or  waver. 

In  the  four  days  of  hard  fighting  in  May,  1864,  Col. 
Plaisted,  commanding  the  Third  Brigade,  in  his  report 
says  :  l'  Throughout,  the  100th  had  the  advance,  always 
willing,  always  ready,  first  and  foremost  in  the  fight  and 
last  to  leave  the  field  ;  its  conduct  upon  every  occasion* 
was  creditable  to  its  gallant  leader,  itself,  and  the  great 
State  it  represents." 

This  sanguinary  war,  which  for  four  years  had  been 
prosecuted  with  unexampled  courage  and  skill  on  both 
sides  at  the  sacrifice  of  a  million  of  lives  and  untold 
millions  of  treasure,  was  providentially  terminated  by  the 
unconditional  surrender  of  the  rebel  army  at  Appomattox 
on  April  9,  1865,  and  gentle  peace  again  resumed  her 
"majestic  march''  to  more  pleasant  and  useful  victories. 
Never  was  there  a  cause  for  war  more  groundless,  and 
probably  never  in  the  course  of  human  events  one  which, 
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in  the  Providence  of  Him  who  directs  the  destiny  of  na- 
tions* was  so  productive  of  beneficial  results  to  mankind. 

It  abolished  the  odious  institution  of  slavery.  It 
settled  beyond  controversy  for  all  time  the  disputed 
problem  of  the  possibility  of  a  Constitutional  Republic, 
and  the  question  of  universal  human  rights.  It  confirmed 
and  established  on  enduring  foundations  a  higher  and 
grander  civilization  than  the  nations  of  the  world  had 
ever  known — a  model  for  all  people  oppressed  by  unjust 
and  despotic  rulers. 

For  purposes  of  this  character,  the  noble  and  patri- 
otic volunteers,  the  dead  and  living  heroes  contended, 
enduring  toilsome  marches,  untold  perils,  wounds,  and 
inhuman  prison-barbarities  to  maintain  and  perpetuate 
in  their  integrity  the  sacred  institutions  and  laws  of  our 
country. 

May  the  hearts  of  a  loyal  and  beneficent  nation  and 
"  millions  yet  to  be"  ever  hold  the  memory  of  the  brave 
men  who  endured,  suffered  and  conquered,  in  grateful  re- 
membrance and  place  their  names  "  On  Fame's  eternal 
bead-roll." 

The  Rev.  Dr.  A.  T.  Chester  was  called  on  by  the  Presi- 
dent to  accept  Mr.  Hazard's  gift  on  behalf  of  the  Society, 
which   he  did  most  fittingly. 

Major  Stowits  and  Mr.  Walbridge  also  spoke  express- 
ing the  satisfaction  felt  by  the  Regiment  in  thj  com- 
pilation of  the  work,  and  their  gratitude  to  Mr  Hazard 
for  his  labor  upon  it. 
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The  occasion  was  one  of  great  satisfaction  to  the 
members  of  the  Society,  and  it  marked  the  close  of  a 
successful  year. 

Mr.  S.  S.  Guthrie  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the 
Society  be  tendered  to  Dr.  Greene  and  Mr.  Hazard  for 
their  donations,  and  that  the  resolution  of  thanks  be  en- 
grossed on  parchment,  subscribed  by  the  President  and 
Secretary  and  forwarded  to  the  donors.     Carried. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  following  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Managers:

THE  LIBRARY. 

'  The  Library  additions  for  the  year,  have  been  385 
volumes,  and  663  pamphlets.  Of  the  volumes  received, 
331  were  by  gift  and  exchange,  3  by  purchase,  and 
51  by  binding;  all  of  the  Pamphlets  were  donations. 
The  total  number  of  Volumes  now  in  the  Library  is 
10,418,  and  of  Pamphlets,  8,699. 

A  large  number  of  magazines,  reviews  and  mis- 
cellaneous  publications,  have  also  been  received  from 
the  publishers;  a  list  of  the  generous  donors  will  be 
found  appended  to  this  report. 

Many  of  the  volumes  and  pamphlets  received 
are  of  a  high  order  of  merit,  and  have  already  been 
useful  to  the  investigators,  who  daily  resort  to  us  for 
information. 

Our  Genealogical  department,  which  is  now  at- 
tracting much  attention,  has  also  been  increased  by 
many  sketches  of  family  histories.  Good  progress  has 
been  made  in  the  important  work  commenced  a  year 
ago,  of  making  the  Library  as  complete  as  possible  in 
its  several  sets  and  specialties.  In  this  connection  we 
would  state  that,  in  the  arrangement  of  our  Library,  a 
special  department  was  formed  for  the  literarv  pro- 
ductions of  our  own  city,  and  we  have  the  pleasure  to 
report  several  rare  additions  to  it,  in  the  past  year. 
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It  is  desirable  that  it  should  embrace  all  the  writ- 
ings of  Buffalo  authors. 

We  hope  our  members  will  take  a  pride  in  con- 
tributing what  they  can  to  the  completion  of  these 
treasures.  And  the  Society  particularly  begs  the  favor 
and  compliment  of  the  authors  not  yet  represented,  to 
present,  with  their  autographs,  copies  of  their  works  for 
its  collection.  The  Library  annex  has  been  suitably 
fitted  up,  for  the  reception  of  the  Magazines,  Reviews, 
Periodicals,  and  Miscellaneous  Pamphlet  Reports,  and 
all  have  been  catalogued.  The  Duplicates  have  also 
received  similar  attention.

Note. — *Capt.  H.  J.  Hartstein  took  the  Discovery  Ship  "Resolute"  (found 
in  the  Polar  Seas),  Sept.  10,  1S55,  after  she  had  been  fitted  up  with  every  care  by 
the  United  States,  to  England  and  presented  her  to  the  Queen,  Dec.  12,  1856. 
Capt.  Hartstein  was  royally  entertained  by  the  Queen,  at  "Osborne,"  by  Lord 
Palmerston  at  his  seat  "Broadlands,"  and  by  Lady  Franklin,  at  "Brighton,"  where 
several  distinguished  officers  assembled  to  meet  him. 

MOTE. — fDr.  Fillmore  organized  the  first  Methodist  Church  and  Society 
in  Buffalo,  1S1S. 
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coming  one  of  the  most  valuable  features  of  our  collec- 
tions. 

Many  of  the  pictured  faces  on  these  walls  stood  by 
the  Society  in  its  infancy,  and  lent  it  the  powerful  help 
of  their  personal  influence. 

THE    MUSEUM. 

Many  gifts  have  been  made  to  the  several  depart- 
ments of  our  Museum  during  the  past  year. 

But  the  most  notable  single  donation  comes  from 
Joseph  C.  Greene,  M.  D. 

He  collected  in  his  tour  of  the  world,  many  objects 
of  antiquity  in  Egypt,  Assyria,  Syria,  Babylonia  and 
other  far-off  lands. 

When  the  originals  could  not  be  obtained,  he 
spared  neither  time  nor  expense  in  procuring  the  finest 
fac-similes,  at  the  Boulak  Museum  in  Egypt,  the 
British  Museum,  London,  and  at  the    Louvre   in   Paris. 

The  number  of  objects  is  over  300,  and  they  con- 
stitute a  new  department,  which  will  hereafter  be  known 
as  the  "Greene  Collection  of  Egyptian,  Syrian,  and  As- 
syrian Antiquities." 

Our  Museum  accommodations  have  been  ample 
enough  to  admit  of  a  pleasing  display  of  the  entire  col- 
lection, which  also  includes  the  silver  and  copper  coins 
of  the  world,  that  are  now  in  circulation. 

He  has  also  deposited  an  English  Knight's  Armor, 
mounted,  representing  the  1 6th  century. 

New  cases  in  Antique  Oak,  and  handsome  pedes- 
tals, with  suitable  inscriptions,  have  been  provided  for 
their  free  exhibition  to  the  public. 
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The  Society  is  deeply  indebted,  and  ever  grateful 
will  it  be  to  Doctor  Greene,  for  the  gift  of  his  noble  col- 
lection of  Antiquities  and  Coins.  It  is  alike  honorable 
to  him,  to  the  Society  and  the  city. 

A  complete  list  of  all  the  objects,  which  we  cannot 
find  room  to  enumerate  here,  will  be  printed  in  a  sepa- 
rate  pamphlet. 

Prominent  among  them  is  the  Mummy  of  an 
Egyptian  High  Priest,  from  Thebes,  in  its  original 
wrapping  and  ornaments,  supposed  to  be  3,500  years  old, 
and  a  pair  of  Sandals  found  in  his  tomb. 

Two  Stone  •  Tablets,  bearing  cuneiform  inscrip- 
tions of  grants  of  land,  by  one  of  the  Kings  of  Babylon. 

A  beautiful  Papyrus  Book  of  the  Dead,  seventy- 
six  feet  long,  with  a  translation  of  the  same. 

The  Sargon  Stone,  from  Babylon,  giving  a  history 
of  Sargon,    1st    King   of   Agada,    Assyria,    B.  C.  3,800. 

The  Siloam  Tablet,  discovered  in  1 881,  at  Jerusa- 
lem, bearing  inscription  in  Phoenician,  the  history  of 
the  excavations  between  the  Virgin  Spring  and  Pool  of 
Siloam,  700  years  before  Christ. 

Two  Babylonian  Seals,  one  of  Darius  the  Great. 

The  far-famed  Egyptian  God  "Osiris,"  and  God- 
dess  "I  sis." 

The  upper  half  of  a  Statue  of  "Rameses  the  2nd," 
who  oppressed  the  children  of  Israel. 

The  "Moabite  Stone,"  from  the  land  of  Moab,  dis- 
covered in  1868,  bearing  the  inscription  in  honor  of 
King  Mesha,  giving,  from  a  Moubitish  point  of  view,  an 
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account  of  the  struggles  of  that  Nation  with  Israel, 
nearly  900  years  before  the  Christian  era. 

The  Babylonian  Sun  God  Tablet. 

The  "Black  Obelisk,"  from  Assyria,  recording  on 
its  four  faces,  both  by  pictorial  representation  and  in- 
scriptions, the  Annals  of  thirty-two  years  of  Shalma- 
neser's  reign,  and  twenty-five  successful  campaigns 
against  the  nations  bordering   on  the  Assyrian  Empire. 

The  Chaldean  Account  of  the  Deluge  Tablet. 

The  "Rosetta  Stone,"  bearing  three  inscriptions, 
two  in  Egyptian  language,  though  in  separate  and 
distinct  characters,  and  the  other  in  Ancient  Greek,  and 
is  a  translation  of  the  other  two.

It  gives  your  Board  great  pleasure  to  report  the 
payment  of  the  "Tracy"  bequest  of  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars, less  five  hundred  dollars  for  State  Tax. 

The  lot  of  land  100  feet  square  on  Hodge  Avenue. 
devised  by  the  late  William  Hodge  to  this  Society,  has 
been  sold  for  three  thousand  dollars. 

The  Society  was  made  a  residuary  legatee  by  the 
will  of  Captain  John  Browning,  which  was  tiled  for 
probate  on  February  25,  1889.  It  is  hoped  the  Society 
will  realize  something  from  this  estate. 

The  balance  of  the  Reilly  bequest,  the  first  ever 
made  to  this  society,  and  admitted  to  probate  Now  1  7. 
1 88 1,  remains  still  unpaid.

LITERARY    EXCHANGES. 

The  usual  exchange  with  kindred  societies  and 
other  institutions  has  been  carried  on  during  the  year 
with  a  reasonable  degree  of  success. 

New  societies  of  similar  character  to  our  own  are 
constantly  being  organized,  and  we  have  extended  as 
far  as  possible  our  list  of  exchange,  but  deeply  regret 
that  we  cannot  make  an  adequate  return  for  the  many 
publications  of  great  value  which  are  kindly  sent  us. 

CLUB    MEETINGS. 

A  series  of  delightful  Club  Meetings  were  held, 
especially  for  the  reading  of  Historical  Papers,  every 
alternate  Monday  evening  during  the  winter  months. 

These  meetings  were  well  attended,  and  the  topics 
presented  were  greatly  enjoyed. 

The  following  is  a  list  of  the  papers  read;  Two  by 
Cyrus  K.  Remington;  the  first  was  on  "Fort  Erie"  (in 
Canada),  its  history  for  the  fifty  years  of  its  existence, 
1 764  to  1814,  with  an  account  of  its  capture  by  the 
American  forces,  under  General  Jacob  Brown,  July  3d; 
the    assault    by    the     British    under    General     Gordon 
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Drummond,  Aug.  15th,   and  the  sortie  by  the  Ameri- 
cans, under  General  Peter  B.  Porter,  Sept.  17,  18 14. 

The  other,  on  the  Battle  of  "Lundy's  Lane,"  (in 
Canada),  between  the  American  forces,  under  General 
Jacob  Brown,  and  the  British  under  General  Phineas 
Riall,  July  25,  18 14. 

The  next  paper  read  was  by  James  Fraser  Gluck, 
on  "David  Gray,"  one  of  our  departed  members.  His 
reflections  upon  his  work  and  life  were  a  just  tribute  to 
his  memory. 

General  Albert  W.  Bishop  followed  with  a  talk  on 
a  collection  of  original  letters  and  documents  of  un- 
usual historical  value,  relating  to  the  Civil  War,  writ- 
ten by  Jefferson  Davis  and  others  who  were  among 
the  foremost  figures  in  the  Southern  Confederacy,  both 
in  field  and  council. 

Frank  H.  Severance  gave  us  two  papers  on  "Buf- 
falo Authors." 

In  the  first  sketch  he  .considered  the  earlier  writers 
in  the  fields  of  Theological  Controversy,  of  History,  of 
War  literature,  and  of  Poetry. 

In  the  second,  he  spoke  of  the  writers  of  Fiction, 
Biography  and  Travels,  contributors  to  the  several 
literatures  of  Science,  Medicine,  Law  and  Statecraft. 

William  Clement  Bryant  was  the  next  speaker, 
and  chose  for  his  theme,  "Captain  Brant  and  the  Old 
King,"  giving  us  a  new  version  of  the  Wyoming 
tragedy,  an  account  of  the  Indian  exploits  in  Central 
and  Western  New  York  during  the  Revolution,  with  a 
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description  of  the  siege  of  Fort  Stanwix  and  battle  of 
Oriskany. 

The  next  Lecture  of  the  course  was  delivered 
by  the  Rabbi  Israel  Aaron,  D.  D.,  on  the  "  Early 
Israelites  of  America,  with  special  reference  to  the 
Revolutionary  War." 

The  scenes  and  incidents  of  the  pioneer  life,  and 
the  patriotic  deeds  of  the  Israelites  who  aided  Freedom's 
cause  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  were  graphically 
delineated. 

All  of  the  Papers  read,  together  with  the  valu- 
able letters  and  documents  of  General  Bishop,  forty -two 
in  Number,  which  have  never  yet  been  presented  to 
the  public,  were  generously  contributed  to  the  Archives 
of  the  Society. 

We  have  the  pleasure  to  announce  that  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  for  several  lectures  to  be  de- 
livered on  alternate  Monday  evenings,  commencing  on 
the  27th  inst.,  the  first  by  the  Rev.  Reuben  F.  Randolph, 
on  "Egypt,  Old  and  New,"  illustrated  by  maps  and 
drawings. 

The  second  paper  will  be  on  the  "Democracy  of 
Bonaparte,"  by  Mr.  Rowland  B.  Mahany.  The  Hon. 
David  F.  Day  will  follow  with  a  paper  on  the  late  Judge 
Clinton.  Due  notice  will  be  given  of  the  subjects  for 
the  remainder  of  the  course.

The  most  important  gift  of  the  year  to  this  class 
of  historical  material,  is  that  of  the  records  of  the  One- 
Hundredth  Board  of  Trade  Regiment,  presented  by  Mr. 
Geo.  S.  Hazard,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  dur- 
ing the  years  of  the  great  Civil  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
from  the  adoption  of  the  Regiment,  July,  1862,  to  the 
close  of  the  War. 

This  volume  is  invaluable  to  every  citizen  of  Buf- 
falo interested  in  the  events  of  that  gigantic  struggle 
for  the  life  of  the  nation,  and  especially  to  each  veteran 
member  of  the  Regiment,  as  a  work  of  reference. 

A  handsome  stand  has  been  provided  by  Mr.  Haz- 
ard for  this  Historic  Volume,  so  that  its  contents  can 
be  conveniently  read,  and  accessible  to  all.  Here  it 
will  be^  preserved  along  with  the  glorious  old  Flags  of 
the  Regiment,  and  cared  for. 

The  grateful  thanks  of  this  Society,  the  people  of 
this  City  and  friends  of  the  Regiment,  with  all  surviv- 
ing Veterans,  are  due  to  Mr.  Hazard,  the  War  Presi 
dent  of  the  Buffalo  Board  of  Trade,  for  his  labor  of 
love,  in  preserving,  compiling  and  arranging  so  ad 
mirably  in  this  form,  these  precious  records  of  the  val- 
orous deeds  of  the  Regiment,  for  reference  and  exami- 
nation  by  the  generations  proud  of  the  deeds  of  their 
fathers'  friends,  and  loyal  citizens  of  a  saved  union. 
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MEMBERSHIP. 

During  the  year  there  were  elected  2  Life  members, 
1  Honorary,  15  Corresponding  and  10  Resident. 

The  total  membership  of  the  society  at  the  present 
time,  is  683  of  which  81  are  Life  Members,  24  Hono- 
rary, 334  Corresponding  and  244  Resident,  of  which 
1 79  are  paying  members. 

It  is  a  sad  reflection  that  with  a  population  of  over 
250,000  we  have  only  179  paying  members. 

It  requires  no  argument  to  prove  that  any  Histori- 
cal Society  which  is  to  live,  and  do  any  effective  work, 
needs  an  ample  income  which  can  be  depended  upon,  to 
defray  the  current  expenses,  bind  its  newspapers,  buy 
necessary  books,  and  publish  from  time  to  time  its  valu- 
able papers.  The  general  public,  to  whom  we  look  year 
by  year  for  an  increase  of  membership,  have  not  given 
this  Society  in  the  past  that  support  which  it  deserved 
and  ought  to  have  received.  May  we  not  hope  that  in 
the  new  year  upon  which  we  have  now  entered,  the  So- 
ciety will  be  more  gratefully  and  generously  maintained.

THE     CABINETS. 

The  articles  donated  to  our  Cabinets  are  too 
numerous,  to  report  them  in  detail,  but  we  summarize  a 
few,  to  show  the  character  of  additions:

Twenty-five  Natural 
History  Specimens,  mostly  from  foreign  lands,  and  Mis- 
cellaneous Curios.  A  full  list  of  the  gifts  and  donors 
accompanies  this  report. 

RECEPTION  OF  THE    MICROSCOPISTS. 

A  public  reception  of  the  American  Society  of 
Microscopists  was  given  at  the  Buffalo  Library  Build- 
ing on  Thurday  evening,  August  23d,  from  7.30  o'clock 
till  midnight,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Buffalo  Societj 
of  Natural  Sciences,  the  Buffalo   Librarv,  the  Academy 
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of  Fine  Arts,  the  Historical  Society  and  the  Microscopi- 
cal Club. 

The  entir.e  Library  Building  was  brilliantly  illumi- 
nated, and  every  room  was  thronged  with  people,  many 
of  whom  had  never  been  in  the  rooms  of  the  Historical 
Society  before,  and  enjoyed  the  first  opportunity  of  in- 
specting its  commodious  apartments  and  Historical  col- 
lections. 

The  Microscopical  exhibition  was  the  most  varied, 
extensive  and  instructive  of  any  that  has  been  held  here- 
tofore by  the  Society. 

The  250  Microscopes  revealed  many  beautiful  and 
wonderful  things,  which,  added  to  the  other  attractions 
of  Art,  Historical  and  Scientific  exhibits,  made  the  en- 
tertainment one  of  the  most  delightful  events  which  has 
taken  place  in  the  City,  and  will  be  an  abiding  pleasure 
of  memory  to  the  many  thousands  who  participated 
in  it. 

VISITORS. 

The  rooms  of  the  Society  have  been  visited  daily  by 
large  numbers  of  citizens  and  strangers. 

As  near  as  it  can  be  estimated,  nine  out  of  ten  come 
without  leaving  their  names. 

Many  come  for  investigation  and  study,  our  pleasant 
Library  room  has  been  the  workshop  of  historians  and 
students  of  all  kinds. 

Our  Museum,  too,  with  its  many  attractions,  has 
been  a  popular  and  favorite  resort  of  the  ever-increasing 
number  of  callers. 

On  several  occasions  during  the   year,  there  were 
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receptions  of  large    parties  of  visitors  by  appointment. 
It  cannot  be  doubted  that  visitors  assist  in  extend- 
ing a  knowledge  of  the  Society  and  its  work. 

conclusion. 

From  the  present  report  of  your  Board  for  the  past 
year,  will  be  ascertained  how  the  important  trust  confided 
to  us,  with  all  its  work  and  responsibilities,  has  been  dis- 
charged, and  the  progress  the  Society  has  made,  with 
the  exception  of  a  decreased  membership,  occasioned 
by  death  and  resignation  (which  is  much  to  be  regretted). 
In  every  other  respect  the  Society  has  never  made  a 
better  showing,  financially  or  otherwise. 

By  the  munificence  of  Dr.  Greene,  a  newT  Depart- 
ment of  Antiquities  has  been  added  to  the  Society's 
Museum,  of  great  historical  value. 

$12,500  have  been  given  to  our  Permanent  Fund. 
The  amount  has  been  invested  in  six  per  cent,  bonds, 
and  the  interest  has  thus  been  made  available  for  future 
income. 

Many  things  have  also  been  contributed  in  the  way 
of  furnishings  (not  included  in  this  report)  by  the  private 
liberality  of  a  few  members. 

The  increase  in  all  its  collections  has  been  very 
large,  and  marked  success  has  attended  the  Society  in 
every  department  of  its  work. 

And  lastly,  every  means  of  security  has  been  em- 
ployed to  protect  and  further  the  wishes  of  the  dead,  and 
the  hopes  of  the  living. 

Let  the  past  year's  unexampled  prosperity  of  our  So- 
ciety inspire  us  with  renewed  courage  and  hopefulness  as 
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we  look  to  the  future,  and  bend  ourselves  to  the  achieve- 
ment of  yet  more  signal  success. 

.The  Report  was  unanimously  accepted  and  adopted, 

and  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Hawley,  2000  copies  were  ordered 

printed,  and  also  that  the    addresses   of  Dr.  Greene  and 

Mr.  Hazard  be  included,  carried. 

Mr.  Bryant  moved  that  the  chair  appoint  a  committee 
of  seven  to  nominate  suitable  candidates  to  fill  the  stated 
offices  of  the  Society  during  the  present  year;  carried.

A.  T.  Chester,  John  Blocher  and  Hon.  E.  S.  Hawley.

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CHAPTER  297. 

An  Act  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  to 
set  apart  certain  funds  as  a  Permanent  Trust  Fund,  and  to  restrict 
the  use  and  investment  thereof. 

Approved  by  the  Governor,  May  15,  1888.  Passed,  three-fifths 
being  present. 

The  People  of  the   State   of  New    York,  represented  in   Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  I.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society  is  hereby  authorized  to,  and  shall  set  apart  as  a  Trust 
Fund,  all  of  the  moneys  and  the  proceeds  of  any  real  property 
heretofore  bequeathed  to  it.  The  said  money  and  property  being 
now  held  and  known  as  the  Permanent  Fund  of  said  Society ;  and 
all  moneys  and  the  proceeds  of  any  property  hereafter  given, 
granted  or  bequeathed  to  it,  excepting  money  or  real  property 
specifically  granted  or  bequeathed  to  it,  for  the  use  and  occupation, 
or  the  purposes  of  said  Society,  and  excepting  articles  of  personal 
property  held,  given,  granted  or  bequeathed  for  preservation  and 
exhibition  among  its  archives  and  historical  mementoes,  shall  be 
added  to  said  Trust  Fund  and  be  made  and  become  a  part  thereof. 
Such  fund  shall  be  designated  as  the    ''Permanent  Trust  Fund." 

Sec.  II.  The  principal  of  such  Trust  Fund  and  all  additions 
thereafter  made  thereto,  shall  not  be  used  by  said  Society  or  any  oi 
its  officers  for  any  purpose;  but  the  income  thereof,  or  so  much  as 
may  be  necessary,  may  be  devoted  to  and  used  for  the  purposes  of 
said  Society. 

Sec  III.  The  said  Trust  Fund  shall  be  invested  in  the  follow- 
ing interest-bearing    securities  :     Bonds    of   the    United    States  o\

America;  bonds  of  the  State  of  New  York;  bonds  of  the  City  of 
Buffalo;  bonds  of  the  County  of  Erie;  and  bonds  of  individuals, 
secured  by  first  mortgages  upon  real  estate,  situate  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  worth  at  least  double  the  amount  secured  to  be  paid 
by  the  bond  accompanying  the  mortgage. 

Sec.   IV.     Any    manager   or   other    officer  of  said  Society  who 

shall  vote  for  or  consent  to  the  misapplication  of  said  Trust  Fund, 

or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  part  of    the  income  thereof,   or  to  the 

investment  of    any   part  thereof,  except  as  hereinbefore  provided, 

shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

Sec.  V.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  May  6,  18^0,  the 
recent  demise  of  our  oldest,  and  one  of  our  most  honored  members. 
was  feelingly  announced. 

The  following  tribute,  reported  at  the  request  of  the  Society 
by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Chester  and  President  Hazard,  was  adopted  as 
the  sense  of  the  meeting,  and  was  ordered  to  be  spread  upon  its 
minutes,  and  a  copy  transmitted  to* his  family: 

The  Buffalo  Historical  Society  with  deep  sorrow  records  in  its 
mirmtes  the  death  of  one  of  the  oldest  members,  and  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Society. 

Lewis  F.  Allen  was  born  January  1st,  A.  D.,  1800,  and  has 
lived  in  Buffalo  for  more  than  half  a  century.  He  has  been  iden- 
tified with  the  growth  of  our  city  and  closely  connected  with  many 
of  our  benevolent  and  literary  institutions. 

He  has  taken  a  special  interest  in  this  Society,  and  in  its  ear- 
liest history  has  often  written  and  spoken  in  its  behalf.  He  has 
been  one  of  the  foremost  in  the  formation  and  in  the  organization 
of  many  of  our  societies,  which  have  for  their  object  the  advance- 
ment of  Buffalo  in  high  culture  and  true  refinement.  He  has 
always  been  keenly  alive  to  any  suggestions  for  the  improvement 
of  his  adopted  city,  and  has  not  only  been  anxious  to  preserve  its 
history,  but  also  most  active  in  helping  to  make  its  history.  In  this 
respect  he  will  long  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  pioneers  of  Buffalo. 
Our  beautiful  Grand  Island,  with  which  he  has  been  identified. 
and  our  noble  Forest  Lawn,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the  earliot 
projectors,  and  where  we  have  just  deposited  his  body,  will  per- 
petuate   his    name    to  the   coming  generations.

BUFFALO  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Soci- 
ety was  held  at  its  rooms  in  the  Buffalo  Library  Build- 
ing on  the  evening  of  the  .13th  of  January,  1891. 

Geo.  S.  Hazard,  the  retiring  President,  occupied  the 
chair. 

The  minutes  of  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read  by 
the  Secretary  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  read  the  following  Annual  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Managers  : 

To  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  : 

The  28th  year  of  our  organization  as  a  Society  has 
drawn  to  a  close,  and  another  report  of  its  Acquisitions 
and  Transactions  is  required. 

The  past  year  was  an  eventful  one  in  the  history  of 
the  Society,  and  it  is  the  pleasing  duty  of  your  Board 
to  record,  in  a  general  way,  the  progress  made. 

A  summary  of  all  the  contributions,  and  names  of  the 
donors  which  accompanies  and  forms  a  part  of  this 
report,  will  exhibit  the  details.

LIBRARY    ADDITIONS. 

The  Library  was  favored  by  Gift,  and  Exchange,  with 
631  Volumes,  535  Pamphlets,  114  Journals,  Reviews 
and  Magazines,  a  large  increase  over  the  previous  year. 
Many  desirable  books  were  among  the  year's  contribu- 
tions, notably,  the  costly  set  of  six  volumes  Encyclo- 
paedia of  Contemporary  Biography  of  New  York,  finely 
illustrated.  Presented  by  Mr.  Win.  H.  H.  Newman. 
whose  thoughtful  regard  for  the  interest  of  the  library 
is  worthy  of  grateful  acknowledgment. 
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Special  mention  is  due  to  Messrs.  Elias  O.  Salisbury, 
Charles  E.'Shepard,  Prof.  E.  N.  Horsford,  William  H. 
Egle,  M.  D.,  Hon.  Jonathan  Scoville,  Hon.  Samuel  A. 
Green,  M.  D.,  the  Residuary  Legatees  of  Millar^ 
Powers  Fillmore,  and  many  others  for  liberal  dona- 
tions. 

From  Sister  Societies,  we  have  also  received  a  large 
number  of  their  publications,  which  we  acknowledge 
with  the  sincerest  gratitude. 

Notwithstanding  the  generous  gifts  made  to  the 
library,  from  year  to  year,  it  is  very  deficient  in  many 
branches,  particularly  in  History  (General,  State  and 
Local),  Biography,  Language  and  Literature,  Genealogy 
and  the  standard  works  of  Reference. 

We  can  accumulate  by  donations  many  valuable 
books,  but  only  by  purchase  can  we  pursue  the  collec- 
tion of  works  in  any  particular  department. 

Your  Board  have  the  pleasure  to  report  that  one  of 
our  members,  who  has  been  a  large  contributor,  has 
kindly  volunteered  to  be  one  of  six  to  give  Five  Hun- 
dred Dollars  each,  to  be  expended  for  the  increase  and 
improvement  of  the  library,  and  publish  the  Society's 
Historical  collections. 

Here  is  a  grand  opportunity  for  men  of  means  to 
promote  the  objects  of  the  Society.  It  stands  in  press- 
ing need  of  such  benefactors. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

The  additions  by  gift  and  binding  to  this  branch  of 
our  Library  were  1 13  bound  volumes. 
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John   E.    Robie  heads   the   list  with   62  vols.     The 
Buffalo  Library  15  vols.     The  Hon.  David  F.  Day   13 
vols.     Cyrus  K.  Remington  4  vols  ,  and  others. 
#    We  have  also  received  from  the  publishers  six  dailies 
and  eight  weekly  newspapers. 

The  Society  most  gratefully  expresses  its  thanks  to 
the  proprietors  of  all  the  local  newspapers  for  numerous 
courtesies,  and  for  the  gift  of  their  files  to  be  preserved 
in  our  library. 

The  usual  number  of  single  newspapers  containing 
historical  and  biographical  sketches  have  been  received 
and  placed  on  file  for  the  historiographer. 

The  use  made  of  these  chronicles  has  been  very 
large,  and  annually  increasing. 

NUMISMATICS. 

Our  Numismatic  Collection  has  been  classified,  and 
rearranged  in  a  new  and  handsome  case.  The  contri- 
butions for  the  year,  were  : 

One  bronze  medal,  struck  Nov.  5,  1757,  to  commem- 
orate a  great  battle  at  "  Rosbach,"  Prussia,  between  the 
Prussians,  commanded  by  Frederick  the  Great,  and  the 
combined  army  of  French  and  Austrians,  in  which  the 
latter  were  defeated  with  severe  loss.  Presented  by 
Wm.  S.  Prior. 

Also  75  separate  pieces  of  Coins.  A  full  list  of  the 
donors  of  Coins  accompanies  this  report. 

BUSTS. 

We  report  two  additions  for  the  year  to  this  Collec- 
tion, both  presented  by  General  John  C.  Graves. 
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One  of  these  is  the  Bust  of  Dr.  John  C.  Lord, 
modeled  by  Col.  Selkirk.  The  handsome  pedestal  on 
which  it  stands  was  the  gift  of  a  few  friends. 

The  other  is  of  the  donor,  modeled  by  Mrs.  John  C. 
Graves. 

Both  are  excellent  likenesses,  conveying  the  expres- 
sion of  the  men  admirably. 

COLLECTIONS    IN    THE    VESTIBULE. 

Among  the  numerous  additions  may  be  mentioned  : 

The  Ball,  which  ornamented  the  top  of  the  Tower 
of  the  Old  First  Presbyterian  Church,  for  sixty-three 
years.     Presented  by  Mr.  Edward   D.  Wilgus. 

The  Iron  Basket,  used  to  convey  passengers  across 
the  Niagara  River,  by  cable,  in  1848. 

It  was  designed  and  made  by  Judge  Theodore  Hulett, 
of  Niagara  Falls,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  the  great 
Railroad  Suspension  Bridge  that  now  spans  the 
Niagara  River,  and  which  is  the  admiration  of  the 
world. 

Of  the  thousands  that  crossed  the  gorge  jn  this 
basket,  three-fourths  or  more  were*  ladies. 

This  valuable  relic  of  the  pioneer  Bridge  was  donated 
by  the  Niagara  Falls  &  International  Suspension  Bridge 
Company,  together  with  specimens  of  the  wires  used 
in  the  construction  of  the  bridge.  These  wires  had 
remained  straight  in  the  cable  for  more  than  thirty- 
two  years,  and  on  being  taken  out  assumed  their 
original  curved  form,  a  fact  very  surprising  to  all 
engineers  and  mechanics. 
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Mr.  Wm.  G.  Swan,  the  Superintendent,  also  put  the 
Society  in  possession  of  a  handsome  Photograph  of  the 
bridge,  taken  from  the  Canada  side,  to  complete  the 
Collection. 

Our  Collection  of  Souvenirs  of  the  old  Volunteer 
Fire  Department  days  was  increased,  by  a  beautiful 
case  enclosing  the  highly  ornamented  and  costly  Silver 
Trumpet,  and  Fireman's  Hat,  which  Mr.  Thomas  B. 
French,  formerly  Chief  Engineer,  gave  to  this  Society. 

Mr.  Thomas  M.  Jefferson  presented  a  perfect  work- 
ing model  of  hand  Fire  Engine,  made  of  copper  and 
brass,  by  the  donor,  in  1857,  together  with  an  expensive 
case  for  its  exhibition. 

It  was  awarded  two  diplomas : 

In  1859,  at  the  State  Agricultural  Society,  in  the 
City  of  Albany. 

In  1869,  at  the  International  Industrial  Exhibition, 
in  the  City  of  Buffalo. 

A  fine  German  Silver  Trumpet  was  also  contributed 
by  Mr.  Emil  Macwirth. 

WAR    RELICS. 

The  cabinets  set  apart  for  War  Relics  have  received 
some  interesting  shifts. 

A  wooden  Canteen,  used  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 
presented  by  Mr.  Andrew  Langdon. 

A  Brick,  from  the  famous  Libby  Prison,  gift  of 
Miss  Belle  D.  Pelouze,  of  Richmond,  Va. 

A  Port  Signal  Lamp,  used  on  Steamer  Chicora,  while 
blockade   running   during    the   Rebellion,    enft  of   Rus- 
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A  cannon  ball,  found  on  Gull  Street,  Black  Rock, 
thrown  over  by  the  British  in  the  War  of  1812.  Gift 
of  Mr.  Cyrus  K.  Remington. 

These  form  but  a  part  of  what  might  be  enumerated. 

MEETINGS. 

During  the  year  we  have  had  one  special  and  twelve 
regular  meetings  of  the  Board. 

The  August  Meeting,  on  the  invitation  of  Councillor 
Wm.  Dana  Fobes,  was  held  at  his  home  in  Lewiston. 
It  was  a  pleasant  outing  for  the  members. 

Seven  Club  Meetings  of  the  Society  were  also  held 
during  the  winter  months,  at  each  of  which  a  paper 
was  read  or  an  address  delivered. 

These  meetings  were  well  attended,  and  were  seasons 
of  much  interest  ;  in  fact,  they  have  come  to  be  regarded 
as  one  of  the  chief  attractions  offered  by  the  Society 
to  its  members.

In  this  connection  may  we  not  express  the  hope  that 
the  Society  will  soon  be  in  possession  of  sufficient 
means  to  continue  the  publication  of  the  valuable 
papers  it  has  had  the  good  fortune  to  collect  and  pre- 
serve. 

OUR    PORTRAIT    GALLERY. 

Among  the  accessions  to  our  Picture  Gallery  in  the 
year  just  closed  may  be  mentioned  : 

A  full  length  Portrait  in  Oil  of  the  late  Judge  Isaac 
A.  Verplanck,  painted  from  life,  by  the  well-known 
Artist.  L.  G.  Sellstedt,  for  the  late  William  G.  Fargo. 

It  comes  to  us  as  the  bequest  of  the  late  Annie  H. 
Fargo.  It  is  held  in  high  estimation  by  the  Society, 
and  is  a  most  valuable  acquisition  to  our  Collection. 

Three  Oil  Portraits,  superbly  executed,  were  pre- 
sented by  the  Residuary  Legatees  of  the  late  Millard 
Powers  Fillmore,  namely,  —  "  Nathaniel  Fillmore,'' 
father  of  Millard  Fillmore. 

That  of  "  Millard  Fillmore,"  late  President  of  the 
United  States,  and  First  President  of  this  Society. 

And  *4  Millard  Powers  Fillmore,"  the  only  son  ol 
Millard  Fillmore. 

Here  they  will  be  preserved,  to  the  end  that  the 
name  and  memory  of  Millard  Fillmore  may  be  pcrpet- 
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uated  in  the  City  where  he  so  long  resided  and  among 
the  descendants  of  those  who  held  him  in  honored  and 
affectionate  regard,  as  a  friend  and  fellow  citizen. 

Also  a  Group  Collection  of  Three  Photographs,  cabi- 
net size,  of  the  old  Law  firm  of  Fillmore,  Halt  &  Haven. 

We  are  also  indebted  to  the  Widow  of  the  late  Wil- 
liam F.  Worthington,  First  Corporation  Council,  for 
the  possession  of  his  life-like  Portrait  in  Oil. 

A  large  and  handsome  Photograph  of  our  City  Mis- 
sionary, Rev.  P.  G.  Cook,  was  presented  by  himself. 

John  D.  Hill,  M.  D.,  contributes  his  Portrait  on  Steel. 

Major  Geo.  H.  Stowitts  has  also  remembered  the 
Society  with  a  full  length  Photo  Portrait  of  himself. 

A  valuable  collection  of  Portraits  was  the  gift  of  the 
Buffalo  Library,  consisting  of  Thirty  Photographs,  cabi- 
net size,  15  of  deceased  settlers,  prominent  in  their 
day,  and  15  of  Executive  Committee  and  Matrons,  Old 
Settlers'  Festival,  1875,  in  appropriate  frames. 

We  have  also  received  two- fine  Crayon  Portraits, 
life  size,  one  of  the  late  Hiram  Hotchkiss,  gift  of 
his  widow,  the  other  of  D.  P.  Dobbins,  presented  by 
himself. 

Gifts  to  the  Albums,  and  Port  Folios  of  the  Society,

THE    MUSEUM. 

An  addition  of  special  interest  and  importance  has 
been  made  to  our  Historical  Museum,  in  the  very  valu- 
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able  gift,  by  Mr.  Cyrus  K.  Remington,  of  a  handsome 
and  costly  case,  containing  a  rare  collection  of  Gold, 
Silver  and  Copper  Coins,  numbering  130  pieces.  Arms, 
and  Trophies,  from  many  battle  fields,  one,  a  Queen 
Anne  Musket.  Lot  of  Confederate  Paper  Money, 
Natural  History  Specimens,  Tokens,  Badges,  Medals, 
one  of  silver,  presented  by  the  City  of  New  York,  to 
Lieu't  Governor  Nathaniel  Pitcher,  on  occasion  of  the 
completion  of  the  Erie  Canal.  Historical  Curios, 
Relics,  and  Souvenirs,  many  of  them  from  foreign 
lands. 

All  the  articles  will  be  given  in  our  catalogue  when 
published. 

The  Society  is  also  greatly  indebted  to  Joseph  C. 
Greene,  M.  D.,  for  supplementing  his  munificent  gift  of 
a  year  ago  by  a  superb  Collection  of  Canes,  seventy- 
eight  in  number,  elaborately  carved  and  ornamented, 
representing  the  different  countries  he  visited  in  his 
recent  tour  of  the  world,  all  of  them  worthy  of  a  close 
inspection,  but  a  few  of  them  especially  so. 

One,  from  India,  is  of  ebony,  and  represents  a  cobra 
twined  about  the  stick.  An  elephant  forms  the  handle 
of  the  cane,  its  foot  crushing  the  cobra's  venemous 
head.  Over  three  hundred  pieces  of  ivory  are  inlaid 
along  the  stick. 

A  musical  cane  that  plays  four  tunes  comes  from 
Geneva,  and  near  by  it  is  an  Irish  blackthorn,  from  the 
South  of   Ireland. 

Mr.  Remington  and  Dr.  Greene  have  labored  to 
make  the  Museum,  as  it  deserves  to  be,  an  attraction,  in 
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which  the  interest  of  our  citizens  has  been  manifested 
to  an  unexpected  extent. 

INDIAN    MEMORIALS. 

A  rare  addition  to  this  department  was  an  Arrow, 
three  feet  long,  whose  barb  and  feather  as  well  as  shaft 
are  carved  in  wood  that  was  once  the  weather  vane  of 
the  Old  Seneca  Mission  Church.  This  only  relic  of 
the  church  remaining,  was  presented  by  Mr.  Wm.  A. 
Farthing.*

NOTE — *  The  Seneca  Mission  Church  was  erected  in  the  year  1826,  near  what 
is  now  known  as  Indian  Church  Street  in  the  Thirteenth  Ward  of  the  City  of 
Buffalo. 

It  was  built  mainly  by  converts  to  Christianity  under  the  ministration  of  the 
devoted  Missionary  Harris. 

These  converts  contributed  all  the  lumber  from  the  tribal  saw  mill,  a  consid- 
able  part  of  the  labor,  and  one  thousand  dollars  in  money.  Among  the  most 
liberal  contributors  were  the  leading  Chiefs,  Young  King,  Seneca  White,  White 
Seneca,  Destroy-Town,  John  Snow,  James  Stevenson  and  Tall  Peter. 

When  the  Senecas  were  forced  to  abandon  their  ancient  seat  on  the  Buffalo 
Creek,  and  retire  to  Cattaraugus  and  the  Indian  Territory,  the  church  was  suf- 
fered to  fall  into  decay,  was  gradually  dismantled,  and  finally  torn  down,  for  the 
lumber,  by  neighboring  white  settlers.  This  was  done  notwithstanding  the  sol- 
emn assurance  of  the  Ogden  Land  Company  that  the  church,  the  lot  upon  which 
it  stood,  and  the  neighboring  Indian  cemetery,  were  excluded  from  the  operation 
of  the  Treaty,  and  should  remain  inviolate  in  the  possession  and  control  of  the 
Seneca  Nation. 

The  erection  of  this  church  edifice  marks  an  important  era  in  the  history  of 
the  once  powerful  Seneca  Nation.

Mr.  Pierce  was  -educated  at  Dartmouth  College,  and 
married  an  English  woman  of  rare  ability,  and  lovely 
nature,  to  whom  the  Historical  Society  is  indebted  for 
the  gift  a  short  time  since  of  the  large  Silver  Medal, 
given  to  her  late  husband  by  President  Fillmore,  in 
1850,  together  with  a  large  quantity  of  valuable  corres- 
pondence, and  rare  documentary  history  of  the  Seneca 
Nation,  for  seventy  years. 

To  those  who  realize  that  the  great  Senecas  are  pass- 
ing away,  and  even  now  are  hardly  more  than  shadows 
to  those  who  cultivate  their  soil,  these  papers  are  a 
treasure. 

The  Society  would  be  glad  to  receive  donations  of 
any  character  which  may  throw  light  upon  or  tend  to 
illustrate  the  life  and  customs  of  the  Indian  Tribes  that 
once  inhabited  this  fair  land.

MEMBERSHIP. 

As  the  Society  is  supported  principally  by  the  dues 
of  its  members,  we  are  gratified  to  report  an  increase 
this  year,  largely  in  excess  of  the  losses  occasioned  by 
death  and  resignation. 

For  several  years  past  it  has  been  the  other  way. 

This  struggle  to  keep  up  the  membership  must  be 
continued  until  some  of  the  wealthy  residents  of  our 
great  and  prosperous  city  will  remember  the  Buffalo 
Historical  Society,  and  do  for  its  endowment  and  use- 
fulness what  has  been  done  for  similar  organizations  in 
other  places. 

There  were  enrolled  in  the  past  year,  1  Honorary,  3 
Corresponding.  13  Life  and  66  Resident  Members. 

The  Membership  Roll  of  the  Society  at  the  present 
time   may  be  expressed  as  follows:    98   Life,  276  Cor- 
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responding,  23  Honorary  and  283  Resident,  of  which 
218  are  paying  members. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  who  may  desire  to  unite 
with  the  Society,  we  will  state  that  the  price  of  Life 
Membership  is  Fifty  Dollars,  and  goes  to  the  Perma- 
nent Fund. 

The  Resident  Membership  is  Five  Dollars  annually, 
and  goes  to  the  General  Fund  for  current  expenses. 

BEQUESTS. 

Your  Board  have  the  pleasure  to  report  the  payment 
of  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  balance  on  the  Tracy  bequest. 

The  Oil  Portrait  of  Judge  Isaac  A.  Verplanck, 
bequeathed  to  this  Society  in  the  past  year,  by  the  late 
Annie  H.  Fargo,  has  also  been  received. 

We  have  further  to  announce  the  generous  bequest 
to  this  Society,  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars,  by  the  late 
William  Moffatt,  which  is  gratefully  appreciated. 

RED    JACKET    MONUMENT. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  one  of  the  conditions  an- 
nexed to  the  gift  by  the  Buffalo  Cemetery  Association 
to  our  Society  of  the  "lot  in  which  it  has  caused  to  be 
interred  the  remains  of  Red  Jacket  and  other  dis- 
tinguished Senecas,  was  that  a  suitable  monument  should 
be  erected  on  the  spot  to  the  memory  of  the  great  orator 
and  patriot. 

The  Society,  fully  alive  to  their  obligation,  has  for  sev- 
eral years  past  endeavored,  ineffectually,  to  raise  the  sum 
requisite  for  this  purpose. 
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In  this  it  has  received  encouragement  from  many 
friends,  including  non-residents,  whose  zeal  and  en- 
thusiasm in  the  work,  although  not  crowned  with  suc- 
cess, have  earned  our  lively  gratitude. 

At  a  point  when  it  seemed  that  the  project  must  be 
allowed  to  devolve  upon  another, — a  more  appreciative 
and  liberal  generation, — one  of  our  non-resident  mem- 
bers, a  wealthy  New  York  lady,  unexpectedly  came  to 
the  rescue,  and  without  solicitation,  donated  to  the 
Society  the  full  amount  of  the  estimated  cost  of  the 
Memorial,  $  10,000. 

The  spirit  which  accompanied  the  deed,  the  grace  and 
modesty  of  the  bestowal,  greatly  enhanced  the  munificent 
and  noble  grift. 

By  her  desire,  often  repeated  and  accentuated,  her 
name  was  not  to  be  mentioned  in  connection  with  the 
donation,  and  was  not  to  be  engraved  on  the  monument 
or  to  be  recorded  as  that  of  a  benefactress  on  our 
records. 

Soon  after  receiving  this  donation  a  committee  was 
constituted  to  take  charge  of  the  structure,  and  plans 
were  invited  from  some  of  the  leading  sculptors  of  the 
country. 

After  receiving  plans  and  specifications  from  different 
artists,  in  response  to  these  invitations,  the  committee 
have  finally  adopted  one  which  it  believes  will  be  a  credit 
to  the  Society,  the  generous  donor,  and  will  meet  all  the 
requirements  of  the  subject. 
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The  main  features  of  the  design  are  a  spirited  bronze 
figure  of  Red  Jacket,  on  a  granite  pedestal. 

The  figure  will  be  a  striking  portrait  of  the  subject, 
somewhat  larger  than  life,  and  in  the  attitude  of  address- 
ing a  Council  of  his  people. 

The  height  of  the  monument  will  be  26  feet,  the 
statue  1 1  y2  feet,  and  the  pedestal  1 4  %  feet. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  memorial  will  be  an  accomplished 
fact  before  another  autumn. 

VISITORS. 

18,752  citizens  and  strangers  visited  the  rooms  of  the 
Society  in  the  past  year. 

Many  of  our  citizens  brought  their  stranger  friends 
to  show  them  that  our  city  can  boast  of  one  of  the  rich- 
est and  most  valuable  collections  in  Western  New  York, 
and  not  a  few  left  upon  our  register  book  expressions  of 
their  satisfaction. 

The  Society  is  the  most  pleasantly  situated  of  any  in 
the  building.  Its  apartments  are  commodious,  neatly 
furnished  and  cheerful. 

The  collections  are  extensive,  thoroughly  arranged 
and  well  displayed,  all  of  which  adds  much  to  the 
pleasure  of  an  hour  spent  in  the  rooms. 

Buffalo  should  be,  and  is,  proud  of  the  Institution,  for 
it  is  an  evidence  of  the  highest  civilization.

Also,  by  the  Ohio  State  Archaeological  and  Historical 
Society,  Columbus,  to  attend  the  exercises  commemora- 
tive of  the  Centennial  Anniversary  of  Gallipolis,  Ohio, 
in  Oct.  last,  from  16th  to  20th. 

But,,  owing  to  circumstances  which  could  not  be 
obviated,  the  Society  was  not  represented  on  either  of 
those  memorable  occasions.     . 


The  Society  is  growing,  its  success  has  exceeded  the 
expectations  of  its  originators,  and  its  wants  are  many. 

Some  of  its  needs  have  been  supplied  by  gift  and 
others  by  purchase. 

A  handsome  chair  was  donated  by  our  President  for 
the  Secretary's  use. 

A  portion  of  the  vestibule  has  been  enclosed  and  fit- 
ted up  for  general  storage  purposes. 

An  Iron  Safe  was  purchased  for  our  valuable  books 
and  papers. 

And  three  new  cases  have  been  provided  for  the  exhi- 
bition of  some  of  our  treasures. 

A  new  edition  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  was 
compiled  in  May  last,  and  published  with  our  last  Annual 
Report. 
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It  was  decided  by  your  Board  at  the  July  meeting  to 
make  and  publish  a  complete  and  perfect  catalogue  of 
all  the  possessions  of  the  Society. 

Work  was  begun  upon  the  various  collections  in  Au- 
gust last,  and  will  be  pushed  to  completion  as  rapidly  as 
possible.  The  Library,  which  has  been  assigned  to  Miss 
Hawley,  to  whose  skill  and  faithfulness  we  take  pleasure 
in  bearing  testimony,  will  have  a  better  catalogue  than 
ever  before.  ;  »•'.'. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  Society  has  made  most  excellent  advance,  and  is 
taking  a  position  now  that  is  gratifying  and  promising. 

Grateful  for  the  aid  and  confidence  we  have  received, 
we  close  the  year,  leaving  the  Society  in  a  flourishing 
condition. 

If  we  enter  upon  the  duties  of  another  year  with  new 
resolves  and  new  inspiration  for  labor,  the  year  before 
us  will  be  one  of  greater  success.

The  retiring  President  read  the  following  address. 

Members  of  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society,  Ladies  and 
Gentlemen  ; 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  at  this  annual  meeting  to 
congratulate  you  on  the  growing  importance  and  pros- 
perous condition  of  your  Society.  It  was  in  the  gloomy 
days  of  1862,  when  the  air  was  rilled  with  the  notes  of 
war  and  the  hearts  of  men  with  fear  of  coming  events, 
that  a  few  citizens,  prominent  in  good  works  and  inti- 
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mately  identified  with  the  institutions  and  early  history 
of  this  city  and  State,  looking  beyond  the  troubles  sur- 
rounding them,  and  forward  to  the  wants  of  the  genera- 
tions which  were  to  occupy  the  city  of  their  love,  firmly 
resolved  that  it  was  expedient  to  establish  a  society  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  and  preserving  the  scattered 
fragments  of  historical  interest  in  its  vicinity.  Their 
names  deserve  honorable  mention.     They  were  : 

Millard  Fillmore,  Lewis  F.  Allen,  Charles  D.  Norton, 
Guy  H.  Salisbury,  Oliver  G.  Steele,  Geo.  R.  Babcock, 
Wm.  Dorsheimer,  Wm.  Shelton,  Walter  Clark,  Orsa- 
mus  H.  Marshall,  Henry  W.  Rogers,  N.  K.  Hall,  Geo. 
W.  Clinton,  Geo.  W.  Hosmer,  Henry  Daw,  John  B. 
Skinner,  Wm.  A.  Bird,  James  P.  White. 

While  those  named  and  many  of  their  successors 
have  gone  to  their  final  rest  and  their  names  into  history, 
others  still  remain  with  us  laboring  faithfully  in  the 
noble  work  which  they  assisted  in  founding.  To  their 
earnest  efforts  we  are  indebted  for  the  establishment  of 
the  Buffalo  Historical  Society,  whose  object  has  been 
to  procure  and  preserve  the  early  historical  records  of 
the  city  of  Buffalo  and  Western  New  York,  to  gather 
statistics  of  the  commerce,  manufactures  and  products 
of  the  lake  region  intimately  connected  with  the  inter- 
ests of  this  city,  to  collect  manuscripts  and  other  matter 
of  historical  and  genealogical  interest  regarding  eminent 
persons,  early  pioneers  and  the  surveys  of  the  State  ; 
also  facts  and  sketches  of  Indian  tribes,  their  chiefs, 
warriors  and  orators;  their  habits,  characters,  costumes, 
implements  of  war,  etc. 
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Twenty-eight  years  have  passed  since  the  organiza- 
tion of  this  Society.  Let  us  briefly,  at  least,  review 
some  portions  of  its  work. 

It  had  its  day  of  small  beginnings  in  a  little  upper 
room  on  North  Division  Street ;  soon,  however,  the 
increasing  membership  and  donations  demanded  larger 
quarters.  After  several  removals,  and  the  lapse  of 
nearly  a  score  of  years,  it  became  the  occupant  of  these 
premises,  on  the  third  floor  of  the  Buffalo  Library  Build- 
ing, comprising  four  rooms  and  a  vestibule  with  a  total 
floor  space  of  11,000  feet.  To  attempt  a  description  of 
the  numerous  interesting  and  valuable  articles  collected 
here  would  require  more  time  than  your  patience  would 
permit. 

In  local  history  I  venture  to  say  that  nearly  every 
event  worthy  of  record  pertaining  to  the  early  settle- 
ment of  this  city  and  Western  New  York  can  be  found 
in  some  intelligible  form  among  its  archives. 

Of  newspapers  of  Buffalo  and  elsewhere  there  are 
fully  1,000  volumes,  from  1823  to  the  present  time. 
These  local  records  are  of  inestimable  value,  and  refer- 
ence to  them  is  of  daily  occurrence. 

The  archaeological  department  is  highly  valuable  and 
instructive,  particularly  the  collection  of  Egyptian. 
Assyrian,  and  other  countries  made  by  Doctor  Joseph 
C.  Greene  during  his  tour  of  the  world,  and  eenerouslv 
presented  to  the  Society. 

Of  rare  coins  of  silver  and  copper  there  are  a  suffi- 
cient number  to  attract  and  interest  the  numismatist. 

The  collection  of  Indian  portraits,  weapons,  medals, 
and  other  remains  of  a  once  powerful  but  now  almost 
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extinct  people  in  this  State,  is  rich  and  worthy  of 
examination. 

Of*  war  mementos  we  have  regimental  flags,  tattered 
and  torn  by  rebel  shot  and  shell;  also  many  other  relics 
which  are  held  in  sacred  trust  and  memory  of  the.  gal- 
lantry and  patriotism  of  Buffalo  volunteers,  in  the  terri- 
ble conflict  for  the  preservation  of  the  Union. 

The  Lincoln  memorial  collection,  of  which  the  Society 
is  the  custodian,  deserves  more  than  a  passing  notice. 
It  consists  of  a  great  variety  of  war  mementos,  thou- 
sands of  autographs,  143  volumes  of  newspapers  and 
letters  from  prominent  men,  all  arranged  with  excellent 
taste  in  elegant  and  expensive  cabinets  inlaid  with 
curious  woods,  a  very  valuable  addition  to  the  war 
treasures,  and  an  honorable  memorial  to  the  patriotism 
of  the  late  Julius  E.  Francis. 

The  library  has  assumed  large  proportions,  and  is 
steadily  increasing,  there  being  at  this  time  fully  10,000 
bound  volumes  and  about  9,000  pamphlets,  besides 
some  600  volumes,  the  o-ift  of  the  late  Mrs.  Millard 
Fillmore.  The  Society  is  also  the  custodian  of  the  cel- 
ebrated library  of  the  late  Rev.  Doctor  Lord,  consist- 
ing of  eight  thousand  volumes  of  ancient  and  modern 
works,  which  are  greatly  appreciated  by  students  as 
books  of  reference. 

Of  maps  there  is  a  great  variety  of  geographical, 
topographical,  geological,  treaty,  boundary,  war  maps, 
lake  surveys  and  surroundings. 

Of  manuscripts  there  is  a  large  collection  which 
would  prove  a  valuable  addition  to  local  historical  litera- 
ture had  the  Society  the  means  to  publish. 
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On  the  walls  of  the  portrait  gallery  and  other  rooms 
are  many  excellent  oil  and  crayon  portraits,  and  hun- 
dreds of  photographs  of  distinguished  persons  of  our 
city  and  State  ;  also  a  number  of  marble  and  plaster 
casts,  some  of  the  latter  being  the  skilful  work  of  a 
highly  esteemed  and  talented  lady  amateur  of  this  city, 
and  are  greatly  admired  for  their  artistic  merit  and 
striking  likeness  to  well-known  citizens. 

To  the  valuable  collection  which  has  been  briefly 
mentioned  may  be  added  several  thousand  other  objects 
of  minor  importance  in  the  museum,  but  sufficiently 
interesting  and  instructive  to  repay  careful  examination. 

All  articles  in  the  rooms  of  the  Society  are  so  per- 
fectly arranged  and  recorded  by  our  excellent  and  sys- 
tematic Secretary  that  only  a  few  minutes  are  required 
to  furnish  any  book,  pamphlet,  manuscript  or  article  in 
possession  of  the  Society. 

The  Society  has  long  had  in  view  the  project  of  erect- 
ing a  suitable  memorial  to  "  Sa-go-ye-wa-tha,"  better 
known  by  the  name  of  Red  Jacket,  the  great  Indian 
chief  and  orator,  who,  it  is  acknowledged,  was  the  ablest 
representative  of  the  Seneca  Nation  in  its  association 
with  the  Iroquois  confederation;  but  all  efforts  to  pro- 
cure funds  for  this  purpose  resulted  in  absolute  failure. 
Within  a  few  months,  however,  by  the  gift  of  a  gener- 
ous and  public-spirited  lady,  the  Society  has  received 
ample  means  to  accomplish  the  long-desired  object. 
The  committee  having  the  matter  in  charge  have 
received  sketches  and  designs  from  several  artists,  and 
after  mature  consideration  have  unanimously  adopted 
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the  spirited  and  characteristic  design  of  Mr.  J.  G.  C. 
Hamilton,  and  entered  into  a  contract  with  him  for  the 
entire  work.  The  statue  will  be  of  heroic  size,  nearly 
twelve  feet  in  height,  of  the  best  quality  of  bronze, 
placed  on  a  suitable  granite  pedestal,  the  entire  height 
to  be  about  26  feet. 

.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  shows  that  the  Society 
is  entirely  out  of  debt,  and  has  a  permanent  fund 
amounting  to  $26,440  safely  invested.  This  sum 
includes  all  legacies  and  payments  for  life  membership. 
Not  a  dollar  of  this  fund,  beyond  the  income,  can  be 
used  for  any  purpose  whatever.  The  current  expenses 
of  the  Society  are  defrayed  from  the  income  of  the 
permanent  fund  and  annual  memberships ;  but  this 
moderate  income  leaves  an  exceedingly  small  margin  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  consequently  the  growth  and  use- 
fulness of  the  Society  are  greatly  restricted.  The 
report  of  the  Secretary  states  that  during  the  year 
there  has  been  a  good  increase  in  membership,  and  that 
the  contributions  to  the  library  and  other  departments 
have  been  liberal  and  valuable. 

The  necessary  labor  of  numbering,  classifying  and 
placing  in  proper  order  the  contents  of  the  library, 
museum  and  other  rooms,  was  begun  some  months 
since  by  our  indefatigable  Secretary,  who,  aided  by  the 
good  taste  and  handy  work  of  his  assistant,  Miss  Haw- 
ley,  intends  to  have  a  descriptive  catalogue  completed 
and  in  print  during  the  ensuing  summer. 

When  we  consider  that  all  the  interesting  possessions 
in  these  rooms  are  free-will  offerings  to  the  Society,  and 
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that  a  day  rarely  passes  without  some  valuable  addition 
being  made  by  old  or  new  friends,  the  members  may 
well  indulge  in  mutual  congratulations  and  thanks  to 
the  donors  who  have  so  generously  encouraged  them. 

The  Buffalo  Historical  Society  has  already  given 
abundant  evidence  to  all  who  will  investigate  its  char- 
acter and  its  manifold  labors,  that  it  is  a  firmly  estab- 
lished, active  and  indispensable  institution,  worthy  of 
the  fostering  care  and  generous  support  of  all  who  are 
interested  in  the  work  of  preserving  and  handing  down 
to  coming  generations  well  authenticated  records  of  the 
men  and  important  events  of  our  own  times.  It  will 
be  admitted  that  every  man,  however  high  or  low  in 
station,  profession  or  occupation,  contributes  daily  his 
part  in  forming  the  elements  which,  by  the  processes  of 
time,  crystallize  into  history.  The  usefulness  of  histori- 
cal societies  probably  was  never  more  apparent  than  in 
this  age  of  wonderful  scientific  progress  and  archaeologi- 
cal discovery.  Within  the  memory  of  many  present, 
the  world  has  been  revolutionized  by  steam  and  elec- 
tricity. 

In  the  year  1838  Doctor  Lardner,  an  eminent  English 
scientist,  wrote  an  elaborate  article  showing  conclusively, 
(in  his  own  judgment,  at  least,)  that  ocean  steam  naviga- 
tion could  never  be  successfully  established,  but  simul- 
taneously with  its  publication,  the  steamships  "  Great 
Western"  and  ''Sirius"  arrived  in  New  York  with  pas- 
sengers and  freight,  fairly  demonstrating  its  practica- 
bility. With  such  rapidity  have  the  two  great  forces 
advanced  in   reducing  time  and  distance,  that   we  can 
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compass  the  globe  in  seventy  days,  or  communicate 
with  a  friend  at  the  antipodes  in  thirty  minutes. 

We  hesitate  to  use  the  word  impossible,  however  stu- 
pendous the  projected  work  may  be,  while  we  see  obsta- 
cles, apparently  insurmountable,  disappear  at  the  com- 
mand of  science. 

The  mouldy  records  of  antiquity  are  searched  with 
enthusiasm  for  some  new  revelation,  and  the  ruins  of 
long  forgotten  cities  are  yielding  to  the  spade  and  pick- 
axe of  the  archaeologist's  startling  historic  truths  and  ar- 
tistic treasures.  We  can  hardly  venture  the  opinion 
that  science  and  art  have  reached  their  highest  point ; 
rather  let  it  be  said  that  we  are  simply  "  gathering  peb- 
bles on  the  shore,  while  the  great  ocean  of  truth  lies 
unexplored  before  us."  The  result  of  the  work  of  the 
Society  is  before  you  and  speaks  for  itself.  We  invite 
examination  and  criticism  ;  .more  than  this,  we  invite  the 
earnest  co-operation  of  our  fellow-citizens  in  adding  to 
its  attractions  and  usefulness.  To  meet  the  constantly 
augmenting  expenses  we  need  the  influence  and  income 
of  a  largely  increased  membership,  and  as  this  Society 
is  not  a  close  corporation  for  men  alone,  we  ask  the 
kind  consideration  of  the  ladies,  trusting  that  many  will 
send  in  their  names  for  membership  during  the  ensuing 
year.  The  influence  and  graces  of  woman  are  ever  an 
unfailing  element  of  success  in  all  crood  works. 

May  we  not  also  hope  that  some  portion  of  the  large 
estates  in  the  hands  of  generous-hearted  persons  will  in 
good  time  come  to  our  permanent  fund,  to  be  held  in 
grateful  memory  of  the  giver. 
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Our  doors  are  open  to  the  public  free  of  charge,  and 
every  year  thousands  of  visitors,  young  and  old,  of  our 
city  and  the  adjoining  towns,  and  strangers  from  distant 
States,  examine  the  collections  in  the  museum  and  other 
rooms  with  great  interest,  and  doubtless  derive  much,  if 
not  more  instruction  through  the  eye  than  would  be  ob- 
tained from  books.  Nearly  19,000  persons  visited  the 
rooms  during  the  past  year. 

I  take  pleasure  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  invaluable 
services  of  our  esteemed  friend  and  Secretary,  Mr.  Bar- 
num,  whose  untiring  labors  have  added  largely  to  the 
popularity  and  material  wealth  of  the  Society. 

Although  we  may  view  with  just  pride  the  flourishing 
condition  and  good  reputation  of  our  Society,  much, 
very  much,  remains  to  be  accomplished. 

Your  foundations  have  been  well  laid  and  the  super- 
structure planned  with  sound  judgment ;  let  us  be  care- 
ful of  its  adornment  and  its  attractions,  that  the  fair 
proportions  of  your  undertaking  be  in  such  perfect  har- 
mony that  it  may  prove  a  model  worthy  of  imitation. 

I  take  this  opportunity  to  tender  many  thanks  to  my 
associates,  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  for 
their  prompt  attendance  at  all  business  meetings,  and 
for  their  uniform  kindness  and  courtesy  during  my  term 
of  office. 


Mr.  Bryant  moved  that  the  thanks  of  the  Society  be

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able  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  during 
the  past  year. 

Wm.C.  Bryant  and  Rev.  Dr.  Chester  were  appointed 
to  conduct  the  President-elect  to  the  chair,  and  upon 
assuming  the  same,  he  briefly  thanked  the  Society  for 
the  honor,  promising  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  further 
its  interests. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

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CHAPTER  297. 

An  Act  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society 
to  set  apart  certain  funds  as  a  Permanent  Trust  Fund,  and  to 
restrict  the  use  and  investment  thereof. 

Approved  by  the  Governor,  May  15,  1888.  Passed,  three-fifths 
being  present. 

The  People  of   the  State  of  New    York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly ',  do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section  I.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society  is  hereby  authorized  to,  and  shall  set  apart  as  a  Trust 
Fund,  all  of  the  moneys  and  the  proceeds  ot  any  real  property 
heretofore  bequeathed  to  it.  The  said  money  and  property  be- 
ing now  held  and  known  as  the  Permanent  Fund  of  said  Society; 
and  all  moneys  and  the  proceeds  of  any  property  hereafter 
given,  granted  or  bequeathed  to  it,  excepting  money  or  real 
property  specifically  granted  or  bequeathed  to  it,  for  the  use  and 
occupation,  or  the  purposes  of  said  Society,  and  excepting  arti- 
cles of  personal  property  held,  given,  granted  or  bequeathed  for 
preservation  and  exhibition  among  its  archives  and  historical 
mementos,  shall  be  added  to  said  Trust  Fund  and  be  made  and 
become  a  part  thereof.  Such  fund  shall  be  designated  as  the 
"  Permanent  Trust  Fund." 

Sec.  II.  The  principal  of  such  Trust  Fund  and  ail  additions 
thereafter  made  thereto,  shall  not  be  used  by  said  Society  or  any 
of  its  officers  for  any  purpose  ;  but  the  income  thereof,  or  so 
much  as  may  be  necessary,  may  be  devoted  to  and  used  for  the 
purposes  of  said  Society.

Sec.  III.  The  said  Trust  Fund  shall  be  invested  in  the  follow- 
ing interest-bearing  securities  :  Bonds  of  the  United  States  of 
America  ;  bonds  of  the  State  of  New  York  ;  bonds  of  the  City 
of  Buffalo  ;  bonds  of  the  County  of  Erie  ;  and  bonds  of  indi- 
viduals, secured  by  first  mortgages  upon  real  estate,  situate  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  worth  at  least  double  the  amount  secured 
to  be  paid  by  the  bond  accompanying  the  mortgage. 

Sec.  IV.  Any  manager  or  other  officer  of  said  Society  who 
shall  vote  for  or  consent  to  the  misapplication  of  said  Trust 
Fund,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  part  of  the  income  thereof,  or 
to  the  investment  of  any  part  thereof,  except  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  V.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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REPORT  ON  THE  LORD  LIBRARY  FOR  1890. 

To  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  : 

An  annual  report  of  a  library  to  which  neither  books,  pam- 
phlets nor  periodicals  are  ever  added  is  liable  to  become  rather 
monotonous.  This  being  the  condition  of  the  "  Dr.  Lord  Li- 
brary," very  little  new  matter  can  be  reported  from  year  to  year. 
One  thing  can  be  said,  however,  that  it  is  better  known  each 
year  in  the  city  as  a  reference  library. 

To  those  who  from  time  to  time  visit  the  library  for  the  pur- 
pose of  consulting  the  books,  the  resources  thereof  seem  more 
and  more  abundant. 

There  are  expressions  of  delight  from  many  visitors  as  they 
view  through  the  cases  the  rare  and  old  books  which  lie  open  at 
some  interesting  page,  and  learn  thereby  the  style  of  early 
printing  arid  book-making.  From  two  to  three  hundred  of 
these  interesting  volumes  were  published  in  the  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries,  and  a  goodly  number  at  a  still  earlier  date. 

This  year  a  daily  list  of  visitors  to  the  rooms  of  the  Histori- 
cal Society  in  which  the  Dr.  Lord  Library  occupies  a  prominent 
place,  has  been  kept,  the  number  being  18,752  for  the  year.

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INCREASE    OF    THE     LIBRARY. 

During  the  year  just  closed,  there  were  added  to  the 
Library,  by  gift  and  exchange,  440  volumes,  1 1 1  peri- 
odicals, and  676  pamphlets. 

Many  of  the  volumes  received  are  of  unusual  interest 
and  importance. 

From  the  year's  contributions,  a  number  of  sets  were 
completed,  but  we  are  constantly  losing  golden  oppor- 
tunities to  increase  and  improve  the  Library,  for  the 
want  of  means. 

A  full  list  of  the  donors  of  bound  volumes,  and  the 
number  contributed  by  each,  will  be  found  appended 
to  this  report. 

The  cataloguing  0f  the  various  collections,  ordered  a 
year  ago,  has  been  pursued  steadily,  and  the  prospec- 
tive completion  of  the  work  will  bring  to  light  all  the 
treasures  of  the  Society. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

This  collection  is  growing  rapidly.  The  additions 
for  the  year  were  74  bound  volumes. 

Of  this  number  44  volumes  of  the  Albany 
Evening  Journal,  during  the  war  period,  was  the 
noble  gift  of  Mr,  W.  C.  Moore;  14  volumes  of  the 
Nation  were  donated  by  Frank  \V.  Abbott,  M.  D.,  and 
one  volume  Buffalo  Morning  Express,  from  the  pub- 
lishers; the  balance  by  binding.  Seven  dailies  and 
four  weekly  newspapers  were  also  contributed  by  the 
local  press. 
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The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  the  proprietors 
for  numerous  courtesies,  and  for  copies  of  their  papers. 

A  very  large  number  of  single  newspapers,  contain- 
ing historical,  biographical,  and  antiquarian  articles. 
have  also  been  received,  filed,  and  indexed. 

Thirteen  of  them  relating  to  the  war  of  1812,  were 
the  gift  of  the  late  Lyman  C.  Draper,  LL,  D.,  Madi- 
son, Wisconsin,  and  are  of  special  local  interest. 

The  accumulation  of  our  splendid  collection  of  news- 
paper history  will  be  more  appreciated  as  time  rolls 
on.  Even  now,  this  branch  of  our  library  is  more  ex- 
tensively used  than  any  other. 

CENTENNIAL    CELEBRATION.       .    - 

This  Society  was  honored  with  an  invitation  from 
the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  to  send  a  dele- 
gate on  the  occasion  of  the  celebration  at  the  Arlington 
Street  Church,  Boston,  of  the  One  Hundredth  Anni- 
versary of  its  formation,  January  24,  1891. 

The  invitation  was  accepted,  and  the  Hon.  James  O. 
Putnam  was  appointed  to  represent  the  Society  on  that 
memorable  .occasion. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

The  membership  has  been  increased  during  the  year, 
by  23  elections. 

The  Membership  Roll  of  the  Society  at  the  present 
time  may  be  expressed  as  follows:  102  Life,  253  Cor- 
responding, 20  Honorary,  and  279  Resident,  of  which 
202  are  paying  members,  as  against  21S  last  year. 
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Attempts  were  made,  to  increase  the  membership, 
but  the  result  was  not  very  satisfactory. 

The  Society  has  had  a  place  in  the  community  for 
thirty  years,  and  yet  there  seems  to  be  a  wide-spread 
ignorance  of  its  objects  and  work,  on  the  part  of  those 
who  it  cannot  be  doubted  would  gladly  become  mem- 
bers if  they  were  solicited,  and  the  objects  and  con- 
dition of  the  Society  properly  represented. 

We  cordially  welcome  anyone  to  our  ranks,  who  de- 
sires to  become  a  fellow-worker  with  us. 

Lady  residents  are  eligible  to  membership,. and  are 
also  kindly  invited  to  become  identified  with  the  Society 
and  its  interests. 

OUR  PORTRAIT  GALLERY. 

The  collection  of  portraits  has  been  enlarged  by 
many  valuable  additions.  Of  these  the  most  notable  are 
two,  donated  by  the  Hon.  Nelson  K.  Hopkins;  one  a 
true  and  reliable  pprtrait  in  oil,  life  size,  of  Daniel 
Webster,  taken  at  the  time  the  Steamboat,  i(  Daniel 
Webster"  was  launched  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  in  1836. 
He  was  then  the  cm  est  of  Mr.  Hiram  Pratt. 

The  other  is  a  fine  crayon,  life  size,  of  Gov.  John  A. 
Dix,  taken  while  he  was  Governor  of  New  York  in  1874. 

Mr.  Albert  A.  Hartzell  presents  a  portrait,  in  oil, 
life  size,  of  his  father,  the  late  Rev.  Dr.  J.  Hazard  Hart- 
zell. The  portrait  is  very  life-like  and  characteristic  of 
that  brilliant  orator  and  scholar. 

Mr.  Alpheus  Reynolds  contributes  two  portraits  in 
oil;  one  of  his  brother,  the  late  Hiram  H.  Reynolds,  M. 
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D.,  and  the  other  of  Mrs.  Mary  Reynolds  Dibble,  wife 
of  R.  E.  Dibble,  an  old-time  druggist  in  Buffalo. 

Also  a  cabinet  photo,  of  John  W.  Davock,  born  in 
Buffalo,  and  Lieutenant  in  21st  Regiment  N.  Y.  S. 
Volunteers.  A  handsome  photo.,  life  size,  of  the  late 
John  S.  Lytle,  one  of  our  old  respected  business  men, 
was  the  gift  of  his  son,  Mr.  Albert  T.  Lytle. 

A  life-size  crayon  of  David  Tucker,  presented  by 
himself. 

Portraits  of  those  associated  with  our  history  will 
be  welcomed  and  preserved  by  this  Society. 

In  many  ways  the  gallery  has  been  improved,  and  it 
is  now,  more  than  ever  before,  the  resort  of  members 
and  friends. 

Gifts  to  the  albums  and  portfolios  of  the  Society 
were  received  from  the  Hon.  Peter  A.  Porter,  Niagara 
Falls,  N.  Y.,  Wm.  C.  Bryant  and  Hon.  Benjamin 
Butterworth,  of  Chicago,  Ills. 

•       •  VISITORS. 

The  rooms  of  the  Society  were  open  to  the  public 
free,  during  the  past  year,  and  24,591  visitors  were  re- 
ceived. 

Its  archives  were  accessible  on  all  secular  days  for 
reference  or  consultation,  and  a  large  number  availed 
themselves  of  the  privileges  offered  by  the  Society,  and 
generally  found  what  they   wanted. 

During  the  year  numerous  parties  were  assisted  in 
genealogical  research,  and  talks  were  also  given  at 
the  rooms  by  appointment,  to  Literary  Circles,  on 
historical  subjects. 
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There  is  of  late  an  increased  interest  manifested  in 
historical  studies,  and  our  collections,  which  are  won- 
derfully fascinating,  and  in  the  highest  degree  inter- 
esting and  instructive,  have  been  very  helpful  to  many 
students,  and  they  have  left  upon  our  register  their 
grateful  testimonials. 

All  of  which  is  good  evidence  that  the  efforts  of  the 
Society  are  appreciated  by  many  of  our  citizens  to  the 
utmost. 

NUMISMATICS. 

t. 

The  gifts  to  our  Numismatic  Cabinet  have  been  the 
largest  and  most  valuable  ever  received  in  one  year 
by  the  Society,  comprising  a  total  of  287  separate 
pieces  of  gold,  silver,  brass,  nickel,  bronze,  and  copper 
coins.  They  also  include  two  medals,  one  in  white 
metal,  of  the  Buffalo  Monument,  erected  in  memory  of 
our  soldiers  and  sailors,  unveiled  July  4th,  1884,  and 
the  other  of  bronze,  struck  to  commemorate  the  pre- 
sentations of  colors  to  the  Birmingham  Loyal  Associa- 
tions, England,  June  4th,  1778. 

The  late  William  Dana  Fobes,  of  Lewiston,  and  Mr. 
Samuel  T.  Russell,  of  Ilion,  N.  Y.,  were  the  largest 
contributors  of  the  year  to  this  department. 

A  detailed  statement  of  the  donors  and  their  gifts  is 
appended  to  this  report. 
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THE  RED  JACKET    MONUMENT. 

It  affords  us  much  pleasure  to  record  the  completion 
of  a  suitable  memorial  of  the  Great  Indian  Orator  and 
Patriot,  Red  Jacket. 

Previous  Annual  Reports  have  given  some  account 
of  efforts  to  erect  an  enduring-  monument  on  the  beau- 
tiful  spot,  in  Forest  Lawn,  kindly  donated  by  the  Ceme- 
tery Association,  where,  eight  years  ago,  his  remains, 
with  those  of  other  distinguished  members  of  his  de- 
parted race,  were  deposited  by  this  Society. 

Our  Report  for  1890  told  how  the  long-sought 
means  for  doing  it  had  all  been  furnished  by  the  gen- 
erous gift  of  one  of  our  lady  members,  who  was  too 
modest  and  unassuming  to  allow  her  name  to  be  made 
public. 

October,  1st,  1890,  a  committee  was  appointed  to 
contract  for  and  superintend  the  work.  It  consisted  of 
Messrs.  Wm.  C.  Bryant,  Geo.  S.  Hazard,  J.  C.  Greene, 
M.D.,  Wm.  K.  Allen,  Hon.  Elias  S.  Hawley  and  Julius 
H.  Dawes;  Mr.  Thomas  B.  French,  being  added  to  it  in 
September,  1891.  Of  this  committee  Mr.  Bryant  was 
Chairman  and  Mr.  Dawes  Secretary. 

After  a  number  of  plans  and  models  had  been  sub- 
mitted by  different  sculptors,  one  furnished  by  Mr.  J.  G. 
C.  Hamilton,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  was  adopted,  and  a  con- 
tract was  made  with  him  for  the  erection  of  the  monu- 
ment, to  be  finished  the  first  day  of  September  last. 

As  so  often  happens  in  such  undertakings,  however, 
many  delays  occurred  which  were  very  vexatious  at  the 
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time,  but  possibly  unavoidable,  and  it  was  not  until 
after  the  middle  of  December  that  the  whole  imposing 
and  artistic  structure  was  complete. 

It  consists  of  a  spirited  bronze  statue  of  Red  Jacket, 
1 1  1-2  feet  high,  standing  on  a  fine  and  well  propor- 
tioned pedestal  of  Westerly  Rhode  Island  granite,  14 
1-2  feet  in  height.  Designing  the  monument  and  mod- 
eling the  statue  was  done  by  Mr.  Hamilton,  and  he 
sub-let  the  granite  work  to  Mr.  J.  Carrabeli,  of  Cleve- 
land, the  bronze  work  to  Messrs.  Bureau  Brothers, 
of  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  and  the  putting  the  whole  in 
place,  on  a  foundation  which  this  Society  prepared  in 
1884,  to  Mr.  John  Crawford,  of  this  city,  all  of  whom 
executed  their  respective  parts  with  creditable  taste  and 
skill. 

We  regard  the  completed  monument  as  a  most 
gratifying  success;  financially ,  as  having  been  finished 
and  paid  for  within  the  limits  of  our  original  estimate; 
Artistic,  in  its  fine  proportions  and  graceful  outlines; 
and  Historic,  in  its  faithful  reproduction  of  the  fea- 
tures and  habiliments  of  the  oreat  Chieftan. 

Ceremonies  of  unveiling  and  dedication  were 
planned  and  partially  provided  for.  when  it  was  ex- 
pected that  the  work  would  be  finished  while  the  sea- 
son would  permit  them  to  be  held  in  the  open  air; 
they  are  now  postponed  until  the  recurrence  of  fine 
weather  next  spring,  or  in  early  summer. 
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PAPERS     READ. 

The  opening  lecture  of  our  Annual  Course  was  de- 
livered Feb.  2d,  1 89 1,  by  the  Rev.  Frank  S.  Fitch,  on 
"  The  Blue  Laws  of  Connecticut,  True  and  False." 

The  second  lecture  was  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  William  S. 
Hubbell,  Feb.  16th,  Subject,  "The  History  of  Fort 
Erie,  and  the  Niagara  Frontier." 

The  third  lecture  was  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  T.  Chester, 
March  2d,  Subject,  "  The  History  and  Reminiscences 
of  the  Buffalo  Ministers'  Meeting." 

The  fourth  and  closing  lecture  was  by  Mr.  Julius  H. 
Dawes,  on  u  The  Yellowstone  Park." 

Our  public  gatherings  every  two  weeks  during  the 
winter  months  were  well  attended,  and  the  papers  read 
were  of  marked  historic  value.  Our  thanks  are  due  to 
the  gentlemen  who  have  prepared  papers,  and  gener- 
ously contributed  them  to  the  archives  of  the   Society. 

Would  that  we  were  able  to  publish  the  Society's  col- 
lections, which  still  remain  in  manuscript. 

BEQUESTS. 

We  acknowledge  gratefully  the  following  bequests, 
to  this  Society  in  the  past  year:  Five  thousand  dol- 
lars, by  the  late  Hon.  Jonathan  Scoville,  of  this  city, 
and  five  hundred  dollars  by  the  late  Mr.  Michael  Hutch- 
inson, of  the  town  of  Eden,  in  this  county. 

These  bequests  were  prompted  by  a  clear  knowledge 
of  the  nature  and  importance  of  the  work  we  have  un- 
dertaken, and  are  substantial  proofs  of  their  interest 
in  its  prosperity.

THE  GENERAL     ROOT    COLLECTION. 

General  Adrian  R.  Root  has  presented  the  Society 
with  a  handsome  walnut  cabinet,  eight  feet  high,  with 
glazed  doors  and  sides,  containing  his  entire  collection 
of  mementoes  of  the  late  war  of  the  rebellion,  fifty- 
three  in  number  and  properly  described. 

This  collection  is  decidedly  the  largest  and  most  val- 
uable donation  of  the  kind  the  Society  has  ever  re- 
ceived, and  will  prove  a  most  important  acquisition  to 
our    Museum. 

A  complete  list  of  these  relics  and  their  history  will 
be  given  upon  application  to  this  Society. 

For  this  very  rare  and  choice  contribution  the  So- 
ciety returns  to  this  surviving  officer  of  the  war  its 
grateful  thanks,  mingled  with  sincere  sympathies  for  his 
declining  health. 

'     ,  INDIAN    MEMORIALS. 

Much  attention  has  for  many  years  been  devoted  by 
this  Society  to  the  collection,  preservation  and  study  of 
such  objects  as  relate  to  the  aboriginal  inhabitants  of 
America,  and  particularly  of  our  own  State.  To  aid 
us  in  our  work  in  this  department,  the  late  Hon.  Jona- 
than Scoville  put  us  in  possession  of  a  very  rare  and 
valuable  collection  of  Ute  and  Navajoe  curiosities, 
seventy-three  in  number,  most  of  them  elaborately  or- 
namented, consisting  of  blankets,  leggins,  moccasins, 
water  bottles,  pipes,  money  bags,  beads,  rings,  bracelets, 
buttons,  and  numerous  other  articles  and  ornaments 
which  are  worn  by  them  in  their  daily  life.     An  elegant 
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cabinet,  nine  feet  high  and  nine  feet  long,  has  been  pro- 
vided for  their  exhibition. 

Lovers  of  the  Red  Men  will  find  many  things  in  this 
collection  to  linger  over  with  enduring  pleasure;  it  will 
show  the  student  the  advances  made  in  the  arts  of  war 
and  peace,  and  illustrate  the  life  and  customs  of  the 
aboriginal  inhabitants  of  this  continent. 

This  handsome  gift  received  a  special  acknowledg- 
ment from  your  Board  at  a  meeting  held  Feb.  3d, 
{1891,  in  the  following  memorandum  and  resolution  of- 
fered by  Mr.  Bryant,  which  were  unanimously  adopted. 

"The  Buffalo  Historical  Society,  having  been  af- 
forded an  opportunity  to  acquire  by  purchase  a  very 
rare  and  valuable  collection  of  Aboriginal  Relics,  de- 
sires to  place  upon  record  its  grateful  sense  of  obliga- 
tion to  the  Hon.  Jonathan  Scoville,  for  contributing  the 
funds  which  enabled  it  to  do  so. 

"  "  Without  preliminary  argument  or  solicitation,  and 
with  the  promptitude  and  grace  which  characterize  all 
the  donor's  princely  benefactions,  the  gift  was  made  to 
the  Society. 

"Resolved,  That  a  suitable  case  be  provided  for  these 
precious  relics,  and  that  the  collection  be  labelled  and 
hereafter  designated  as  'The  Jonathan  Scoville  Col- 
lection of  Ute  and  Navajo  Curiosities,'  and  that  a  copy 
of  this  memorandum  and  resolution  be  transmitted 
by  the  Secretary  to  our  generous  and  distinguished  fel- 
low-member. " 

We  have  also  received  from  Mr.  Brownell,  of  Xew 
York  City,  a  rare  portrait  of  *4  Old   King  Hendrick,  "  a

Mohawk  celebrity,  painted  on  glass  in  1 740,  by  an 
artist  in  London,  upon  the  order  of  his  majesty, 
George  II. 

The  facts  about  the  subject  of  this  picture  will  be 
found  in  a  note  appended  to  this  report. 

Note — Old  Hendrick  was  born  somewhere  from  1680 
to  1690.  His  aboriginal  name  was  never  known,  but 
he  was  called  by  the  name  given  him  by  the  English. 

Not  only  as  a  great  Sachem,  but  also  as  a  diplomat- 
ist and  orator  he  was  especially  famous.  In  early  life 
he  lived  at  the  "  Upper  Castle*"  of  the  Mohawk,  Cana- 
joharie,  but  afterwards  on  the  north  side  of  the  Mo- 
hawk, a  little  below  the  residence  of  Major  Jellis  Fonda, 
near  a  place  then  and  now  called  "  The  Nose."  His 
greatest  speech  was  delivered  July  2d,  1754,  in  the  name 
and  on  behalf  of  the  Six  Nations,  in  reply  to  a  speech 
made  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  of  New  York.  On 
September  Sth,  1755,  little  more  than  a  year  later,  Old 
Hendrick  was  slain  in  the  battle  of  Lake  George. 

It  was  on  the  occasion  of  Old  Hendrick's  second 
visit  to  the  British  Sovereign  in  1  740,  that  his  majesty, 
George  II.,  presented  him  with' a  rich  suit  of  clothes 
such  as  was  worn  at  court  at  that  time. 

Clad  in  this  court  dress,  yet  with  .'his  war  paint  on, 
his  portrait  was  painted  by  order  of  the  King,  by  a 
London  artist. 

Some  colored  engravings  of  this  painting  were 
made  according  to  Schoolcraft,  and  were  sent  to 
America. 
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The  engravings  are  now  very  rare.  One  was  known 
in  1845  to  exist  in  the  family  of  the  late  Jeremiah 
Lansing,  at  Albany. 

But  nowhere  is  there  a  record  found  of  a  copy  on  glass 
in  colors  of  this  painting,  such  as  this  Society  has  just 
secured,  by  gift,  from  Mr.  Brownell,  of  New  York  City. 

It  is  evidently  copied  directly  from  the  royal  por- 
trait, and  we  have  no  reason  to   doubt  its  genuineness. 

The  picture  is  that  of  an  Indian  Chief,  of  strong 
character,  in  blue  coat,  with  gold  braid  and  Brussels 
lace,  and  with  blue  colonial  hat,  holding  a  battle-axe  in 
his  hand.  Much  of  the  blue  of  the  coat  has  disap- 
peared from  the  glass,  and  the  back  of.  the  frame  does 
duty  in  its  place. 

The  glass  is  cracked,  but  not  to  spoil  the  portrait. 
The  picture,  which  has  been  in  the  Brownell  family  in 
Massachussets  nearly  a  century  and  a  half,  and  been 
treasured  by  some  eight  generations  thereof,  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  brought  from  London  to  this 
country  by  an  ancestor  of  Mr. '  Brownell,  who  presents 
the  picture;  this  ancestor  was  captain  of  a  merchant- 
man about  the  middle  of  the  last  century. 

This  interesting  picture,  which  is  about  ten  by  thir- 
teen inches  in  size,  is  in  the  old  frame,  which  has  been 
so  long  treasured  as  part  of  a  family  heirloom. 

Underneath  the  picture,  in  lettering  of  the  bygone 
century,  appear  the  words:  "The  Brave  Old  Hen- 
drick,  the  Great  Sachem  or  Chief  of  the  Mohawk  In- 
dians, one  of  the  Six  Nations  in  Alliance  with  and 
subject  to  the  King  of  Great   Britain. 
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The  entire  picture  and  frame  has  been  set  in  a  new 
glass-covered  frame  and  placed  with  rare  treasures 
of  the  Society's  collection,  where  it  can  be  enjoyed 
by    all.  ,- 

A  tine  colored  lithograph,  framed,  of  the  late  Sitting 
Bull,  a  famous  Sioux  Chief,  was  contributed  by  Wm. 
C.  Bryant. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  year  just  closed  has  been  distinguished  by  good 
success  in  all  the  other  branches  of  our  collection, 
,  notably,  the  gifts  of  historical  documents  and  pictures, 
framed,  particularly  the  fine  etching  on  glass  covered 
with  gilt  bronze,  by  Judge  Theodore  G.  Hulett,  of 
Niagara  Falls,  N.  Y.,  and  the  official  bird's-eye  view  of 
the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  at  Chicago,  Ills., 
donated  by  the  Hon.  Benjamin  Butterworth. 

The  many  war  relics.  The  valuable  additions  to 
the  stamp  and  currency  collections.  The  rare  auto- 
graphs contributed  by  the  Hon.  James  O.  Putnam,  the 
Hon.  Nelson  K.  Hopkins,  John  A.  McAllister,  Phila- 
delphia, Pa.,  and  George  P.  Wilkins,  and  of  our  de- 
ceased citizens  who  were  prominent  in  their  day.  The 
historical  manuscripts,  including  an  autobiography 
under  seal,  to  be  opened  on  the  event  of  decease  of  its 
author.  The  large  number  of  historical  relics  and 
curios,  many  of  them  very  rare,  especially  those  pre- 
sented by  Mrs.  E.  M.  Lathrop,  Charles  S.  Gibson, 
Frederick  K.  Mixer  and  Chauncey  Pelton  Smith. 
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Natural  History  specimens,  numerous  maps  and 
atlases  and  valuable  museum  additions. 

As  time  will  not  permit  us  to  particularize  these  acces- 
sions, the  full  list  of  contributors  and  gifts  will  accom- 
pany and  form  part  of  this  report. 


CONCLUSION. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  brief  report  that 
the  past  year  has  been  as  fruitful  of  good  results 
as  any  previous  year, 

We  are  grateful  to  Sister  Societies  and  the  many 
kind  friends  who  have  contributed  the  articles  reported, 
which  have  enabled  us  to  place  on  record  the  result  of  a 
year's  successful  and  efficient  work. 

And  as  the  Society  enters  in  its  grand  career,  upon 
the  labors  of  another  year,  we  trust  it  will  receive  the 
countenance  and  co-operation  of  all  its  friends,  and  that 
they  will  extend  to  the  Society  their  membership,  in- 
fluence and  effort  in  behalf  of  its  noble  work  to  preserve 
the  history,  and  commemorate  the  deeds  of  our 
citizens. 

The  report  was  unanimously  accepted  and  adopted, 
and  upon  motion  of  Mr.  Hawley  i,Soo  copies  were  or- 
dered printed. 

Upon  motion  of  Mr.  Bryant,  the  Chairman  appointed 
a  committee  consisting  of  Messrs.  William  C.  Bryant, 
Hon.  Elias  S.  Hawley,  James  Tillinghast  and  George 
W.  Townsend,  to  make  nominations  for  officers  for  the 
ensuing  year.

Moved  that  the  report  be  received  and  adopted,  and 
that  the  Secretary  cast  the  ballot  for  the  gentlemen  nomi- 
nated for  the  respective  offices,  and  that  any  member 
wishing  to  do  so  could  vote  in  person. 

Upon  the  ballot  taken  the  gentlemen  nominated  by 
the  committee  were  declared  elected. 

The  following  resolution  was  then  introduced  and 
without  discussion  duly  passed  : 

"Resolved,  That  our  honored  brother,  James  Tilling- 
hast,  Esq.,  be  appointed  chairman  of  a  committee,  to 
advise  and  report  concerning  the  feasibility  of  purchas- 
ing a  lot  or  lot  and  building,  which  may  meet  the  present 
and  future  wants  of  the  Society,  and  that  he  be  at 
liberty  to  associate  with  him  such  members  of  the 
Society  to  serve  with  him  on  said  committee  as  he  may 
deem  wise  and  advisable,  and  report  to  this  Society  at 
the  next  regular  meeting," 
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Dr.  Greene,  the  retiring  President,  read  the  following 
address  : 

Ladies  and  Gentle?nen,  and  Members  of  the  Buffalo  His- 
torical Society: 

It  has  ever  been  the  custom  of  this  Society  to  exact 
an  address  from  the  retiring  President ;  perforce  of 
that  unwritten  law,  I  stand  before  you  this  evening 
with  no  other  intent  than  to  emphasize  some  points 
brought  out  by  the  elaborate  report  of  our  honored 
Corresponding  Secretary,  Mr.  George  G.  Barnum.  At 
this  point  I  wish  to  bear  testimony*  to  his  ability  and 
unwavering  devotion  to  the  interests  of  our  Society,  and 
the  community  at  large. 

One  thing  is  especially  noticeable  in  this  year's  re- 
port. I  refer  to  the  large  number  of  books  and  val- 
uable pictures,  as  well  as  the  Scoville  Indian  collection, 
showing  conclusively  that  our  Society  holds  a  deservedly 
high  place  in  the  hearts  of  our  citizens. 

RED  JACKET  MONUMENT. 

The  dream  of  past  years  has  been  accomplished,  in 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  monument  in  Forest  Lawn 
over  the  remains  of  Red  Jacket,*  one  of  the  greatest 
orators  of  the  Iroquois.  The  effort  has  not  passed 
into  successful  accomplishment  without  a  challenge. 
All  honor  to  her  whose  generosity  and  liberal  patriotism 
has  made  it  possible  for  this  Society  to  honor  the  dead 
Chieftain.      But  let  me  admonish    everyone  within    the 
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sound  of  my  voice,  while  we  are  especially  anxious  to 
honor  the  dead  x^borigines,  we  must  not  foroet  to  be 
just  to  the  living. 

PERMANENT     FUND. 

During  the  year  just  passed  our  permanent  fund  has 
been  increased  five  thousand  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Hon.  Jonathan  Scoville,  who  was  a  steadfast  friend  of 
the  Society,  and  five  hundred  dollars  from  the  estate  of 
Mr.  Michael  Hutchinson,  making  now  the  snug  sum  of 
thirty-three  thousand  dollars. 

Allow  me  to  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  ad- 
visability of  the  immediate  purchase  of  a  lot  in  the  heart 
of  the  city,  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for 
this  Society  before  the  advance  of  real  estate  makes  it 
impossible  with  our  limited  means.  If  this  could  be 
accomplished  it  would  save  to  the  Society  five  hun- 
dred dollars  a  year,  that  is  now  paid  to  the  Library. 

The  organizers  of  this  Society  in  1862  are  now  gone, 
each  one  of  whom  was  of  special  mark  in  his  way. 
"They  builded  but  not  better  than  they  knew,"  for  they 
were  men  far-sighted  and  evinced  a  laudable  pride  in 
providing  for  the  ftiture  and  wresting  from  oblivion  the 
records  of  the  past.    . 

Shall  we  let  their  mantle  trail  in  the  dust?  or  rather 
bear  it  manfully  upon  our  shoulders  handing  it  down 
as  an  heir-loom  to  coming  generations.  In  order  to 
accomplish  the  greatest  good  for  this  Society  it  seems 
to  me  that  some  means  should  be  resorted  to,  in  order 
to  awaken  the  general  public  to  its  aims  and  needs. 
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We  should  have  at  least  five  hundred  active  resident 
members  at  five  dollars  each,  annual  dues,  which  is 
only  one-half  the  amount  charged  by  the  New 
York  Historical  Society.  This  would  give  us  a  sum 
sufficient  to  enable  the  Society  to  publish  its  papers, 
which  are  invaluable,  but  at  present  pigeon-holed  ;  and 
purchase  valuable  historical  works  which  must  be  had 
before  our  Library  will  be  complete.

To  accomplish  the  end  desired,  we  again  beg  to  sug- 
gest the  advisability  of  a  radical  change  in  the  election 
of  the  officers  of  the  Society.  Now,  a  nominating  com- 
mittee is  appointed  by  the  President,  and  the  names 
brought  in  and  ratified  by  the  Society,  which,  perhaps, 
was  the  best  way  in  the  past.  But  have  we  not  arrived 
at  a  point  where  we  can  step  to  a  higher  plane  and  make 
the  change  for  the  benefit  of  all  concerned  ? 

Instead  of  the  present  method,  would  it  not  be  bet- 
ter to  put  two  tickets  in  the  field  for  the  suffrages  of 
the  members,  similar  to  the  methods  adopted  by  our 
Sister  Societies?  It  seems  to  me  that  something  of  this 
kind  would  awaken  a  deeper  interest  in  the  Society,  and 
would  absorb  some  of  the  nineteenth  century  blood 
which  now  goes  coursing  past. 

We  would  respectfully  ask  those  of  our  citizens  who 
avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  offered  by  our  Society, 
whose  records  are  free  to  all,  to  enroll  themselves  as 
members,  and  in  this  way  contribute  to  its  support ;  es- 
pecially the  members  of  the  three  learned  professions 
should  be  liberal  supporters  of  this  Society.  It  is  true 
that  our  city  is  a  commercial  city,  our  business  men 
standing  high  as  financiers  throughout  the  country. 
The  magic  word  is  Money,  Money.  But  our  city  is 
growing  rapidly,  and  soon  we  will  number  one-half  mil- 
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lion,  and,  of  necessity,  will  soon  become  a  center  of 
learning  ;  and  it  is  imperative  that  we  fully  realize  this 
important  fact,  that  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society  is 
one  of  the  institutions  of  our  city  founded  to  last  into 
the  distant  future,  coining  history  from  year  to  year. 

VISITORS. 

We  cheerfully  welcome  all  strangers  visiting  our  city 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  offered  by  our 
Society.  The  great  increase  of  visitors  from  year  to 
year,  eighteen  thousand  in  1890  to  twenty- five  thousand 
*  in  1891,  attests  the  interest  taken  by  our  citizens  and 
strangers  from  all  parts  of  the  world. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  tender  many  thanks  to  the 
Board  of  Managers  for  their  uniform  kindness  and 
courtesy  to  me  during  my  term  of  office,  and  permit  me 
to  say  that  I  am  reminded  that  History  never  repeats, 
that  opportunities  neglected  or  allowed  to  pass  unheed- 
ed, seldom,  if  ever,  return.  Therefore,  when  I  review 
the  work  accomplished  during  the  past  year,  or  during 
my  administration,  it  is  with  some  regrets  on  my  part 
that  more  could  not  have  been  realized. 


FLAG    PRESENTATION. 

Major  Geo.  H.  Stowits  then,  on  behalf  of  the  100th 
Regiment,  presented  to  the  Society  the  Flags  received 
by  them  from  the  Board  of  Trade  in  1862,  and  carried 
by  them  through  the  battles  of  the  rebellion,  in  the  fol- 
lowing able  address  : 
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Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  and  Members  oj 
the  u  Buffalo  Historical  Society  "  : 
At  the  fifth  annual  reunion  of  the  Veteran  Associa- 
tion of  the  One  Hundredth  Regiment,  held  in  this  city 
July  4th,  1891,  it  was  resolved,  on  motion  of  Captain 
Charles  H.  Rauert,  that  the  flags  now  on  deposit  in  the 
care  of  the  "  Historical  Society,"  and  which  were  pre- 
sented to  the  Regiment  by  the  "  Buffalo  Board  of 
Trade,"  subsequent  to  its  adoption  by  that  body,  be 
made  a  permanent  gift,  that  their  sacred  remnants  may 
be  protected  from  future  spoliation,  which  has  eventu- 
ated in  their  removal  on  several  occasions,  as  can  be 
clearly  seen  in  their  present  tattered  and  torn  condition. 
Following  a  free  expression  of  opinions  from  several 
members  of  the  Association,  the  resolution  was  adopted, 
and  a  committee  was  appointed  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  formal  presentation  of  the  flags.  The  President, 
John  F.  Diehl,  appointed  as  such  committee  Messrs.  G. 
H.  Stowits,  D.  D.  Nash,  and  C.  H.  Rauert,  of  Buffalo: 
Captain  Timothy  Lynch,  of  Batavia,  and  Comrade 
William  Sheldon,  of  Rochester. 

It  was  thought  that  the  annual  meeting  of  the  "  His- 
torical  Society,"  if  agreeable  to  its  officers,  would  be  the 
most  favorable  time  to  make  the  presentation  of  these 
emblems  of  service,  endeared  to  every  veteran  who  did 
service  in  their  defense. 

As  chairman  of  the  committee  delegated  to  recite  in 
brief  the  history  of  these  flags,  I  will  say  that  the  "Buffalo 
Board  of  Trade,"  in  a  loyal  spirit,  impressed  with  the 
imperative  needs  of  the  nation  and  the  weakened  con- 
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dition  of  its  armies  during  the  summer  of  1862,  after  the 
diresdisasters  of  the  Peninsular  campaign,  sought  for  a 
channel  through  which  they  might  operate  with  material 
aid  for  the  increase  and  support  of  the  soldiery  in  the 
field,  concluded  that  since  the  "One  Hundredth  Regi- 
ment," a  home  organization,  had  been  decimated  with 
great  loss  at  "  Fair  Oaks,"  they  would  assume  the  patri- 
otic task  and  expense  of  recruiting  its  ranks,  preserve 
it  from  consolidation,  that  with  its  identity  continued, 
it  might  add  to  its  honorable  record,  as  known  to  every 
citizen  interested  in  its  history,  during  the  momentous 
struggle,  in  which  the  regiment  did  its  full  share  of  ser- 
vice in  battle,  to  establish  forever  the  union  of  these 
States,  and  the  honor  of  the  flag. 

How  well  these  loyal  men  with  their  liberal  contribu- 
tions of  money,  through  their  patriotic,  earnest,  devoted 
and  untiring  President,  Mr.  George  S.  Hazard,  executed 
their  assumed  obligations,  and  great  trust,  is  history 
undisputed,  and  was  a  grand  success.  They  became 
the  Fathers  of  the  regiment,  and  their  President  the 
one  man,  to  whom  officers  and  privates,  their  wives, 
widows  and  children,  all  appealed  for  aid  and  redress 
of  grievances;  that  seemed  to  come  to  them  at  home, 
and  on  the  tented  field. 

The  nucleus  of  the  regiment  was  encamped  at 
Gloucester  Point,  Va.,  while  being  recruited,  and  as  one 
of  the  many  thoughtful  acts  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
after  the  addition  of  several  hundred  men,  and  the  ap- 
pointment of  the  Rev.  J.  B.  Linn  as  Chaplain,  the 
Board  purchased  a  Regimental  Flag  and  commissioned 
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the  Chaplain  to  present  the  same  to  the  regiment. 
George  B.  Dandy,  of  the  Regular  Army,  had  recently 
been  appointed  its  Colonel,  and  the  arrival  of  a  bright, 
new  flag  was  made  an  occasion  of  special  rejoicing. 
Nov.  14,  1862,  the  men  were  ordered  in  line  at  "parade 
rest,"  as  witnesses  to  the  interesting  ceremony. 

Chaplain  Linn,  then  and  there,  with  the  *'  Stars  and 
Stripes  "  in  hand,  as  a  text,  made  his  first  speech  and 
preached  his  first  sermon,  announcing  his  mission  in 
words  replete  with  sentiments  of  patriotism,  to  defend 
the  Flag,  and  not  disappoint  their  friends  at  home,  nor 
their  country,  whose  hopes  rested  upon  their  courage 
and  valor,  in  its  hour  of  peril.  Colonel  Dandy  re- 
sponded in  terms  expressive  of  its  acceptance,  remind- 
ing his  command,  both  officers  and  men,  of  their  several 
duties  and  obligations  to  their  benefactors,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  4<  Buffalo  Board  of  Trade,"  the  defense  and 
protection  of  the  flag  just  received,  and  a  cultivation  of 
their  self-respect  as  soldiers  and  men. 

The  exercises  were  impressive  in  character,  and  closed 
with  cheers  for  the  chaplain,  the  Buffalo  Board  of 
Trade  and  the  colonel  commanding. 

In  the  tragic  and  bloody  charge  on  Battery  Wagner 
these  colors  were  planted  on. the  fort  by  Sergeant  Flan- 
ders, of  Co.  u  A,"  who  was  killed  in  their  defense. 
Corporal  Spooner,  of  the  same  company,  secured  and 
saved  them,  soiled  and  torn,  for  the  future  use  of  the 
regiment. 

In  the  opening  of  the  year  1S64,  after  nearly  a  year's 
residence  on  the  islands  in   front  of  Charleston,  Chap- 
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lain  Linn  was  made  the  bearer  a  second  time  of  a  stand 
of  colors,  National  and  State,  the  munificent  gift  of  the 
fathers  of  the  regiment,  which  for  beauty  and  value 
were  magnificent  and  unequalled. 

These  colors  were  gladdening  to  behold.  At  a  cost 
of  more  than  seven  hundred  dollars,  they  were  all  that 
material,  taste  and  art  combined  could  produce. 

A  minute  description  of  these  colors  may  be  found 
in  the  records  of  the  regiment,  compiled  by  Mr.  Haz- 
ard, and  accessible  to  all  seeking  knowledge  of  the 
deeds  of  its  valorous  men  and  officers,  and  what  was 
accomplished  by  the  "  Board  of  Trade,"  to  give  it  life, 
spirit  and  numbers,  for  its  efficient  service  in  the  field. 

There  it  is,  a  colossal  volume,  a  monument  to  the 
compiler  and  the  regiment,  the  service  of  which,  in  all 
the  details,  is  there  inscribed. 

At  "  Dress  Parade,"  on  Morris  Island,  January  10, 
1864,  the  regiment  being  formed  in  a  hollow  square, 
Chaplain  Linn  once  more  appeared  and  stood  beneath 
the  folds  of  the  stand  of  colors,  just  mentioned,  the 
drapery  of  which  nearly  enveloped  him  as  he  talked 
to  the  soldiery,  inspired  with  sentiments  suggested  by 
the  environment,  and  the  possible  defense  of  these 
colors  in  battle,  as  their  loss  would  be  the  regiment's 
dishonor. 

Major  Daniel  D.  Nash,  then  in  command  of  the  regi- 
ment, Col.  Dandy  being  absent  in  Buffalo,  on  recruiting 
service,  responded  to  the  remarks  of  the  Chaplain  in 
appropriate  words,  accepting  the  fine  and  costly  colors, 
and  assuring  the  Chaplain,  that  the  donors  would  never 
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have  cause  to  blush,  for  a  failure  in  their  defense,  but 
that  they  should  ever  be  the  rallying  point  when  dis- 
played in  line  of  battle,  and  be  the  objects  of  constant 
solicitude  by  the  entire  command. 

They  were  universally  admired  by  officers  and  men 
of  the  entire  body  of  troops  encamped  on  Morris 
Island. 

The  Brigade  Band  was  in  attendance,  and  the  event 
was  one  of  pleasure  and  gratification  ;  enjoyed  as 
though  at  home,  and  not  on  that  sandy  and  desolate 
isle. 

These  colors  were  cherished,  as  the  precious  treasures 
of  the  regiment,  and  were  a  stimulus  to  every  soldier 
to  secure  that  fame,  which  it  received,  as  one  of  the 
"Three  Hundred  Fighting  Regiments"  of  the  two 
thousand  and  more  engaged  in  the  "Great  Civil  War," 
and  through  victory,  kept  unbroken  the  unity  of  these 
States,  for  which  Washington  was  so  solicitous,  and  for 
which  Lincoln  was  a  martyr. 

They  were  borne  with  pride  during  the  remainder  of 
the  war,  and  received  their  final  baptism  in  the  sanguin- 
ary charge  on  "  Fort  Gregg,"  in  the  rear  of  Petersburg; 
at  which  time  the  gallant  and  chivalrous,  Major  James 
H.  Dandy,  gave  his  young  life  as  a  sacrifice  for  the 
unity  of  the  Nation. 

The  color  bearer  was  shot,  and  Major  Dandy,  in 
pressing  forward  to  keep  the  colors  in  view,  was  killed; 
a  loss  which  the  regiment  deeply  regretted,  and  whose 
brief  service  of  command  had  endeared  him  to  his 
comrades  in  arms. 
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Thus  was  it  ever ;  our  glorious  banner,  the  "  stars 
and  stripes,"  was  never  allowed  to  trail  in  the  dust,  so 
long  as  a  life  was  needed  to  bear  it  aloft  amid  the  smoke 
and  fire  of  battle. 

For  special  gallantry,  in  the  assault  on  "  Fort 
Gregg,"  the  colors  of  the  regiment  were  presented  with 
a  splendid  eagle  in  bronze,  bearing  the  following  in- 
scription:  Presented  to  the  One  Hundredth  Regiment, 
New  York  Volunteers,  by  Major-General  John  Gibbon, 
Commanding  Twenty-Fourth  Corps,  for  gallant  conduct 
in  the  assault  on  Fort  Gregg,  Petersburg,  April  2d,  1865. 

Subsequent  to  the  muster  out  of  the  regiment  at 
Albany.  Lieut.  Col.  Warren  Granger,  Jr.,  handed  the 
battle  flags  of  the  regiment  over  to  the  "  Buffalo 
Historical  Society"  for  safe  keeping,  with  the  following 
note : 

Buffalo,  May  1,  1867. 

"  To    William  C.  Bryant,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society  : 

"  Sir: — Accompanying  this  note,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit 
to  the  *  Buffalo  Historical  Society,'  for  safe  keeping,  the  colors 
borne  by  the  One  Hundredth  Regiment,  New  York  Volunteers, 
in  the  campaigns  before  Richmond,  Va.,  under  Butler,  in  1864, 
and  Grant  in  1865.  There  are  two  standards,  the  United 
States  colors  and  those  of  the  State  of  New  York.  In  their 
torn  and  mutilated  draperies,  they  bear  memorials  of  many  and 
well-contested  fields.  In  their  defense,  many  a  soldier  of  the 
One  Hundredth  laid  down  his  life.  The  eagle  which  surmounted 
the  staff  of  the  State  colors,  and  which  I  send  with  the  latter, 
was  shot  off  by  a  minnie  ball  in  the  assault  on  Fort  Gregg, 
Petersburg,  Va.,  April  2,  1865.      On  that  occasion  these  colors 
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were  foremost  in  the  fight  and  planted   on   the  enemy's  works. 

They  were  presented  to  the  One  Hundredth  Regiment  by  the 

Buffalo  Board  of  Trade  in  January,   1864.      Very    respectfully 

your  obedient  servant, 

"Warren  Granger,  Jr., 

"Late  Lieut.-Col.   One  Hundredth,  N.  Y.,  and  Brevet  Col.  of 
Volunteers." 

It  is  impossible  to  express  in  words  the  love  and 
reverence  the  veteran  entertains  for  the  colors  of  his 
regiment.  They  are  at  its  centre,  the  cynosure  of  every 
soldier's  eye.  His  pathway  is  illumined  by  its  stars 
amid  the  sulphurous  smoke  of  blood  and  carnage. 
Now  view  them,  encased  as  they  are.  Their  mission 
was  ended  at  Appomattox.  No  more  will  they  be  seen 
at  the  front  and  centre  as  a  signal  for  their  defense,  by 
the  veterans  of  the  "  One  Hundredth  Regiment  "  Their 
former  attractions  are  not  visible,  as  when  in  the  clear 
sunlight  of  a  Southern  clime,  in  front  of  the  tent  of  the 
colonel  commanding,  or  borne  by  the  color  guard  to 
the  place  of  the  regiment's  formation;  they  caused 
emotions  of  pride  to  swell  the  bosom  of  every  member 
of  that  military  family. 

Their  present  appearance  speaks  to  the  heart  of 
each  veteran  of  the  past  in  a  language  that  only  a 
veteran  can  understand.  In  silence  he  bows  his  head 
in  thought  and  memory  of  the  scenes  in  that  interne- 
cirie  strife,  which  they  represent.  Every  atom,  in  each 
shred,  is  precious  in  his  sight;  and  that  these  shreds 
and  atoms  may  be  kept  and  preserved  from  the  touch 
of  vandal  hands,  as  long  as  they  shall  hold  together,  to 
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meet  the  eager  gaze  of  the  generations  to  follow,  we, 
the  committee,  representatives  of  the  Veteran  Associa- 
tion of  the  One  Hundredth  Regiment,  do  present  these 
flags  to  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society,  where  they  now 
are,  and  where  we  consent  they  shall  remain;  that  their 
identity  may  be  secured,  and  the  hands  of  the  spoiler 
may  never  reach  them  more. 

Most  cheerfully  and  gladly,  Mr.  President,  do  we 
announce  this  gift;  conscious  that  they  are  not  lost  to 
us,  since  in  memory,  and  in  fact,  they  will  ever  be  seen, 
so  lonof  as  a  single  thread  shall  indicate  that  it  once 
aided  to  make  its  entirety,  that  supremely  brilliant 
stand  of  colors,  presented  to  the  One  Hundredth  Regi- 
ment by  the  Buffalo  Board  of  Trade,  during  the  darkest 
days  of  the  Rebellion.    . 

Emerson  says  :  "  America  is  only  another  name  for 
opportunity.  It  is  God's  final  effort  in  behalf  of  the 
human  race." 

Since  the  birth  of  this  Nation,  a  little  more  than  a 
hundred  years  ago,  it  has  been  demonstrated  at  great 
cost  of  blood  and  treasure  that  this  people  are  able  in 
wisdom  and  in  strength  to  hold  its  integral  parts 
together.  The  flag  symbolizes  liberty,  justice,  free 
thought  and  free  speech;  and  what  this  people  are  now 
to  do  is  to  make  good  citizens  of  the  millions  now,  and 
to  be,  and  not  scholars  all,  but  broad-minded,  intelli- 
gent and  industrious  citizens,  devoted  to  country,  its 
institutions  and  the  fla^;  ready,  at  all  times,  to  sacrifice 
their  lives,  if  need  be  at  their  country's  call,  that  the 
flag,  the  glorious  stars  and  stripes,  may  wave   and  float 
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over  all  the  land  and  around  the  world  in  honor  and  in 
peace. 

The  applause  that  greeted  the  address  was  the  best 
testimonial  to  Major  Stowits'  good  work  as  the  histo- 
rian of  the  regiment.  The  response  to  the  address 
and  of  acceptance  of  the  perpetual  care  of  the  battle- 
worn  flags  by  President  George  S.  Hazard,  of  the  His- 
torical Society,  was  full  of  the  same  deeply  patriotic 
feelings  which  inspired  its  author  when,  as  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  in  1862,  he  was  a  leader  in  the 
movement  which  resulted  in  the  adoption  of  the  Hun- 
dredth Regiment  as  the  special  charge  and  pride  of  the 
Board,  and  was  as  follows  : 


MR.    HAZARDS    RESPONSE. 

Veterans  of  the  One  Hundredth  Regiment,  members  of 
the  Buffalo  Historical  Society,  Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men: 

The  honor  has  fallen  upon  me  to  respond  to  the  in- 
teresting and  graphic  historical  record  of  our  good 
friend,  the  distinguished  Major  of  the  One  Hundredth 
Regiment,  and  in  the  name,  and  for  the  Buffalo  Histori- 
cal Society,  to  accept  at  his  hands,  and  those  of  his 
gallant  comrades  here  assembled,  and  many  others  who 
are  absent  in  person,  but  present  in  spirit,  the  war-worn 
flags  of  the  ever-to-be-remembered  and  honored  Buffalo 
Board  of  Trade  Regiment,  the  One  Hundredth  New 
York  State  Volunteers. 
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The  Buffalo  Historical  Society  gratefully  accepts 
these  memorials,  which  express  in  tones  more  eloquent 
than  words  the  thunder  of  the  battle's  strife  and 
slaughter,  and  the  pure  and  fervent  patriotism  of  the 
members  of  that  regiment  as  a  sacred  trust,  to  be  safely 
guarded  and  transmitted  to  generations  yet  to  be. 

These  precious  relics  of  battles,  at  which  "  all  the 
world  wondered,"  stir  the  leaves  of  memory,  .and  we 
look  back  to  the  time  when  the  iron  hand  of  war 
knocked  at  our  gates,  and  the  pavements  of  our  streets 
resounded  with  the  tramp  of  sturdy  men  marching  to 
the  front.  When  the  hearts  of  many  despaired  of 
overcoming  the  most  formidable  and  iniquitous  rebel- 
lion ever  conceived  in  the  heart  of  man.  So  sudden 
and  well  planned  was  that  infamous  conspiracy  that 
many  of  our  strongholds,  forts,  arsenals,  and  war  mate- 
rial were  ruthlessly  seized. 

The  national  flag  was  trampled  and  spit  upon.  Foes 
pervaded  every  public  department  at  home,  and  with 
enemies  abroad  threatened  to  overthrow  the  very  foun- 
dations of  our  national  institutions. 

The  Government,  powerless  in  its  defenceless  condi- 
tion, without  an  army  or  war  material,  appealed  to  the 
patriotism  of  the  country,  and  thousands  of  loyal  hearts 
responding  with  cheerful  alacrity  sprang  to  the  rescue. 
And  you,  valiant  veterans  of  the  Hundredth  Regiment 
with  a  noble  patriotism  were  among  the  foremost  to 
volunteer,  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  your  lives,  to  defend 
the  majesty  of  the  law  and  perpetuate  the  Union  and 
institutions  of  our  beloved  country. 
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In  the  providence  of  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  Nations 
you  fought,  conquered  and  permanently  established 
results  far  superior  to  the  apparent  issues  of  the  war. 
You  were  sustaining  the  best  government  for  mankind 
that  ever  existed,  and  which  has  become  and  will  con- 
tinue a  living  and  permanent  example  to  all  the  nations 
of  the  earth,  and  will  in  God's  good  time  establish  a 
higher  and  nobler  civilization  than  the  world  has  ever 
known. 

This  country  owes  a  debt  of  gratitude  which  can 
never  be  sufficiently  repaid  to  the  generous  and  unsel- 
fish patriotism  of  those  who,  forsaking  their  homes  and 
all  that  was  dear,  endured  hardship  and  untold  peril 
and  privation,  on  battlefields,  toilsome  marches,  bivou- 
acking without  shelter  and  often  without  bread,  exposed 
by  night  and  by  day  to  a  vigilant  and  relentless  enemy, 
never  complaining,  always  ready  to  "fall  in"  and  go 
forward  with  their  flag  "  Into  the  Valley  of  Death." 

11  Ah!  never  shall  the  land  forget 

How  gushed  the  life  blood  of  her  brave — 
Gushed  warm  with  hope  and  courage  yet, 
Upon  the  soil  they  sought  to  save." 

Time  will  not  permit  me  to  dwell  upon  the  many 
salient  points  of  marked  heroism  which  distinguished 
your  regiment.  Its  fearless  and  untiring  valor  was  pro- 
verbial in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  The  hard-fought 
and  bloody  battlefields  of  Fair  Oaks,  Williamsburg, 
Bottoms  Bridge,  Malvern  Hill,  Wagner,  Drury's  Bluff, 
New  Market,  Petersburg,  and  last,  at  great  loss  of  life. 
the  terrific  storming  and  capture  of  Fort. Gregg,  which 
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took  place  only  seven  days  before  the  final  surrender  at 
Appomattox. 

These  and  many  other  deadly  conflicts  bear  testimony 
to  the  gallant  conduct  of  the  Hundredth  Regiment, 
and  mark  the  spot  where  too  many  of  your  lion-hearted 
comrades  "sleep  their  last  sleep  where  they  fought 
their  last  battle." 

"  On  fame's  eternal  camping  ground 
Their  silent  tents  are  spread, 
And  glory  guards  with  solemn  round 
The  bivouac  of  the  dead." 

The  applause  which  had  greeted  the  speaker  when 
he  took  his  place  beside  the  flags  was  repeated,  with 
reinforcements  when  he  concluded  his  eloquent  address. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  were  presented  to  the 
retiring  president,  Dr.  Greene,  for  the  able  and  zealous 
manner  in  which  he  had  discharged  the  duties  of  the 
office. 

President  Hazard  was  then  escorted  to  the  chair  by 
James  Tillinghast  and  Thomas  B.  French,  and  as  he 
clasped  the  hand  of  Dr.  Greene  appropriate  words  of 
welcome  and  godspeed  were  spoken  by  the  retiring  and 
incoming  presiding  officers. 

It  was  resolved  that  the  addresses  of  presentation  and 
reception  of  the  battle  flags  be  printed  with  the  Annual 
Report. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned.

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APPENDIX     "  A." 


CHAPTER    297. 

An  Act  to  authorize  and  direct  the  Buffalo  Historical  Society 
to  set  apart  certain  funds  as  a  Permanent  Trust  Fund,  and  to 
restrict  the  use  and  investment  thereof. 

Approved  by  the  Governor,  May  15,  1888.  Passed,  three-fifths 
being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New    York,   represented  in  Senate  a  fid 
Assembly,  do  e?iact  as  follows  : 

Section  I.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Buffalo  Historical 
Society  is  hereby  authorized  to,  and  shall  set  apart  as  a  Trust 
Fund,  all  of  the  moneys  and  the  proceeds  of  any  real  property 
heretofore  bequeathed  to  it.  The  said  money  and  property 
being  now  held  and  known  as  the  Permanent  Fund  of  said 
Society;  and  all  moneys  and  the  proceeds  of  any  property  here- 
after given,  granted  or  bequeathed  to  it,  excepting  money  or 
real  property  specifically  granted  or  bequeathed  to  it,  for  the 
use  and  occupation,  or  the  purposes  of  said  Society,  and  except- 
ing articles  of  personal  property  held,  given,  granted  or 
bequeathed  for  preservation  and  exhibition  among  its  archives 
and  historical  mementos,  shall  be  added  to  said  Trust  Fund  and 
be  made  and  become-a  part  thereof.  Such  fund  shall  be  desig- 
nated as  the  "  Permanent  Trust  Fund/' 

Sec.  II.  The  principal  of  such  Trust  Fund  and  all  additions 
thereafter  made  thereto,  shall  not  be  used  by  said  Society  or  any 
of  its  officers  for  anv  purpose  ;  but  the  income  thereof,  or  so 
much  as  may  be  necessary,  may  be  devoted  to  and  used  for  the 
purposes  of  said  Society. 
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Sec.  III.  The  said  Trust  Fund  shall  be  invested  in  the  follow- 
ing interest-bearing  securities  :  Bonds  of  the  United  States  of 
America;  bonds  of  the  State  of  New  York;  bonds  of  the  City 
of  Buffalo;  bonds  of  the  County  of  Erie;  and  bonds  of  indi- 
viduals, secured  by  first  mortgages  upon  real  estate,  situate  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  worth  at  least  double  the  amount  secured 
to  be  paid  by  the  bond  accompanying  the  mortgage. 

Sec.  IV.  Any  manager  or  other  officer  of  said  Society  who 
shall  vote  for  or  consent  to  the  misapplication  of  said  Trust 
Fund,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  part  of  the  income  thereof,  or 
to  the  investment  of  any  part  thereof,  except  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  V.     This  Act  shall  take  effect  immediatelv. 
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
